My. Speaker: Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai, the hon. Member 
will try to finish in five minutes. 


Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Sir, it was pointed out that the 
provision made in the Budget for Medicine is less.than what was 
provided in the last year. But the same is the case for dieting 
and the same is again the case for purchase of bedding. So,. 
practically, the amounts provided in this Budget for treatment 
of diseases are less. I know, perhaps, the Governinent may 
say that they are making greater provision in the supplementary 
demand which they are going to make for Medicine. I find a 
provision for that. For dieting also there is a provision. But, 
at any rate, when they framed this Budget , they thought that-it 
would be possible to carry on the departmental work with this 
lesser amount. But there is one thing which I want to say 
about this Department. Sir, there is a certain amount of de- 
moralisation that has set in our hospitals. I cannot but say 
that. Inspection is so lacking that when you enter the hospitals 
you are confronted with the idea that you are not going into a 
hospital where poor human beings are struggling between life and 
death , but with the idea that you are going into some market. 
Every hospital is so overcrowded. That shows that there is 
greater demand for accommodation... But the Government are 
not bestowing any attention on that aspect. Everywhere , in 
every hospital , there is overcrowding and patients are asked to 
lie on the verandahs exposed to the sun and rain. The Depart- 
ment seems to bestow no attention to this aspect of the matter. 
The Doctors admit the patients , but they are allowed to lie on 
the verandahs and other place without any ‘help being given to 
them , under very deplorable circumstances. 


Then , I have to say something about the sense of responsibi- 
lity of these doctors. Some of the hon. Members were referring 
to that. If you look at the way iti which the patients are trea- 
ted by the Medical Officers , you will find that it isa kind of 
mechanical prescription that is given. They are sometimes 
prescribing at the rate of 10 to 12 prescriptions a minute. It is 
a kind of mechanical attention given to the patients. I. do not 
want to say anything further about that matter. Though we 
are maintaining the hospitals, paying doctors, spending nearly 
80 lakhs of rupees, real treatment can be obtained for any 
patient only after payment to the. doctors. Or else, it is a 
mechanical kind of treatment that we can get, Why is it so 2 
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It is because the inspection is so lacking. The morale is not 
kept up. It was pointed out in this House by hon. Ministers 
themselves that they visited the hospitals. Sir, what happens 
is that on those cecasions, they are taken to some aspect of the 
work: of the hospital and not to look into the way in which the 
patients are treated and the way in which the conditions of the 
patients are looked after by the staff. So, the primary neces- 
sity is to improve the morale of these hospitals. A certain. 
control must be exercised onthis question. 


Then, there is the want of a spirit of service on the part of 
the doctors. Iregret, Ihave tosay that. I find that there is 
a want of spirit of service on the part of the Medical Officers 
when they arein charge of such a humanitarian service. It is 
not a question of payment. The genuine desire for service is 
really lacking. Sir, it is really unfortunate that the Medical 
officers here care more for their pay than for the science for 
which they are paid and for the great humanitarian work which 
they have undertaken. In every hospital you find that. 

Sir, as to the question of labour cases, I find there are 
hospitals throughout the State with no separate labour wards. 
That isakind of arrangement which nobody can’ tolerate. 
Therefore , I would request’ the Government Benches and the 
Government to do something to improve the morale of the hos- 
pitals and to have effective supervision of the hospitals by com- 
petent authorities. not merely to go into the question of pay, 
departmental posting, punishment and transfer, but to look to 
the real working of the department by competent officers so that 
the primary duty of the Medical Officer is done in a better way. 
With these words, I conclude. , 
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Mr. Speaker : The time for this demand is over.

Shri K. P. Prabhakaran: I move to reduce the allotment of 
Rs, 67,300 for Direction by Re. 1. 
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Shri P, S, Nataraja Pillai: Sir, I move: 


To reduce the allotment of Rs. 2,54,000 for Village Committees 
by Re. 1. 


_ Sir, the budget allotment under this demand is for Rs. 
27,10,000 for this year. Last year, that is, the budget estimate 
for 1951-52, it was over Rs. 45 lakhs. In the revised estimate, 
we see that the Government was able to spend only Rs. 35,92,000. 
Ihave only to repeat what I had to observe when Thad 
oceasion to discuss the other demands, As far as this House 
is concerned, we are utterly in the dark about the activities 
of this Department during the last year. It is not revealed 
even in the budget. Under Works and Contributions, the 
budget estimate is Rs. 1708 lakhs. The accounts for 1950-51 
under this sub-head show a sum of Rs. 16 lakhs. Though appar- 
ently, it is only a difference of about a lakh of rupees, we do not 
know whether the budget allotment-under each item was spent 
for that item or not. For example, there is an allotment of Rs. 5 
lakhs under “Communications”, as estimated for 1951-52. In the 
revised estimate column, we findit is only Rs. 2,15,000. We do 
not know how much was spent on communications last year. It 
is page 190 of the Budget that Iam referring to. Under Public 
Works, the estimate for 1951-52 was Rs. 93 lakhs. We do not 
know how much of this sum was spent during last year. The 
aggregate in the revised estimate for 1951-52 is shown as Rs. 
16,54,000, but thé details are not given. So, we are completely 
in the dark. ; 


Tn the same way, I cai prove in respect of other sub-heads. 
Under “Contributions”, a sum of Rs. 22°75 lakhs is mentioned in 
the budget estimate for 1951-52. Inthe revised estimate, it has 
dwindled into Rs. 14,55,000.. There was alapse of Rs. 8 lakhs. 
Under which item it lapsed, we do not know. Under develop- 
ment of Cottage Industries, the estimate for last year was Rs. 11 
lakhs. Did the Government spend anything for development of 
cottage industries? If they did not, for what other items was it 
diverted ? We are given some figures without furnishing any 
details under them. Without a knowledge of the details, how 
did the Department progress last year, we do not know. Thus, 
Sir, we are unable to say whether the amourits included in the 
budget for the next year are necessary. We cannot make any ~" 
comment on the figures. ‘So, I say that it is all absolutely some 
imaginary figures as far as we are conro~-4- for example, take 
Public Works again, A vv ¥1 SS. 3 lakhs is provided under it. 
Is it for oriein-? Work? Is it for works in progress? Has the 
wort, vegun last year been completed? For what purpose is 
this Rs. 9 lakhs included, we do not know. Similarly, you can 
take any sub-head under this demand, such as Irrigation, Com- 
munications, etc. We do not know what kind of work has been 
done and what amount is required to complete that work during 

ourse 0. this year.. If we had. known that« we can make 
relevant criticisms as to whether the amounts provided in the 
budget are sufficient ornot, Now, we are in the dark to make 
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any comment on the figures. Yet, Member after Member sitting 
on the Treasrry Benches says, “we do not get any constructive 
criticism.” What criticism is'possible, what constructive sugges- 
tions can be given with these facts, Ido not know. After all, it 
is considered that the Ministers are responsible to the House. 
Do they realize that after all, they are responsible to this House ? 
Are we transacting business in this House on the basis of that 
principle ? There is provision here saying: For Development; 
Rs. 4 lakhs; ‘Experimental and Demonstration centre for 
Cottage Industries, Rs. 2 lakhs; Lump sum provision for the 
‘Schemes not yet finalized by the Cottage Industries Board, Rs. 2 
‘Jakhs.” How do they come to this House with these figures ? 
What will be the probable cost ? Who knows it ? Why put these 
figures, Sir ? They can move fora token grant for sanctioning 
that item of activity. Then prepare a budget making a specific 
provision and stating before the House the work they are going 
to undertake. Why should they not doit in this way? Isit the 
attitude with which the Treasury Benches aught to carry on 
these schemes? Yet they will say that they do not get any con- 
structive suggestions from this House. Is it just, I ask. Is it 
reasonable, ask. Then itis only to save themselves that they 
give these figures. ; 


Turning to another aspect of the Demand, Sir, I would like 
to point out that under “Works and Contributions,” there is a 
provision of Rs. 17 lakhs. The actual establishment and super- 
vision charges come to nearly Rs, 5'4 lakhs. So, the actual recon- 
struction work has to be done with about Rs. I0 lakhs. For 
works requiring Rs. L7 lakhs, they want a supervisory and esta- 
blishment charge of nearly Rs. 5 lakhs, which is nearly one-third 
of the total cost. So, to spend Rs, 100 in the country, they want 
something like Rs. 833 by way of establishment and supervision 
charges. Is it a reasonable allotment? How can that be done, 
and under what principle can. it be justified, I do not know. 
After all, if it is only a kind of ornamental department and itis 
a good point for advertisement, I can understand. it. Then they 
say “we are providing half a crore of: rupees for rural recon- 
struction.” ‘What is the rural reconstruction that is being done? 
If it is village reconstruction, the village must be selected anda 
planned development must be effected. What is the use of 
spending a thousand rupees in this village, five-hundred rupees 
ine :_and three thousand rupees in a. third village? The 
money thus spe dically in different villages is a waste. 
_The planned developme oa ea must. be taken up. We 
must continue it for a consecutive n oo arg to produce 
results. Ifin this year, you are spending for ¢ Ser 
“next year, you will have.to put further money to complete TE 
scheme in that particular area. What is the use of providing 
some money and doing it at random? SoI say that development 
of.a rural area must be planned and carried on for a number 0: 
years till completion. tik - hea fe 
Then, Sir, with your permission, I should like to make a tew 
remarks on the provision of Rs. 50,000, for chandloom deyelop- 
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ment scheme. Iam sorry, Sir, that my hon. Friend the Minister 
in charge of controls is not here. Yet my remarks would be 
relevant in this connection, and I shall confine these observations 
to the handloom industry. It was the subject matter, in this 
House, of a number of questions by various Members, and I had 
my quota in them. It was also a subject matter of the short 
discussion under Rule 26. It was then admitted by the hon. 
Minister that great difficulties are experienced in this matter, 
The difficulties that face the handloom industry today are many. 
There is surplus of yarn. There is surplus of handloom cloth. 
Yet, the weavers are unemployed. How tosolve the problem? 
That is the question. We have the information supplied by the 
official Benches that yarn is selling at a rate less than the cont- 
rolled rate. Yet we enforce control. We are controlling the 
import of yarn and quantity allotted for Travancore-Cochin is 
not being regularly imported or received. In Madras and 
Bombay States, the mills are allowed to sell freely. Here we 
have no agency to import the free yarn that is being sold by the 
mills in Madras and Bombay. Our weavers are not able to get 
yarn at competitive rates. In reply to an interpellation it was 
said that there was a difference of nearly Rs. 8 per bundle 
between the free yarn rate and the rate of controlled yarn. 
Therefore, unless the control orders are so modified as to make 
the free sale of yarn of the mills available in this country, this 
high price for yarn will have to stand. The handloom weaver 
here pays the ex-mill price plus 124 per cent to get yarn from 
the distributing agency. .On the other hand, weaving mills are 
gétting yarn at the ex-mill price. Weaving mills are getting yarn 
at a price less than the rate at which the handloom weaver is gett- 
‘ing. Unless, therefore, we can make provision to see that the 
handloom weaver is also able to get the yarn at the same rate as 
the weaving mills, the handloom industry cannot thrive. 


Another.aspect of the question is, unless we. allow un- 
-restricted-import of yarn from Madras and Bombay the industry 


here cannot become prosperous. Another point is rates. Hand- | 


-loem cloth has a great fillup in foreign markets. Unless, there- 
fore, we move the Central Government to allot a particular quota 
for Travancore-Cochin for export to foreign countries, our hand- 
loom industry cannot become prosperous. The whele quantity 
produced here cannot be consumed .withis vllr own country. 
Therefore, Government will tvs wo revise their control policy.

Shri P.S. Nataraja Pillai: I will give details as regards 
that. Apart from fixing the maximum price on yarn the quota 
allotted to this State must be imported by the importers and 
wholesale dealers ‘under the licensing system, The other point 
is, we are entitled to purchase free sale yarn from certain 
laces and sell the same here at competitive price Varn the 
distribution is conducted by retail licensees. By subsidizing 
co-operative organisations, we mustsee to the distribution of 
yarn as far as possible to the handloom weavers at Ex-Mill 
Rates. There are one or two handloom Co-operative ; 


Shrvi Anthonie Andrew Daniel Luiz: Does the Member know - 
what is prevailing in Madras in respect of this matter? 


Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Being a deficit area in yarn with- 
out adequate production certain factors have to be reckoned 
with. I am of the view that we have to fix up a maximum 
ceiling price. At the same time we must get the quota fixed 
by the Government of India for the yarn that is produced in 
Madras and Bombay Presidencies. Import quota was fixed 
én the basis of population. Ido not think there is any diffi- 
culty on the matter. These are points which Iplace for consi- 
deration by this House and the Treasury Benches soas to 
make provision for import of free sale yarn. ; 


Shri Anthoniie Andrew Daniel Luiz: Does “the Member 
know that there is no market for consuming the stocks there ? 


Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: That is because the price ‘is 
‘so high. There is a difference of Rs. 7 between the prices. 
In the circumstances how can you expect them to consume the 
yarn? The position is, you have to export and find a market 
for handloom cloth. At the same time you must reduce the 
price of yarn. These are the two aspects and they go hand in 
hand. We must get permission to export our handloom cloth 
make provision for the import of free sale mill-yarn under 
a free market sale through wholesale dealers. It should be 
our attempt to eliminate free exmill plus rate in this business so 
as-to secure. the commission allowed to the Mills for our use. 
Subsidize the well established co-operative societies to purchase 
handloom cloth ‘as is being done in Madras. Arrangements 
may also. be made for dyeing yarn and unless it is done the 
handloom industry cannot thrive. Five grant in aid and make 
artangements for -getting the quota from Government. of 
India. . . 


Mr. Speaker: Is there plenty of free sale yarn available in 
the country? . 


Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: In Madras there is plenty. 
Mr, Speaker: Then what about our place ? 
2\142(V _ 
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Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Here there is absolutely no free 
sale yarn because there is no license to import it, People here 
are getling free sale yarn in black market. But our licensed 
Importers are not getting down the stock allowed for this 
country. Permission should be given to wholesale dealers to 
import free yarn at lesser rate and sell it in the free market, 
The licensed importers are making profit by importing free 
yarn and selling it at controlled rates. 


Shri Anthonie Andrew Daniel Luiz: Butthey have to find 
their own market for selling it. 


Shri P.S. Nataraja Pillai: It is not the consumer’s market. 
There isa market in Madras Presidency which is one of the 
biggest markets. 


Shri Anthonie Andrew Daniel Luiz: The hon. Member 
saidtthat the Government takes over the handloom cloth 
and— 


Shri P. S, Nataraja Pillai: My point‘is unless the scheme 


is subsidized through Co-operative Societies for distribution 
as is being done’ in Madras, it cannot be a success. The Go- 
vernment there have allowed a subsidy to the handloom 
weavers Co-operative Society to purchase cloth and sell it at 
subsidized rate. 


Shri. N. P. Varghese: Is there any scheme here ? 


. Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Ihave not got the Cottage 
Industries Committee’s Report of our State to know about their 
scheme. What I wantis a timely adjustment in the matter 
by making the existing rules more beneficial to the country 
and workable. — 


Shri Anthonie Andrew Daniel Luiz: I want some more in- 
formation on this matter by putting another question. . 


My, Speaker: The hon. Member can talk on the matter 
as this is avery interesting question. 


Shri A. Thanu Pillai: Sir, I beg to move: To reduce the 
total allotment of Rs. 18, 10,000 under Demand XXII by Re.1. . 
Sir, most of the points that I wanted to make have been mentionr 
ed by hon. Members who have spoken already on this Demand.. 
One striking aspect of the whole thing is this. As my friends have 
already mentioned, the Budget provision goes down from Rs. 45 
lakhs to 27 lakhs. Practically the whole of Cochin has been 
brought under the Panchayat scheme; but in Travancore we have 
very few panchayats. Ithink the total number of panchayats 
that are said to be brought into being in the course of the pres- 
ent year—as early as possible it ought to be done—is somewhere 
about five hundred. We have not got the Administration Report 
of the Department. I donot think the number of panchayats in 
Travancore can be even a hundred; it must be far below that . 
number, While we haye to bring into existence hundreds of 
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panchayats throughout this State, the budget provision for rural 
development goes down from Rs. 46 to 27 lakhs. Are the 
Government earnest so far as the panchayats are concerned. is 
the first question I put to the hon: Minister. I think the figure 
would be somewhere a crore. After all what is the place that 
the panchayats ought to take in the scheme of things? Are they 
really meant to be units in the administration of the country, 
so far as matters that affect people to a large extent are concer- 
ned? My idea is, the panchayats ought to serve many things in 
the administration of a country, especially the needs of the people. 
In that! view substantial financial aid should be given to the 
panchayats. I know under the law that has been passed pancha- 
yats are given power to raise money by taxation, and if Iremem- 
ber right,.an amount equal to the amount that a panchayat is 
able to collect will have to be contributed by Government. 
According to me many of the finances of Government ean well 
he evolved by these panchayats. We are told that panchayat 
elections are to take place very soon. Are the Government, I ask 
again, sincere when they make these statements? If so, what 
justification is there for the very very inadequate provision and_ 
for reducing the amount we find in the last year’s budget, 
According to me,a village panchayat should be given ample” 
work; as many activities as possible should .be brought under 
its jurisdiction. There are very many things that a panchayat 
‘ can do, much more satisfactorily than Government. For instance 
many things have been mentioned here already. I may mention 
the item communication. In regard to village roads I have many 
a time stressed that point. I think that the maintenante of 
village roads should be with village panchayats. I know that 
the Ministers may not agree with me because the Government 
have a tendericy to take the view that only the centralized form 
like Government can function well. But I take a different view. 
As far as possible all maintenance of village roads should be 
carried out by panchayats. I think that is what obtains 
in Cochin. Whenever I had occasion to tour Cochin area I have 
found village roads there though not so very satisfactorily main~- 
tained but better maintained than the village roads in Travan~ 
core. Thatis an aspect of the matter which the Government 
and the “hon. Ministers should seriously consider. No doubt 
funds will have to be provided and suitable arrangements made 
for adequate inspection, technical aid, advice andso on. Then 
sanitation is one of the subjects that can be entrusted with the 
panchayats. . Primary education is another important subject to 
be handled by a panchayat. Wehear a good deal about compu- 
lsory primary education and the failure of compulsory primary’ 
education. Naturally under existing conditions, compulsory 
primary. education is bound to fail because there is no interest 
in the matter. Government are not interested in seeing that 
all children are sent to schodl.” ‘We must introduce compulsory 
primary education throughout the State and make ita duty of 
the village panchayat to see‘ that every. child of school going 
age attends school. So powers should be vested in the pancha- 
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yat to see to the proper functioning of education. Then we heard 
a lot about payment of Rs. 40 to certain persons engaged in the 
spread of adult education and that such workers being allowed 
to go their own way. With an expenditure of Rs. 40 adult eduea- 
tion is to be tackled. According to me that is tobe the function 
of village panchayat and adequate facilities should be provided 
for that. Harijan uplift is one of the things in which panchayats 
can interest themselves. Subjects such as food production, agri- 
culture, minor irrigation, manure supply- these things can very 
well be entrusted to village panchayats. There is a lot of com- 
plaint about manure supply. What we get is not satisfactorily 
distributed to all needy areas. All these should form part of the ' 
activities of a panchayat. Public health is another important 
jtem of work that could be successfully handled by a panchayat 
We have a good number of vydians, Ayurvedic physicians 
throughout the State. Adequate medical facilities may form 
part of village panchayat scheme. 


Shri Ambat Eachara Menon: Does the member know that 
a good portion of the finances are being spent towards establish- 
ment of a panchayat? 


Shyi A. Thanu Pillai: I do not want to go into details of 
that. Mr. Nataraja Pillai stated that a large percentage of 
the resources of Panchayats are being spent on clerks and peons 
of the institution. Of course, that is an aspect for serious 
consideration. If all these activities are made part of thé duties 
of the Panchayat, we are not likely to find it difficult to allot 
necessary. funds. for the Ministerial and administrative part of 
the work of Government. As things stand at present, ifa 
Panchayat has provision of Rs. 2,000 annually, I know instances. 
where that amount is being spent on clerks and peons. They. 
spend a good part of the resources of the Panchayats in this 
way. Thatis an aspect of the matter which we must consider. 
But I do not want to enter into. details. But clerks and peons 
are necessary. Whether we cannot make use of retired officers, | 
like retired school teachers and others, on half pay, are matters 
of detail. For instance, we can pay a retired school master an 
amount which, along with his pension, will make up his full pay. 
Whether we cannot do something of that kind, is really a 
guestion we have to consider seriously. But all that will 
depend upon the functions which we make these Panchayats 
discharge. That is the point which Iwant to make, That is 
a very, very. important matter but it does not get the considera- 
tion it deserves. Look’ at the budget estimates. In many 
important matters, the Government have cut down the amounts. 
Take, for instance, works and contributions. On page 190 of 


the budget we find drastic cuts. Where 16 lakhs were actually 


spent in 1951-52, they have provided for 1952-53 only 9 lakhs 
under Works. Under Contributions, where 14 lakhs have been 
actually spent out of 222 lakhs in 1951-52, they have now 
provided only 7 lakhs, and even. out of this, 4 lakhs have to be

spent for election purposes. So that I am tempted to ask 
the Government playing with these institutions. 
In regard to cottage industries, there is some lump sum 
provision in the budget. Cottage Industries — 2 lakhs, i. e., for 
the schemes not yet finalised by the Cottage Industries Board. 
When are they going to finalise these schemes? Then we find 
aprovision of 2 lakhs for Experimental and Demonstration 
Centres for Cottage Industries, and others. How are they going 
tospend this amount? What are these experimental centres ? 
We have no knowledge. My only request to the Government 
igs this: Please let us look at these matters seriously. This is 
avery, very important matter. These villages ought to form 
the units of administration. If we take that view, no doubt 
about it, our State will go ahead. Therefore, this step-motherly 
treatment of this matter, and this practice of fighting shy o 
really important matters must stop. . 
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Shri K. Madhavan Unnithan: Sir, I wish to say a few words 
on the necessity of a planned programme for Rural Development 
activities. I cannot say that at present Rural development work 
is based on any well defined policy. According to the latest 
census figures our country side is peopled by more than 85 
per cent of our population the majority of whom are agri- 
culturists. Any scheme for Rural development to be successful ' 
must give priority to the welfare of these agriculturists. Their 
most important need is. good manure at reasonable rates and 
in proper time. Facilities dor irrigation should: also be made 
available. Usually manure is supplied to them by Co-operative 
Societies who get them from Government Depots in a haphazard 
manner, Purchasers have to get permits by elaborate process from 
the Food Department, pay for the manurein advance to these 
Societies and then wait for the stock. Hence it isnot often that 
they get the manure in the desired quantity or at the right time. 
If the Government can see to it that manure is supplied at least 
through one depot in each pakuthy, if possible on credit or 
the security of the succeeding crop it is sure to go a long way to 
help the ryots to produce better crops. _ 


With regard to irrigation also the people in the Rural 
areas are labouring under grave difficulties, Ifa minor Irri- 
gation work is to be executed, the local Food Department officer 
has to be moved first who must act on the recommendation of 
the Food Committee to-get sanction of the higher authorities and 
finally get the work executed by the Irrigation department after 
sanction has been obtained from Government. What generally 
happens is that through lack of co-ordination between the Food 
and Irrigation Departments all useful activities are usually 
delayed and some times even given up. Better co-operation 
between these departments at least above a certain level and 
authority for local officers to sanction estimates upto a fixed 
amount, will help considerably to remove these difficulties. 


Another problem is the lack of grazing blocks. Al 
available open space is being encroached upon on a mass scale. 
Some- device should be found out to restore and protect all 
grazing blocks. Our cattle wealth is already poor both in 
number and breed and we cannot afford to neglect it in the 
east. ; . tee 


.. Sir, next to agriculture Cottage Industry follows close for 
consideration. From the explanatory notes in the Budget it is 
‘seen that the Cottage Industries Board have selected only a very. 
limited-number of item for development. A fresh opening to 
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the coir industry could be given if the ‘method of soaking cocoa. 
nut husks in fresh water is popularised. . It has been found that 
i# cocoanut husks are crushed and the Juice pressed out and 
then soaked in fresh water the fibre would be ready for extrac 
tion within a week’s time. The yarn made from this fibre has | 
been tested’ and found to be of a better quality than that 
produced from fibre soaked in salt, water. This process hag 
immense possibilities to extend coir industry to new regions and 
to bring it more and more within the means of the poorer classes 
in the Rural area, 

Sir, another subject that demands attention is the system 
of Health and Medical amenities available in the Rural parts, 
The least that could be done is to provide Ayurvedic Hospitals 
and dispensaries in every village. Nurseries for Medicinal herbs 
also should be attached to these Hospitals, so that medicines 
could be prepared cheap.} 

A new orientation of the primary and secondary education 
system should also form part of the Rural Development Policy. 
Suitable crafts and handiwork should be taught in schools so that 
pupils might develop an aptitude for industry. An expert must 
be got down to devise a practical course of instruction and to 
supervise and corelate industries. Sir, these are some of the 
main ‘ideas that I have to refer to in connection with Rural 
Development Schemes.

I now call upon Mr. T. S. Ramaswami to move his motion, 
Shri T.S. Ramaswami: Sir, Imove: To reduce the allot- 
ment of Rs. 4,09,200 for Direction by Re. 1. 
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Shri A, Thanu Pillai: Sir, I beg to move: 


To reduce the allotment of Rs. 91,43,700 for Operating Ex- 
penses by Re, 1, CS , a 
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Sir, in respect of no aspect can the Transport scheme said to 
be satisfactory. Of course this scheme is one in which Govern- 
ment have invested a large amount, but then what is the object 
and how far is the object achieved. Ifwe consider that, public 
convenience is probably the first consideration. This G'overn- 
ment should get a reasonable return; the workers should he 
well maintained and feel contented. Viewed in that light, Sir, 
is this scheme satisfactory? As for public convenience, I may 
be excusedifI say it is really a nuisance. The Transport 
Minister has been telling us again and again, not only this 
Minister but his predecessors also, that the inconvenience to the 
public consequent on over-loading and other irregularities, would 
be soon removed. Sir, I wish to know what really is the obstacle. 
Afew years ago buses were not sufficiently available. Now 
there is no case that buses are not available. There is no case 
that adequate funds are not available. And we cannot hear the 
Minister telling us in this House that we have not got enough 
engineers and workers to put the buses in order, to construct the 
necessary bodies and so on. Then where is the difficulty? What 
js the justification for this kind of dealing. This year we finda 
provision of 33 lakhs on capital outlay of the. Transport scheme 
and another amount under revenue account. Thus a good 
amount of money is available. I ask, will the Minister be able 
to spend this amount, or spend adequate portion of it so that the 
present inconvenience may be removed. It is really a scandal 
for a State like Travancore-Cochin to continue to give room for 
such seandal and this state of affairs is really unpardonable. If 
you want to get this done, you must try to get them done. What 
is the real difficulty? Ihave been telling about this very very 
seriously and I am unable to find any real justification for this 
scandalous state of things. Willthe Minister give necessary orders 
for adequate number of buses? Will he try and set about giving 
orders for constructing necessary bodies and see that they are 
constructed in time. Sir, I do not want to go into further expati- 
ation of this thing. This scandalis probably so far as Travan- 
eore-Cochin Administration alone is concerned. What I say is, 
there is nothing more scandalous than this. I know the present 
Minister may be anxious to set things right and he may not be 
personally responsible for the present state of affairs. But he is 
answerable for this state of affairs because he and his prede- 
cessors are representatives of the same political party that has 
been in office for.a long enough period. Therefore, Sir, I only 
want him to understand the seriousness of the matter and try to 
do his best and see that the scandal is really removed. I would 
not be satisfied by saying that he will try and see; I would -cer- 
tainly insist that he sees that the scandal is removed in as short a 
time as possible. Oe 


Now, with regard to the returns, the figures are going down. 
We find that in 1122 the figure was 20 lakhs; in 1123 only 18 lakhs; 
inl124, it was 17 lakhs. In 1950-51 it is about 20 lakhs; in 51-52 
the figure budgeted is about 15 lakhs while the actual figure 
stands at 22 lakhs, This is the result of manipulation which, 
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Sir, I should think is unworthy of a Government. Then for this 
year the budget figure is 7# lalchs. While the figures were going 
down, thé working expenses were going up from 54 lakhs in 1122 
when the return was 20 lakhs. The figure for 52-53 is 41 lakhs 
and expected return in 73 lakhs. Such is the figure for working 
expenses and return. I wish to refer again to one thing to which 
Mr. Ramaswami gave expression to. That is to say about the 
transfer of profit from this concern to the Road Development 
Fund, therby reducing the profit. What is the purpose gained by 
that, Lask. Now, do they insist on a similar contribution from 
the private bus owners. Ido not think the Minister has thought 
about it of has he any scheme in respect of it. 

Shri Kalathil Velayudhan Naic: Wedo not expect any profit 
from it. : / 

Shri A, Thanu Pillai: So he does not expect that. Now, is it 
not well-known that atleast the routes served by private bus 
owners are many and probably as long as the routes served by the 
State Transport scheme. I donot know the figures because no 
figure is available nowadays, Everything is left to imagination and 
‘guess. -Do the private bus owners contribute anything because 
they are allowed to make enormous profits. It may be said that 
money comes to the State that way also. My friend Mr. Rama- 
swami was right when he said about transfer of profit to another 
head. This manipulation is made for a particular purpose. This 
amout is taken away so that bonus for workers may not be 
calculated on-it, Beyond that what is the purpose-of such transfer. 
Why this niggardliness, lask. After all the amount is only. 10 
lakhs of rupees. - Lo. 

Shri T. S, Ramaswami: It is sneakiness. 


_ . Shri A Thanu Pillai: Of course, it may ‘be described by 
many other words.” But I have my own humble way . of descri« 
bing-things. When doing that; I donot want to do offensive, 
niggardly I-should say, The figure of 10 lakhs will .work out to 
7% bonus and the amount may be Rs. 70,000. Why should Govern- 
ment grudge payment to the workers? This 7 percent is 
good enough amount and I think that isthe percentage given as 
onus. 
Shri T. S. Ramaswami: It is about 74 per cent. 


_ ‘Shri A. Thanu Pillai : Somewhere near that. That has-to be 
increased. I plead for these workers not only in their interests 
but also in the interests of Government, of this concern and the 
public. a - 


We find a number of buses on the way and the Minister has 
been telling us again and again that hundreds of buses are out of 
use. Ifyou go into the question really you will find probably 
most of these buses can be put on the road provided they are 
got repaired and they are capable of repair. Yet everything is 
in a mess in that department, So far as I may‘say, the workers 


t 
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are throughtly discontented and righly or wrongly, more often 
wrongly , Government is seeing to it that the workers continue 
to be discontented. I ask why such means should be adopted by 
taking away 10 lakhs from profit so that bonus may not be decla~ 
yed in respect of that amount in the year 1951—52. Whatis the 
magnificent profit that they have mentioned. It is Rs. 70,000. 
Is there any wonder that workers are discontented , the buses 
are.on the road—I mean not running but stationary ? So a more 
reasonable view, a generous, a businesslike view of the whole 
thing has to be taken and Government should not be petty like 
this, with the result that the public suffer and the concern 
suffers likewise. 

In regard to the overloading, Isee some figures budgeted 
for putting things in order. There is a sum of Rs. 34,000 set apart 
for this purpose. I donot know how this figure is to be spent 
for eliminating overloading. (Laughter) I looked into the 
budget and notwithstanding the report being not available, how 
this Rs. 84,000 will solve the problem. How will this small 
amount eliminate overloading ? There is another sum to the 
exent of 33 lakhs. Perhaps that will eliminate overloading and I 
am sure the Minister himself does not know that now. But he 
will have to find out. I can understand Rs. 33 lakhs capital out- 
lay which may serve to remove overloading. Of course there 
may be some meaning in Rs. 34,000. Allthat Isay is I do not 
understand how it will eliminate over loading. SolIwish to get 
information on that.

Shri A. Thanu Pillai: we are discussing a very very serious 

- matter. We know ‘that people who travel on these buses do 

require some amount of medical treatment after their bus jour- 

ney. That isa well-known fact. The Minister himself takes 

pride in telling us that he himself, until he became a Minister, 

was a bus passenger, an inveterate bus passenger, and'that he’ 
had experienced things like that. ; 

In regard to workers I wanted to mention some things. 
which Mr. Ramaswami started saying. ButI do not want to 
take more time of the House. Anyway I do not want to | 
see that workers are affected. As Mr. NatarajaPillai said, 
the pay of the clerical staff and higher grades of officers 
may be made better, not that Iam against their getting too. 
much, But the aetual workers remuneration should not be 
affected. What I find is the basic pay of the driver and conduc- 
tor continues to be just what it was in. 1114 when the transport 
scheme was started. The authorities did not find it necessary 
to improve that. So adequate steps should be taken to provide 
the necessary sums for that purpose. The answer seems to be 
that the authorities are not going to revise the pay again be-- 
cause that is not necessary and soon. But that is not a correct 
attitude. Ina concern of this kind, itis not really the Director 
and the higher grades of officers that matter. What really matters 
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is the actual workers such as conductors, drivers and fitters, 
By neglecting them and increasing the pay of the higher grade 
staff willnot mend matters. This aspect of the matter should 
receive adequate consideration and I hope the Minister will 
review the whole thing and try to put this concern in good 
order.

Shri. T. V. Thomas: I move: 

To reduce the total allotment of Rs. 96,88400 under 

Demand XXXIII by one rupee. 
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Shri. E, P. Varghese : Sir, the Transport scheme is one with 
which our Government’s reputation is staked. We have heard 
a lot of complaint from the public curing the last four years 
about the working of this department. We expected the Minister 
in charge of the department to remedy those complaints. But 
the people have not yet got any relief. Now, the Minister for 
Transport may come forward and say that he 1s one cf those who 
has travelled much in the bus. So I expect the honourable 
Member occupying the ministerial chair to see that most of the 
con plaints from the public are remedied. As far as overloading 
is concerned, there is still great hardship for the travelling pub- 
lic. Of course an explanation may be that there is dearth of 
buses and if the number of buses is increased there may be less 
of overloading. Sir, ] ask, when the number of buses is to be in- 
creased. That has beenthe excuse. Wewere told during the 
last session that more buses will be put onthe line soon, Even 
after the last session, long after that, Government have not ful- 
filled that word. The travelling public are being put to untold 
hardship on that score. I have to say also about the dilficulty of 
getting busesin time. My pointis, even with the numker of 
buses that are available, mucn of this difficulty can be avoided. 
I would in this connection make a suggestion. In some tus 
stands, the system of coupons isin force. Passengers are first 
given coupons. When the bus is brought to the stand passengers 
use these and get into the bus. There is also in some stands 
the system of giving tickets just before the bus star's, Here what 
is taking place is, just belore a bus starts the conductor issues 
tickets, sometimes through windows of the waiting room. This 
is done after the bus is brought to the stand and about to start, 
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Tn this set up, alot of suffering is experienced by passengers. 
Passengers who are. waiting for hours together make <a rush to 
secure tickets so much so they are caught up in the rush, Per- 
sons who are not strong enough to push themselves to the win- 
dow to get lickets, have to wait long. The stronger easily get 
tickets. Iam ofthe view thatall this can be avoided if the 
ordinary tickets for passengers are sold at all times. Even be- 
fore a bus slarts, asthe number of tickets is limited, arrange- 
ments may be made for the issue of tickets. Officers in the book- 
ing office know how many tickets can be given for a particular 
bus and they can issue them early enough, as soon as passengers 
goandaskfor them. After that bus has left, tickets for the next 
bus can be sold in the same way. Some such system of issuing 
tickets may be adopted everywhere and one difficult situation 
can be thus remedied. If tickets are given at the entrance of 
bus, I have seen many passengers breaking their umbrellas, some 
iearing their.clcthes, some others being elbowed out in the rush 
and events of that kind occur. This is not a commendable thing 
_ for the Transport department of ours. Nor do I think that the 
department wants to put the public toso much inconvenience 
at every bus stand. Iam sure that the officers of the depart- 
ment are fully aware of such said experience of passengers, But 
they are sometimes helpless. There are also the private agen- 
cies whorun busservice. There, difficulties of another kind 
happen. Itis a fact their buses are overcrowded, and difficul- 
ties are experienced. That too should be brought under control. 
Utner things also happen with the rush of passengers for tickets 
at bus stands. Pick-pocketing occurs. To avoid all such incon- 
ven ence to the travelling public, I would request the department 
to find out whether the coupon system way not be availed of 
with advantage at all stands. I have heard that in certain places 
even this has not been warking satisfactorily. If so that has to 
be examined. I want to repeat that very respectable men and 
women find it extremely dilBcult to rush for the tickets. Sol 
would place this suggestion for the. earnest consideration of the 
hon. Minister. 


Another matter I would place for the consideration is the 
introduction of the system of issuing return tickets. In the be-- 
ginning, of course, every reform will have some difficulties. 
Still a way has to be found out to adopt a suitable system and 
see that some of the inconveniences experienced by passengers 
who have to travel to& fro in 2 or 3days, aie removed, If return 
tickets are made available at starting places that would bea 

great convenience to the travelling public. 


Overloading of buses isa general complaint. We have ex- 
perienced much of that for a number of years. We do not know 
how to get tickets in certain stands on certain days. On account 
of avercrowding it has become very difficult to travel in buses. 
There might have been some exaggeration in the speeches of 
some members on this matter. I donot say that there is no 
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overloading in transport buses. That too has to be completely 
eliminated at once. Due to overloading some accidents occur. 
Then there is restriction in the number of passengers for a few 
days. After afew days that restriction slowly vanishes. Again 
the system is reversed and overloading is the result. This is a 
bare fact. I have experienced much trouble on this score, Once 
we get into the bus we cannot get out of it. We are virtually im- 
prisoned so to say. These are things which cannot perhaps be 
easily checked. Still I am of the view that some definite way 
must be found out to put an end to such a situation. These are 
the difficulties which the public generally feel. Much of the cri- 
ticism now being hurled on Government can be avoided. I trust 
my suggestions will receive the consideration they deserve 
and Government willdo well to remedy the inconveniences. 
With these words I support the motions before the House.

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Mr. Speaker: The Cabinet is founded on the well-known 
principle of joint responsibility. Therefore, whether the Minister 
‘ who is in charge of the particular Demand is present or not is 
not material, The House is concerned with getting satisfactory 
explanations and answers that may be given by any one of the 
Ministers as arranged between them. - 
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Shri N. Rajagopalan Nair: Sir, I was raising the point 
whether the Minister should not be present. 

Mr. Speaker: He is absent today as he is not doing well. 

Shri Chengarappally P. Narayanan Potti: Sir, I move. To 
reduce the allotment of Rs. 1,10,300 for Publicity Board by 
Rs. 100. ; 
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Shri A, Thanu Pillai: Sir, Imove: To reduce the allot- 
meni of Rs. 7,17,000 for expenditure on houseless and disabled 
persons by rupee one, 

The one point that strikes me is this. There is 
a provision for Rs. 7,00,000 under ‘‘ Colonisation, Settle. 
ment and Housing ” and that money is to be spent by the Joint 
Registrar of Co-operative Societies, an accountant, two clerks, 
one stenographer and one typist. I should like to know how this 
amount of seven lakhs ‘is going to be spent and who is to spend 
this large amount. I think the major portion must be aceounted 
for by housing. If it is the construction of houses, what is the 
agency for that? Ido not find any agency mentioned in this 
Budget. Of course, the Joint Registrar of Co-operative Societies 
with a few clerks, cannot satisfactorily look after the construc- 
tion of houses. . . 


Shri Kalathil Velayadhan Nair: The houses are being con- 
streted by the Public Works Department. The Joint Registrar 
fixes the house-sites and requests the Public Works Department 
to construct the houses. 


Shri A. Thane Pillai: So this officer has only to ‘point out 
the sites. Anyway this officer is responsible for building the 
houses. It appears that the Public Works Department is doing 
the work at the request of this department. I do not know 
whether these houses are put up with sufficient care. I myself 
had occasion, about a year ago, to see some of the houses put 
up for the backward classes in the Kottarakara Taluk. They 
are very very flimsily built. The Harijan lives in asmall hut. 
It is not a big house. The walls are low but they are strong. 
He uses strong material for the roof, It may not be artistic. 
But in the case of these houses I find the walls are too 
high for the entire structure and the materials used. The doors 
are made up of very flimsy material. The roofs are also of 
the same type. I was told that a house will cost only 200 to 
800 rupees. It is conceded that a house cannot be safely built 
on this amount. “If we are making houses, strong ones, should 
be built. They may not be very luxurious. Nobody expects that. 
In fact some Harijans told me that they were asked to live in 
these houses but they did not want such houses. I mention, this 
just to bring to the notice of the Minister that more care should 
be taken as to the durability and strength of the houses they are 
proposing to_build. 
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Now Sir, one more word about another aspect of the matter. 
That is in regard to beggar relief. I find that an amount of 
Rs. 1,37,900 is provided in the Budget for this purpose. I should 
like to know what exactly are the methods for spending this 
money. From the Budget I understand that{there is some in- 
stitution where this money is being spent. The important point 
is this. Weshould take a more comprehensive view of 
matter. Now we see large number of beggars moving about in 
cities, particularly in the Trivandrum town. I remember, Sir, 
some years ago an attempt was made to prevent beggary in 
the Trivandrum town. Ido not know what became of it after- 
wards. Now we find beggars roaming about in this town, 
Government should see that beggary as far as possible is 
prevented. Of course it is not enough merely to prevent people 
from begging and at the same time allow them to starve. 
Suitable provision should be made for their accommodation, 
food and clothing. Atthe same time they should be made 
to work. Such of them as are able to work should be provided 
with work. Some such arrangement is very urgently neces- 
sary. Persons suffering from contagious diseases are roaming 
about, causing great inconveniences to those who travel in 
buses and trains and even to those who walk along the streets, 
That state of affairs should be put an end toas soon as 
possible not only in this town but in all towns. 


I should like to be enlightened on one other point. I finda 
provision of two lakhs of rupees for compensation forloss to Air 
India. I should like to know whether Government have any 
idea cf the actual loss sustained by Air India. An amount 
was provided for this purpose at the time when they began their 
services. I want to know whether they are still sustaining any 
loss, whether this amount is nececssary and whether our 
Government have any information on this matter. 


With these words, I conclude. 
Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: I move: To reduce the total 
allotment of Rs. 14,86,900 under Demand XXXI by rupee one. 


Sir, most of the points which I wanted to bring to the notice 
of this House have already been placed before this House. Sir, 
under Publicity Board—Grow More Food Scheme (ii) Propa- 
ganda Section,asum of Rs. 16,000 is provided. This will not 
serve any useful purpose and I think it is better to abolish 
that section, and the permanent civil servants in that department 
may be asked to do some useful work in some other department, 
Another factor which ought to engage the attention of Govern- 
ment is the question of beggar relief measures and the expendi- 
ture for homeless and disabled persons. That has been placed 
before the House and I do not want tosay anything more on 


at. 

Sir, there isa provision of Rs. 5,600 under the sub-head 
“Special Commissions of Enquiry”. I want to suggest that if 
any enquiry commission is going ,to be appointed, Government 
should see that something useful to the country is served by such 
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appointments. For example a committee to go into the question 
of land tenure or about the difference in tax-rates in existence 
and over-taxation would be useful. If a commission is appointed 
the Government must be prepared to implement the report it 
submits. :

Shri M. William: Sir, I want to bring to the notice of Gov- 
-ernment certain irregularities that are found in the Publicity 
Department.. Sir, this department is not working satisfactorily, 
The pamphlets and periodicals published by this department 
show that those who are responsible for such publications are not 
well-versed in-publicity work.

The post of the Director of Public Relations has become 
vacant, A suitable person has not yet been posted. Though 
there is a person on the scale of Rs. 175-225, well-versed in publi- 
city work, well-versed both in Malayalam and Tamil, and well- 
experienced, he is not put in charge of this office, On the other 
hand, a clerk in the Public Health Department is put in charge 
of this office. Sir, it is high time that this Government thought 
of these things, especially in these vital matters, and did the 
right thing. 

With regard to the Tamilians, Ihave one word. At the time 
when this Department was reorganized, there were two persons in 
charge of publicity and editorial sections. One of them was ‘in 
charge of Tamil ‘publications and the other in charge of ‘Mala- 
yalam publications. Both were on the scale of Rs. 80-120. With- 
in afew days, the person who’ was putin charge of Malayalam 
publications was put on the scale of Rs. 175-225, whereas the 
other person in charge of Tamil publications is still rotting on 
Rs. 80-120, The same question was raked up in the previous 
session when Shri T. K. Narayana Pillai was the Minister_in 
charge, and he assured us that he would go into the matter. But 
nothing has been done yet. I request the hon. Minister in 
charge to, consider the question at least now. . 


Coming to the question of publications-in Tamil, Sir, I wish 
to say that several publications including pamphlets and periodi- 
cals on public health, agriculture, ete., are published in Mala- 
yalam. Except a few columns in Tamil, in the Travancore- 
Cochin News, allthe- other publications of Government- are in 
Malayalam. So much so, the Tamilian section is ignored comple- 
tely. They are not ina position to know the activities of the 
Government. Of course we get some pamphlets on grow more 
food activities, on agriculture and on health, but all these are in 
Malayalam. These pamphlets being in Malayalam do not. serve 
the Tamilian-Section of the public in any way. Some of the. 
pamphlets and leaflets are:much informative, but because. they 
are not published in Tamil also, the Tamilians are not ina posi 
tion to know the activities of Government in those spheres. So, 
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request the Hon. Minister concerned to make arrangements 
to publish periodicals and pamphlets relating to these subjecisin 
Tamil also. With these words, I resume my seat, 
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Mr. Speaker: Votable item in the Budget amounts to Rs, 
70,53,000 and odd rupees. But the amount Rs. 51 lakhs is 
non-votable. 
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. Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: May I know from the hon... 
Member whether it is the policy of the Government not to give 
compensation even if there is any fall in the revenues of 
Air India ? — : : 
Shri Kalathil Velayuihan Nair: That is the policy of this 
Government. And this matter has been taken up with the 
Central Government.

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Sbri R. Gangadharan: Imove to reduce the allotment’ at 


Rs. 2,36,500 for Direction by rupees ten. 
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Shri P. §. Nataraja Pillai: Sir, I move to reduce the allot- 
ment of Rs. 9,07,600 for Agricultural Demonstration etc., by ReL 


There is no doubt that agriculture is the most important pro- 
fession of our people and as such the Government have organized 
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a department to improve the agricultural activities in the country 
To.keep up that objective, Sir, the total expenditure is also 
increasing; from the last two years, it has increased to an extent 
of from Rs. 11 lakhs to Rs. 17 lakhs. At the same time, when we 
spend that amount, we will have to see whether it is affording 
the benefit we expect out of a scientific department of this nature 
The activity of the Agricultural Department ought to be, and is 
recognized by the sub-heads even in the budget, one of concenira- 
tion on experiment and demonstration. Wecan say so even in 
the absence of an Administration Report on the Department, 
These are the two aspects of the work which such a department 
is expected to do. As far as research and experiment are 
concerned, we have got some experimental farms for which we 
are spending something like Rs. 2lakhs. I can understand that 
the results of scientific research and experiments cannot be had 
in ashorttime. It requires a number of years to achieve any 
successful results out of research and experiment, and for that 
result to be propagated throughcut the country so that people 
may adopt them. The history of this Department is nearly a 
quarter of a century old, and I would seriously ask the Treasury 
Benches to go through the activities, review the activities of this 
department, and assess whether the experiments conducted by 
the Department have really benefited the country, or whether 
the Department has able-io introduce any new methods of 
cultivation in this country. Apart from that, I want them to 
look back and assess the past achievements so that they may 
judge the present set-up and assess how far the experimental 
work should be carried on by the department as it is today. I 
know of one or two experimental farms conducted by this depart- 
ment. There is an experimental farm not far from the City 
Corporation limits. Imay even go to the extent of saying that it 
_ is situated next to my residence. That is, the very next pro- 
perty tomy house is an experimental farm. In this budget,” 
certain sums are provided for officers to be in charge of this 
experimental farm, and I would seriously ask the Treasury 
Benches whether they, or their officers have ever visited that 
farm and seen what is being done there by way of agricultural 
experiment. Absolutely nothing is being done. Not only that. 
They are committing waste on the properties. They are cutting 
down as fuel, trees which were planted and watered by the 
previous owners of that property. Fruit-bearing trees were 
auctioned away by the people in charge of that farm to show a 
receipt from the property. In spite of the allotment made by 
this Government to carry on agricultural activities — even 
ordinary agricultural. activities—that money was wasted away 
and to show a receipt, they cut down fruit-trees and auctioned 
them as fuel trees. Such kinds of vandalism, no one can expect. 
That is done under the very nose of the Government. That is 
the sense of responsibility—if Imay be excused for using that 
term-this Government are showing in this regard. That is being 
developed by the Administration we have today. 
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I shall take the other experimental farms. There was a 
farm started at Konni with nearly 200 acres of pepper-vine. 
May I ask the hon. Member in charge of that department today 
to tell me the receipt they had from that farm during the last 
two years? We know the price at which pepper was selling; let 
them say what was the lease amount that was realised by 
the Department from that experimental farm. In the same 
way, the other farms are managed or mismanaged. You 
provide for the officers in charge of the farms, but as my friend 
Mr. Gangadharan was saying, nothing is being done, They 
acquire land in the vicinity of Trivandrum city to an extent of 
15 or 16 acres for doing research work, but they do not imple- 
ment their scheme. The oficersare geiting their pay and they 
are sleeping well. Does the Treasury Bench feeia sense of 
duty to see, 10 scrutinize, whether proper activities are being 
carried on? They do not do it. 


We finda catalogue of experiments being dune here and 
there, and my friend Mr. Gangadharan was kind enough to note 
down from the budget and place those items before the House. 
Thatis the activity you see in the experimental farms. This 
morning I tabled a question on the statistics. J may be excused 
if I poini cut to this House the provision inthe budget for agri- 
cultural statistices—the actuals for 1950-51 Rs. 61,474. The 
budget estimate was Rs. 95,900. The revised estimate says it 
is Rs. 1,00,800, and the department has now budgeted for an 
expenditure of Rs, 2,03,200 this year. I put this specific 
question this morning tothe Treasury Benches to tell me what 
is the statistics that are being collected, whether they have been 
studied, whether there is any agency to collate statistics and 
make a report on them. Sir, they were not able to say whether 
the statistics department is collecting the data to assess the total 
production of agricultural crops inour State. They were not 
able to tell us whether they were collecting statistics on the 
average holding in the country or whether they were taking 
statistics on the average production of paddy land. Nothing 
is known, Sir. They have no idea about these things. Why 
is this provision for statistics made here then? They have 
spent nearly two lakhs of rupees already. What dees it show, 
Sir? They want to provide some places {or some young men, 
I am glad at least that some educated young men of our country 
would get these posts, andit may toa certain extent solve the 
unemployment problem. But is it the way in which a responsi- 
ble Government should approach this problem—a fundamental, 
really essential problem that faces this country? In answer 
to certain questions in this House, the Treasury Benches have 
admitted that they have spent more than Rs. 2 to3 crores on 
Grow More Food Campaign in the country during the last three 
years. What is the result of it? Is there any increase in 
productivity? Have the Goverument conducted a preduction 
audiu? We cce that inthe neighbouring State of Madras, they 
have conducted twu production audit schemes on the Grow 
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More Food Campaign. Have they assessed the extent of land that 
has come under the grow more food scheme, and assessed the 
greater yield and productivity of the old lands under cultivation? 
‘Has that kind of activity been envisaged by this Government 
or by this Department? What is the purpose of having an 
ornamental department and spending nearly Rs. 17 lakhs on it? 
Sir, I know we cannot expect from research quick results that 
could be immediately implemented on a large scale. Pure 
science cannot produce such results quickly at anybody's 
dictation. But have‘we nota right to ask: have you applied 
your knowledge and produced results? Have we done it? Is 
this department, as itis constituted today, capable of doing it? 
That is the question. I pose this question for the Treasury 
Benches to answer. Wedonot find even an earnest attempt on 
the part of any officer in the Agricultural Department to work 
for the regeneration of our agriculture in this country. Sir, to 
take the case of compost manure. We are providing to atune of 
nearly Rs. 10 lakhs. That was in 1950-51, under Intensive 
Manuring and Chemical and Organized manures. The budget 
estimate for 1951-52 was Rs. 4'26 lakhs. In the revised estimate, 
it dwindled down to Rs. 2'26 lakhs. In the budget estimate for 
the current year, we are providing Rs. 2°74 lakhs, Sir, we take 
so much of agricultural production in the country. How are 
we going to increase our production? The only reasonable 
common sense or valid method which we can understand is 
intensive manuring or intensive cultivation. We must provide 
more manure. We must make manure more cheap. We must 
make manure available to the actual cultivator. The Agri- 
cultural Department, with its experience and knowledge, should 
demonstrate new methods of increasing the quantity and quality 
of manure ahd demonstrate the methods to the actual culti- 
vator to get higher production. But has this all been done? 
Inspite of providing large amounts year after year, it is being 
demonstrated that the Department is not able to spend the full 
amount allotted to it. Take the case of subsidies to municipalities 
for compost manure, The Government have thought it fit to 
reduce the subsidies to Rs. 1 lakh:

Leave for purposes of higher studies was used tobe granted 
to all Government servants, both permanent and officiating 
in the past. Butin the Government Proceedings read as 4th 
paper above, Government have finally restricted the grant of 
leave to members of the Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes 
only for completing courses of their study in Arts and Science. 
On reconsideration of the whole question in all its aspects 
Government are pleased to remove the restrictions now existing 
in the matter of granting leave for purposes of higher studies to 
Government Servants and order as follows :— 


Leave will be granted to Government Servants for obtaining 
superior qualifications (eg.5.a.&8.1.) Such leave will not 
however be given for broken periods, but will cover the entire 
period of the course concerned (e. g. for B. 1. it should be for two 
years). In case of failure, extension of leave will be granted to 
cover the further period required for the completion of the 
course of study. Leave granted in pursuance of this order will 
include leave on full salary, half salary or no salary to which the 
Government servants may be eligible unter the ordinary rules.

2. It is clear to us that the fall of prices is due to excess pro- 
duction. Encouraged by the hizh prices of wartime, a large in- 
crease in tapioca acreage has taken place in the last few years 
and the yield per acre in raany areas has also substantially in- 
creased as a result of heavy manuring and intensive methods. 

3. Asthe demand for tapioca has notkept pace, a large 
portion of the dried chips coming to the marketis not finding a 
sale, and therefore chips are not moving to the markets. Con- 
siderable stocks of dried chips have thus accumulated in 
market centres like Changanachery, Kottavamand Trichur and 
some in Trivandrum, with little demand for chips or tubers, 
large acreages under tapioca ave lying unharvested. although the 
crop is more than ripe for collection.This is by no means an isola- 
ted phenomenon. We found large acreages of unharvested crops 
in varicus parts of Neyyattinkara, Nedumangad, Mavelikkara, 
Thiruvella and Changanacherry Taluks. The position is parti- 
cularly serious in Trichur and Talappiliy Taluks, where tapioca 
production has greatly increased. 


4, While the Dhanu-Makaram crop is now ready, parts of 
earlier crops--some older than 12 months—also lie unharvested 
in some areas. The current crop is believed to be a bumper one, 
owing to unusually favourable seasons. The supply in this 
season is. therefore very large. 

5. Tapioca is a highly perishable commodity. Tubers deterio- 
rate if not used up within three days of lifting. White chips can 
keep only for about three months. Standing crops get spoiled, 
unless lifted at a particular stage. Therefore if these accumulated 
crops are not immediately harvested, detexioration will proceed 
rapidly. Early rains would work havoc. Certain edible varie- 
ties like ‘ariyan’ would get altogether unfit for human cunsump- 
tion and the resultant loss to cultivators would be serious. Not 
only tubers but the stalk from which cuttings have to be made 
for the next crop would be ruined. This also would affect the 
next year’s crop materially. 


6. Cultivators who are in sore need of money have harvested 
part of their crops and have sold the stuff in a depressed market, 
at uneconomic prices. Others are holding out in sullen dis- 
content. 

7. If immediately the cultivators are not, enabled to lift their 
crops, these would become spongy and unfit for eating. The 
stalk will also get spoiled. If cultivation becomes so uneconomic 
a venture, no large acreage is likely to be planted next season. 
Most people may only cultivate just enough for their own con- 
sumption. The enterprising cultivator who had been raising 
the crop on intensive lines will cease production, or curtail 
production substantially. This would be most serious, as it is 
such production coming into the market that meets the need of 
the non-producing (especially coastal) areas. 
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8. Substitution of other crops for tapioca is inevitable in 
these circumstances. We found inthe course of our tours that 
some cultivators have already changed over to such alternative 
crops as ginger, lemongrass and pineapple. If thus tapioca 
production goes down substantially next year, there would be 
serious food shortage and the price of tapioca might shoot up 
This is bound to cause great hardship, especially to the poorer 
consumers. | 


9. Therefore, Government should take early steps to prevent 
a disaster of such magnitude. Steps have tobe taken at once, 
if these are to be helpful and effective. 


Statistics of Surplus Production : 


10. Have we accurate statistics to prove that there is surplus 
production, as claimed above? Statistics of tapioca are parti- 
cularly difficult to gather; we need data not only on the acreage 
but on the yield which varies from area to area, and also on 
consumption which is also highly variable. Attempts are being 
made to collect these figures and if successful those will be 
incorporated in our final report. But when a serious economic 
situation is before us, the formulation of at least short-term 
policy need not wait till academically accurate statistics are 
available. We have unmistakable indications of surplus produc- 
tion—uneconomic prices, lack of demand even at the lowest 
prices, accumulation of stock of dried chips, heaps of raw tubers 
rotting in markets, large acreges of ripe crops unharvested. In 
our opinion, all these are more eloquent proofs than figures 
gathered by academic workers on the basis of returns received, 


How to dispose of surplus stocks : 


11, Should the ban on tapioca sales outside he lifted? In 
Malabar District where the ban was lately lifted (for a period 
of three months), the price of tapioca has ‘not increased appre- 
ciably. Today tapioca prices there are not tangibly higher than 
prices here. While, therefore, growers will not benefit bya 
mere lifting of the ban, fears of food shortage may be created in 
consuming areas. But there is some preference outside for 
Travancore-Cochin Tapioca and in the present state of conges 
tion in the markets there may be -a case for relaxing the ban 
for a very short period. But our main policy has to be one of 
restricted movements of tapioca outside, . 


In what form is the surplus to be sent out? 


12. Had we a rational food policy in India, all our surplus 
tapioca could have been sent to the rest of the Union in the form 
in which it would be relished there.

But it would be’ difficult 
for Government to enforce this. Properly conducted Co-operative 
societies working with special powers could greatly help in this 
but it will not be easy to organise them. 


16. Ithas been represented to us that a certain part of the 
tapioca can be allowed to go outin any form, if Government 
could purchase and store the dried chips tendered by those who 
apply for permits to send out starch or sago, and provision is 
madg for those chips being given out as rations or sold in fair. 
price shops in times of tapioca scarcity and high prices. Butitis 
feared that loss may be incurred by Government storing and 
handling such large quantities of this perishable commodity, It 
may be argued that even at the risk of some loss, suchan arrange- 
ment might be worth attempting in view of the obvious social ad- 
vantages gained. 


Our Scheme for Controlled Sales out of the State: 


. 17. As we cannot see much chance of any such scheme be- 
ing adopted by Government in the near future, it is necessary to 
dev sea scheme by which the dried chips made available by those 
who need permits for exporting starch will go into the hands of 
ra..on dealers or other authorised merchants in areas declared as 
deficit areas (in respect of tapioca), so that the consumption re- 
quirements in those areas are adequately safeguarded. To this 
extent, the existing Tapioca Control Orders have to be modified 
and a restricted movement of tapioca products from this State 
must be made possible. This arrangement is to be tentative, and 
is to remain in force for six months. If called for by a change of 
circumstances, the scheme can be modified even during this 
period. 


18, The scheme we recommend is as follows:— Any person 
who applies for a permit to send tapioca or tapioca products out- 
side the State should make available for purchase specitied quan- 
tities of edible dried chips to authorized dealers in areas that may 
be deemed to be deficit areas by the Commissioner of Civil Sup- 
plies. The merchantsin these areas to whom these dried chips 
will have to be made available will be nominated by the Depart- 
ment of Civil Supplies, in accordance with the rules to be prescri- 
bed by Government, It is also essential that Government should 
nominate an Authority who will issue permits and see to the pro- 
' per working of the system. Theapplicant will intimate to such 
Authority the quantity of tapioca or tapioca products which he 
proposes to take out of the State, the place or places where they 
are stored, the destination to which those are proposed to be sent 
and other details. He must also declare his preparedness to sup- 
ply the required quantity of dried chips. The specified authority 
will arrange for the sale of the commodity to authorized dealers. 
If sale is effected accordingly, permit may be issued. If within 
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seven days from the date of applicaticn no such dealer is availa- 
ble forthe purchase, a notification that a definite quantity of 
tapioca is available willhave tobe publisted at “he cost of the 
applicant in daily newspapers which have wide circulaticn in the 
State. The applicant will have to supply tapioca ata piace easily 
accessible by road or water, at pr.ces fixed by the Commissioner 
of Civil Supplies, These prices should be fixed having regard to 
the rul'ng market prices, but should not exceed one anna for raw 
tubers and two annas six pies for dried chics(white), These are 
to be the maximum price. The Tapioca Prive Contrel Order, 
dated 9-4-1916, should be modified accordingly. Ji within 30 days 
of application, no purchaser is available, the applicant will be 
granted permit for taking the stock outside the State. 


19. How much tapioca has to be made available here in 
order that a certain quantity may be allowed to gocut? We have 
given anxious thought to this matter. We recommend that, tor 
the present. for every 3 units of tapioca tendered as above, the 
applicant may be given permit to send out 2 units That is, if the 
applicant proposes to take out 2 ewts. of tapioca in any form, he 
must be prepared to supply 3 cwts, of dried chips to the merchants 
authorized to buy. This proportion may be modified in future, 
one way or the other, ifa change of circumstances warrants it. 
The Authority may, at his discretion, allow raw tuber. to be sup- 
plied in lieu of dried chips. Jn the case of raw tubers, the quanti- 
ty to be supplied should be double that of the dried chips the ap- 
plicant is bound to supply. 


A multi-purpose Scheme: 


20. This multi-purpose scheme recommended by us is likely 
to meet the various objectives before us, if it is properly worked, 
Tt will ensure an adequacy of supplies for consumption and pro- 
vide for the movement of those supplies to areas where they are 
needed; it will create a widespread industry giving steady em- 
ployment to large numbers of under-employed persons. Not least, 
it will allow some of the surplus supplies to flow out and bring 
money into the State. 


Will it relieve congestion? 


21, - But will it relieve the present congestion in the tapioca 
market? This is the most urgent thing needed, on all accounts. 
We have no doubt that this object also will be secured if the 
scheme 1s energetically put thrcugh at once. We, however, fear 
that it may take some time to put the administrative machinery 
into proper gear. But there is great urgency for relieving the 
present state of congestion. Otherwise there is serious risk of 
the acreage under tapioca shrinking, and intensive cultivation 
methods being abandoned by many persons. Somthing has to 
be done before the middle of Kumbhom (February-March). 
That is the time when the cultivators make their decision about 
the extent of the next crop. If by that date the scheme we 
recommend cannot be in working order, it} may be desirable to 
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. carry out at once some emergency measure (e.g., allowing un- 
restricted movements for a very short period) for relieving the 
congestion in the tapioca market. As rains have come this year 

’ eatlier than-usual, such a measure has become most urgent. 


Over-caution may lead to greater dangers: 


22. Taking into account the extreme importance of tapioca 
in our people’s food, taking into account also the heavy responsi- 
bilities devolving on the Centre as well as this State in the 
maiter of food adequacy, we have tried to devise a very cautious 
scheme to ensure, above all, an adequacy of tapioca supplies in 
the State. Butif, out of over-caution, itis decided not to take 
any remedial action immediately, we fear that the State will be 
making itself liable to more serious dangers than it wants to 
avoid. As shown above, if the congestion in the tapioca market 

_ds not immediately relieved, the acreage under this crop is bound 
to fall and tapioca prices are bound to shoot up. Further, why 
should tapicca-growers alone suffer, in order that food: adequacy 
may be scrupulously ensured? Most of the tapioca-growers are 

“not economically better off than consumers in the non-producing 
areas. Topioca is today perhaps the cheapest foodstuff available. 

A labourer could now provide himself with a full meal of tapioca 
and fish by spending about 2 annas out of his daily wage of Rs. 2. 

‘Because of the extreme cheapness of topioca many labourers 
ean afford to buy rice at high prices in the black-market and can 
provide themselves with luxuries which the smaller cultivators 
cannot even dream of, If, in spite of all this, tapioca must remain 
as cheap as now, it must not be at the cost of the poor cultivator. 

Some form of subsidy will have to be given, if the tax-payer is 


’ prepared to bear the burden, 
_, Lakshmi, Starch Factory: 


_ 23. Being convinced that cottage production of starch and 
‘~~even sago should be fostered, the Committee is not in favour of 
~ factories being started for this industry. But there is already a 
‘factory in the State equipped for this manufacture—Lakshmi 
Starch Factory, Kundara. It has been lying idle for some time. 
Representations have been received from the Management of the 

_ Factory that adequate quantities of tapioca may be made availa- 
"ble to them for being manufactured into starch and sago. We 
’ “aye told that it has a daily capacity of 10 tons of starch or sago; 
there is also a 20-ton flour milling capacity. To meet these re- 
“quirements about 50 tons of raw tubers and 40 tons of dried chips 
a day (i. e., 1300 tons of tubers and 1040 tons of dried chips a 

‘ month) will be required.- In view of the persistent fear of food 
‘shortage in the State, we are not in a position to recommend that 
the factory be allowed to purchase such large quantities of 
tapioca, Yet, as we have some surpius tapioca now,a factory 
~which gives large employment should not be allowed to keep 
idle. We understand ‘that the Company owning the factory has 
‘lately taken up land for tapioca cultivation and that the first crop 
‘will soon be ready. Till the Company’s crops are harvested, we 
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recommend that the factory be wiven permits for the purchase 
of a quantity not exceeding 1,000 tons of raw tubers a month, or 
half that quantity in dried chips’ Perraits for sending out such 
quantities of starch or sago as is manufacture] from the tapioca 
allowed to be purchased here may also be given to the factory, 
on the same terms as other applicants for permits (see para 18). 
After the crops raised by the taztory are harvested the purchases 
of raw tubers by the factory will have to be curtailed, taking into 
accouné the quantity of the crop. 


24, It has been represented to us that there are risks in this 
factory makinz large purchases in a free market and that strict 
Government control is necessary over its purchases and outside 
transactions. Taking into account the fear of food shortage in 
this State, large purchases by any cone pariy for purposes of 
sales outside have to be watched. The special advantages 
possessed by this factory may also enable it to exert too large 
aninfluence over the local market in tapioca and tapioca pro- 
ducts. It is therefore for Government to see in what way control 
may be exerted on the purchases and outside transactions of this 
factory, so that the interests of the.consumers and growers of 
tapioca may be amply safeguarded. 


Starch Sales Outside the State: 


25. Control of starch is being carried out by the Taxtile Com- 
missioner at Bombay, an officer attached to the Department of 
Commerce and Industry, Government of India. As it is proposed 
to encourage here the cottage production of starch, it may be 
advisable fur our Government to get into touch with the Depart- 
ment of Commerce and Industry on this matter, so that the starch 
made here may have an orderly sale and obtain the maximum 
prices. Itis necessary in some way to scrutinize the quality of 
the starch going out of the State. itis also our hope that in con- 
sideration of the saving in dollar exchange which our starch pro- 
duction may bring about, the Government of India can be per- 
suaded to supply to this State a large quota of rice very badly 
needed here. 


Starch production in Coastal areas also: 


26. It is not our intention that the manufacture of starch 
should be confined to tapioca-producing areas. Perhaps there 
is more urgent need for such manufacture in areas like Shertallai 
and Ambalapuzha, where unemployment has lately increased 
owing to the closing of the coir mills there. Although little tapioca 
is grown in these taluks, starch-making industry was widely 
taken up there in 1942-43 with tapioca brought from the produc- 
ing areas. We recommend that every encouragement should be 
given to these areas for taking up starch-making. This would 
maintain a steady demand for tapioca tubers, and this is what the 
cultivator wants. 


t 
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27, In our opinion, as shown above, India’s food policy can be 
made more equitable by the rest of India consuming more of 
tapioca and this rice-deficit area obtaining the rice thus released, 
One way of popularising the use of tapioca in other parts of the 
Union is to introduce it as food, especially in areas suffering 
from food shortage. We are told that there is now serious short- 
age of food, both for man and cattle, in the drought-affected areas 
in Northern India (Rajasthan, Saurashtra). In the past, tapioca 
supplies from this State have been used for the relief of famine 
in the rest of India and such timely help has been greatly appre- 
ciated, Itis not widely known that tapioca flour is food much 
relished by cattle if mixed with bran. The Governments of the 
State just mentioned, as well as the Union Government are likely 
to welcome any such offer from this State at this juncture. We 


would suggest that Government immediately begin negotiations 
in this matter. 


Need for a permanent organisation : 


28. In this interim report, we have only dealt with some 
matters needing urgent attention of Government. Even on these 
- matters, our recommendations are not final. Problems of a long 

period character will be dealt with in our final report, which js. 
under preparation and will be soon presented. But we may state 
here that something like a statutory Board (on the lines of the 
Coffee Board) wili be essential for fostering tapioca-growing and 
manufacture in this State and safeguarding all the interests con- 
cerned. The peculiar position of tapioca makes such an organisa- 
tion essential. While it is chiefly a raw material of industry in 
the rest of India and in the rest of the world, tapiocais almost 
the staple food of large numbers of people in this State. It is 
therefore hoped that Government will make early arrangements - 


for the constitution of some competent organisation to look after 
tapioca interests. ; ; 


Immediate Announcement of Policy Essential ; 


29. Finally, we wish most earnestly to emphasise the need 
for an immediate announcement of Government’s revised tapioca 
policy. We have come to know of the serious misgivings among 
tapicea-growers and we fear that unless such misgiving ate 
immediately set at rest, acreage under this crop will diminish and 
production next year willbe drastically curtailed.. The results 

’ of such curtailment are bound to be disastrous, as shown above. 
Similarly there are also misgivings among consumers about too 
large quantities being sold outside. Itis therefore necessary to 
allay such suspicions also, The scheme we place before Govern- 
ment safeguards the interests of both producers and consumers. 
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therefore an immediate announcement of Government’s revised 


fapioca policy has tobe made. We trust that this matter will 
-eceive Government's most urgent attention.

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Shri A.M. Simon: Under the main heading ‘Agriculture’ 
there is another item Fisheries. About four lakhs of people are. 
engaged in the fishing industry. The fish they catch are used by 
more than 73 lakhs of our people. But I find that the fishing 
industry is given no place in the Grow More Food Campaign. 
This is in fact a. serious negligence on the part of the Govern- 
ment, Fishing industry has to be reorganised on an industrial 
basis. 

How Government are discouraging the fishing industry can 
be seen from the fact that the Colachel Municipality has levied 
a tax of two annas for every headload of fishes. They are also 
contemplating of levying a tax of Rs. 2 for every man who goes 
to fish. This is really unjustifiable. 

The activities of the West Coast Fisheries have ended in 
utter failure and loss. Government have already spent five 
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lakhs of rupees. Another lakh which has been recently invested 
is also liable to be lost. The Management is changing one after 
another. The Managing Agents conduct their work purely for 
personal gains. Government did not know whether their accounts 
have been properly audited and checked. That is the posi- 
tion, : 

Another thing I have to add is that deep sea fishing has to 
be encouraged. This can be done by mechanising the indigenous 
fishing crafts and also by a process of towing the fishing crafts 
with the help of tugs. A tug may cost about Rs. 50,000 and 
machines to mechanise our fishing boats may cost about Rs. 
§,000.

Shri P. §, Nataraja Pillai:: Sir, 1am supporting the reso- 
. lution moved by Mr. Sankar. Sir, it was practically admitted 
by the hon. Minister that it would be better in the interests of 
the people as a whole not to allow rice mills to function in this 
country. That was more or less conceded. But what I under- 
stand is, that having allowed the mills to come into existence, 
it will not be right on the part of the Government to cancel the 
licences at present. Sir, if substantially the thing is injurious 
to the country, we should not’stand on technicalities but should 
make bold to withdraw the licences. If the Government and 
the people are convinced that if by allowing Mills to function, 
we arecausing an injury to the people asa whole, so far as 
their health and economic conditions are concerned, I think 
that we are entitled to revise the decisions previously taken by 
the Government. Now, afterall, the resolution contemplates 
only a request forthe revision ofthe position. Sir, .it was 
argued that by establishing these Mills the economic condition 
of the poor people will be affected to a very large extent. That 
is based on the argument that you are depriving a certain 
section of.the people of the employment they are having asa 
household industry or occupation. We know, Sir, at least in 
‘ the Trivandrum Division with which I am more acquainted that, 
hand pounding of paddy is a household occupation which 
gives a kind of return for the women who are engaged in that, 
making a substantial addition to their starvation income which 
they are having from other sources. For centuries we .were 
depending upon hand-pounded rice giving occupation to a 
certain section of the people and really allowing them a means 
~of-livelihood:‘ Why should we deprive them of that occupation , 
by installing machines and creating further unemployment. 
IT am not one, Sir, who is opposed the idea of mechanisation, but 
at the same time, ina country like ours where the question of 
unemployment is a very serious one and where adequate employ- 
ment is even impossible in the near future and partialemploy- 
ment is only possible, is it wise, Sir, to create unemployment 
among a section of the people? Why should we create a situation 
inwhich the only available employment of a section of the people 
is taken away. Therefore, on the question of economic mal-ad- 
justment that would be created in a country like ours, where a 
large section of the people who implement their scanty resources 
by engaging themselves in this avocation, this decision of Govern- 
ment-needs revision. I hold that it will be unjust and really 
hard to a section of the people to deprive them of their employ- 
ment by installing machines for a purpose which will not 
advance the economic conditions of the people as a whole. Sir, - 
“it was conceded that by milling rice we lose a certain nutritious 
portion of the rice. And, it is held by nutrition authorities 
that rice produced by hand-pounding is superior to rice produ 
ced by milling machines. Butit is not within: the competence 
of the ordinary layman to say whether this is true or not. When 
experts agree that rice produced by hand-pounding is superior. 
When there is a majority of expert opinion on that side, I think 
that the general public would have to accept the proposition

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that rice produeed by hand-pounding is superior to that produ. 
ced by milling. If that be so, it is a well-known fact that we as a 
class are under-nourished and cur diet is not adequate to 
maintain our health, 


Shri Nedumangad R. Kesavan Nair: Is the hon. Member 
aware that there is an opinion prevalent aynong experts on this 
question that rice produced. by milling machines is less injur- 
ious to public health than that produced by hand-pounding? 


. Shri P. S. Natavaja Pilloai: What little knowledge I pos-. 
sess on the question is based on pamphlets and treatises publi- 
shed by Public Health Institutions or other Research Institutions 
like the Coonoor Institute. I have found more experts agreeing 
on this question as stated by me.

Shri A. Kunjan Nadar: But- Government themselves 
have conceded that hand-pounded rice is better. 


Shri P.S. Nataraja Pillai: My position is fortified by the 

_ opinion of Mahatma Gandhi that hand-pounded rice is superior 

to milled rice. Then about the economic benefit also it is impera- 

tive that this section of the people engaged in hand-pounding 
ef rice should-not be deprived of their employment, 
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[Shri P. S, Nataraja Pillai] 


Then, Sir, there is one other aspect which is germane to the 
discussion at present. Sir, we have not raised controis as a whole. 
We have not introduced free sale of paddy. Under the existing 
circumstances we still envisage a kind of control over the distri- 

. bution of paddy. I had oecasion to see how these rice mills 
function at the initial stage of the imposition of controls, 
Sir, orders fixing the maximum price were issued in 1946 or so. 
Then I myself had occasion on behalf of a Co-operative Society 
to procure rice for distribution in the Trivandrum centre when 
rice was soscarce. The mill has got more facility in corner- 
ing the stock than an ordinary producer. Suppose a contract 
for the milling of hundred bags of paddy is given. The mill 
is able to get 100 bags of rice replaced by black marketing 
which facility an ordinary producer cannot have. I have 
formed the impression which Ihave formed out of personal 
experience, that once you allow the mills to function in the 
production area, you are encouraging black market sales. 
Unless the control is lifted and free market is allowed, it is 
very difficult to control themand see that control orders are* 
effectively enforced as far as paddy is concerned. Taking its 
nutritional value also, we find hand pounding is more advan- 
tageous. We find in the existing circumstances of unemploy- 
ment and poor income, it is better to allow a class of people 
who are earning what they can by hand pounding, to earn their 
livelihood and thus eliminate further unemployment. 


Sir, I have heard another argument in regard to this: 
that the mills will be allowed to mill only Government owned 
paddy. ‘Sir, that also apart from creating unemployment 
to poor people who depend upon hand pounding will create 
‘ other difficulties. Government stock and private stock owners 
of. paddy cannot be easily distinguished. Therefore there is 
no use in restricting the mills to mill only Governmentowned 
paddy. On this ground also it will be absolutely wrong and 
unwise to instal rice mills in production centres. Now they 
have introduced a new mill in the production centre of Nanji- 
nad. In 1946 we had more than a dozen mills functioning 
there. It was on Government orders that these mills were 
closed down. Now applications were invited to give licences. 
Tf Government accept the proposition that the establishment of 
rice mills is not advantageous to the country they must 
withdraw the licences granted and sée that the poor people 
living on hand pounding are not deprived of their employment 
and at the same time the nutrient value of the food stuff is 
increased, ; 
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Shri P. S. Natavaja Pillai: May lIask the hon. Member 
whether he was listening to my speech, and whetherI did not 
say explicitly that I am against milling of rice? Is it right for 
him to misrepresent facts ? 
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Shri N, Rajagopalan Nair: I move for a closure. 


Mr. Speaker: Only four Members have so far spoken. At 
the end of the debate, the motion will have to be put to the vote 
of the Housé.

Shri E. P, Varghese, 
The motion’ was lost. 
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Shri M. M. Abdul Khader: I rise to support the motion 
before the House. I cannot but do so, knowing as I do the 
gruesome tortures that used to be inflicted on the under-trials 
in the Alwaye lock-up in the last two years, especially in 1950. 
This lock-up is one which has taken the toll of two lives; one ~ 
was comrade Dass, the apple of the eye of the people of Parur. 
Isaw that comrade taken out of the lock-up two days after he 
was sentin. His private parts were all swollen up and blood 
was dripping down, and the comrade died the very same day. He 
was an accused in the Edappally case. Similar was the fate 
that met another comrade, one from Ernakulam - an employee 
of the Tata Oil Mills. He was noteven a communist. In fact 
he belonged to the Kerala Socialist Party. These two comrades 
were hacked to death in the Alwaye police lock-up. There were 
also numerous other gruesome atrocities, and I cannot but 
remember with horror how I saw one of the aceusedin the 
Edappally case—comrade Abraham—who was a graduate and a 
teacher in a school.—how he was taken before the Magistrate. 
He was so cruelly battered that he could not even just step into 
the Magistrate’s room. And when, Sir, we make complaints 
about all this to the Magistrates who are supposed to be in charge 
of these lock-ups, we are told that they are helpless. In fact we 
know the sort of Magistracy that is existing in this State. What 
are they but police Magistrates dancing to the tune of the police, 


One instance which I wish to place before this House is this, 
While cases were being tried in the local Second class Magistrate’s 
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Court, it is about 20 feet from the police lock-up, in the same 
building— two or three communists inside the lock-up, were 
being badly battered in open daylight and they were crying out’ 
while the court was in session. Even the Advoaates and Pleaders 
present protested before the Magistrate. The Magistrate, of 
course, pleaded his helplessness before the police. This is the 
sort of thing that is taking place under this regime. The people 
of this State certainly would put these people who are perpetra- 
tors of these atrocities, who are the perpetrators of the slaughter, 
at Pasumalai in the dock ere long. 


Another thing which isso widespread in the lock-up— not 
in the case of trade-unionist or communist prisoners in parti- 
cular but in regard to undertrials—is this. At dead of. night 
these undertrials are taken away to out of the way places eight 
or ten miles away into vacant maidans where they are tortured, 
where third degree methods are being applied. This thing 
happens so widely in the locku-ps situated in the towns. This 
_ takes place in Alwaye. Ican vouch for it. There are also out 
of the way outposts which are converted into torture chambers by 
the police. Even the behaviour towards advocates who go in to 
execute vakalaths especially in communist cases is extremely 
unsatisfactory. Even advocates after getting the sanction of the 
magistrates have to dance attendance before these police officers, 
-before the sub-inspectors, even to get vakalaths executed. Such 
state of things I cannot conceive of any other State but this 
State presided over by this Police Minister. 


There is also the question of women under-trials. There are 
no women police in Alwaye. There are no women police in 
Parur. There are many young women who are taken to these 
lock-ups for offences like infanticide. These are young poor 
women. Many of them come to Parur, committed to the sessions 
and in some of these cases, women police accompany them from 
Muvattupuzha. Even if they are escorted by these women 
police, they are housed in the Parur sub-jail all alone; 
and the behaviour of these policemen who are capable 
‘of inflicting such gruesome tortures on the accused under- 
trials, what their behaviour would be towards these women 
under-trials, could be better imagined. In Alwaye lock-up it is 
a small dingy room about 20 or 30 feet square; there used to he 
up to 40 or 50 under trials in that one lock-up. Recently a new 
sub-jail has been built at Alwaye, which could accommodate a 
larger number and this jail which has been built after expend- 
ing some Rs. 80,000, after a year, is still vacant, probably await- 
ing inauguration by some Minister or other. I would request the 
Police Minister to do that very pleasant duty of inaugurating 
this sub-jail so that the very many under-trials over there 
anay take a breath of air, I wholeheartedly support the motion

DELAY IN SETTLEMENT oF PENSION. 
No. Fin. (e) 4-10162/52, 

Government have noticed with distress that in spite of the 
repeaed instruction issued from time to time enjoining the 
expeditious disposal of pension papers, Heads of Departments 
and Offices haye not bestowed proper attention to the matter 
with the inevitable result that settlement of pension of retired 
officers has been.delayed and very often unconscionably for one 
reason or another. Government cannot but regard this as highly 
regrettable. . 

The Government would again impress upon all officers 
concerned the necessity of settling pension claims with the 
utmost promptness so as to enable the retired officers to receive 
their pensions within a month of their retirement. Government 
would reiterate the detailed instructions issued in Circulars 
No. Fin. (c) 4-33308|50 dated 20-12-1950 and No, Fin. (e) 
.4-3325(50 dated 16-1-1951 (copies attached). 

Heads of Departments and Offices will take immediate 
action for the settlement of pension in all pending cases and also 
for the verification of service particulars and liabilities of officers 
who are due to retire within 6 months and forward to the 
Finance Department immediately the following statements in 

_ the forms appended. . 


(1) Statement of Officers retired before Ist April 1952 
and whose pension has not yet been sanctioned. 

(2) Statement of Officers due to retire within 6 months 
from Ist April 1952 and detailing action taken 
for settlement of their liabilities, etc. 

Similar statements should be forwarded every month from 
May 1952 onwards, so as to reach the Finance Department on or 
before the 20th of the month. In the case of officers coming in 
the first list for whom anticipatory pension has not yet been 
sanctioned, action should be taken immediately to grant the 
- game as contemplated in Article 390 T. S. R. 


Government would insist that the settlement of the pension” 
of officers should be made with expedition, Delay in sending 
pension papers causes grave hardship to officers who have 
served Government for a long period. Such delays indicate lack 
of a sense of responsibility and sympathy. Government would 
like to make it clear that they propose to punish with severity 
any officer found delaying pension papers or declaration of

_ Government have come across too many instances of in- 
ordinate delays in the settlement of pensions of retired officers, 
On a review of the whole position they observe that the delay is 
mainly due to the leisurely manner in which pension cases are 
taken up for disposal in the offices concerned and also due to 
the delay in the settlement of the liabilities of retired officers, 
and defects in the records of service maintained for the officers, 


2. Government are very anxious that these delays should 
be avoided to the utmost and that retired officers should, in the 
normal course, be in a position to receive their pension within 
amonth of their retirement. With this end in view, Govern- 
ment have issued from time to time circular instructions to 
Departmental Heads, impressing upon them the necessity for 
avoiding delays. There are also definite rules inthe T. S. R. 
and Financial and Account Code, directing the preparation 
and submission of pension papers with the utmost promptitude. 
In spite of all this,‘Government regretfully note that the delays 
have not diminished to any appreciable extent. The following 
instructions to all the Departmenal Heads are accordingly 
issued :—~ 


(i) According to Article 877 (a) & (b) T. S.R. the 
work of preliminary verification of the service parti- 
culars of the officers who are about to retire should 
be taken up at least 6 months prior to the date of 
retirement. All officers who are competent to 
sanction retirements of their subordinates should 
pass final orders reparding the retirement at least 
3 months before the date on which the’ officer 
concerned is due to retire. Preparation of pension 
papers should also be taken up simultaneously, 
so that they can be forwarded to the audit officer 
immediately after retirement of the officer con- 
cerned, 


(ii) It has become the practice to take stock of the 
liabilities of an officer only after he has actually 
retired from service, even though in the ordinary 
course, this should be done every time there isa 
change in the post held by the officer concerned and 
also six months before the date of retirement. 
Heads of Offices and Departments should see that 
this rule is strictly adhered to, If the liabilities of 
an officer who has left charge of a particular post 
are not assessed by the relieving officer and reporte 
to the Head of the Department to which the officer

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has been transferred, within 3 months of the change, 
thereafter, the responsibility for the liability, if any, 
will be solely that of the relieving officer and the 
relieved officer will ordinarily be exonerated. In 
other words, if an officer retiring from an office has 
been in that office for more than 3 months, and no 
intimation regarding his liability has been received 
from the office from which he has been transferred, 
no reference regarding liabilities need ordinarily 
be made to the latter office. His liabilities in the 
office in which he was last working need alone be 
ascertained for the issue of the non-liability certi- 
ficate. This will not however apply to excess pay 
and leave allowances drawn by the officer, brought 
to light when the pension papers are verified. 


Another source of delay noticed in the settlement 
of pensions is the defective and imperfect condition 
in which service records are maintained. Article 
352-D.,T.S.R., lays down that entries in Service 
Books have to be verified annually and a certificate 
of verification furnished by the Head of the Office. 
The numerous cases brought to the notice of Gov- 
ernment at the time of settlement of pension clearly 
prove that this rule is completely ignored in many 
offices. Government desire to impress upon all 
officers concerned, that the proper maintenance af 
Service Books is an important responsibility en- 
joined on them and that they should attend to it 
personally at the proper time. 


The certificate of annual verification of Service Books 
and liabilities to be forwarded to Government under 
Art. 352 (1), T. S. R. should invariably be for- 


- warded before Ist August each year. 


3. Government consider that the above instructions, if 
strictly adhered to and enforced, will stop the delay. They 
insist on every officer observing them strictly hereafter. Under 
no circumstances should the submission of the Pension Papers of 
retired officers be normally delayed for more than a month after 
retirement. In exceptional cases delays up to 6 weeks will be 
tolerated. Instances of delay of over 11/2 months should in- 
variably be accompanied by the explanations of those responsible 
for the delay and the specific recommendations of the Heads of 
Departments. Government will be constrained to take deterrent 
action against all officers who delay pension papers without 
sufficient justifiable cause.

CULAR. 


With a view to minimising the number of applications for 
commuting periodsof absence without leave into one form or 
other of authorised leave now coming up for consideration and 
orders of Government under Article 269, Travancore Service 
Regulations, the following instructions are issued for the guida- 
nee of officers empowered to sanction leave to their subordinates 
and the Heads of Departments. 


Proposals for such commutations “should not be tacked on 
to the pension applications but should be taken up and decided 
sufficiently early before the retirement ‘of the officers, Such com- 
mutations should not also be granted as a matter of course, 
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If at the time of application for pension any period treated 
ag unauthorised absence be found recorded in the record of 
service of the Government servant, the Audit Department will 
presume that the absence should be treated as unauthorised only 
and will proceed to calculate the pension accordingly. No repre- 
sentation for the modifications of the pension so calculated will 
ordinarily be entertained. , 


2. Heads of Departments should accordingly undertake a 
review of all cases of unauthorised absence in respect of the 
subordinates of their departments and take the necessary action 
to regularise the absence where such regularisation is deserved, 


3. In respect of officers who have already retired but 
whose pensions have not been sanctioned, action wlllbe taken 
by Government as hitherto on the merits of each case.

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-""RRagulation made by the Rajpramukh under Article 320 of the 


Constitution +e: Recruitment to the Community 
Project Scheme. 


Mr. Speaker: The next item of business is “Consideration 
of the amendments to the Regulation made by His Highness the 
Rajpramukh under the Proviso to Article 320 (3) of the Consti- 
tution”. That paper has been laid on the table. Hon. Members. 
have sent certain amendments. Now those amendments may be 
moved and discussed. I call upon Shri Nataraja Pillai to move 
his amendment. 

Shri P.S. Nataraja Pillai: Sir, I move: 


Add the following at the end of the Regulation: 


‘The staff so appointed shall hold office only for a period 
of 3 (three) months from the date of appointment.” 


Sir, the Regulation placed on the table under Article 320 (3) 
of the Constitution, dated Ist July 1952 is as follows : 

“Tt shall not be necessary for the Public Service Commission 
to be consulted in matters relating to the appointment of the 
staff required for the implementatiop ofthe- Community Project 
in the State.” 


Sir, the ion is fo give power to.the Government to 
_oalinen ments for the implementation of the Community 
roject in the State. Ihave tabled an amendment. But before 


proceedigg to speak on that amendment I wish to point out that 
I am labouring under a great difficulty. This Community 
Project as such has not been discussed in this House. ‘We do not 
know the extent of the commitment which this Government will 
have to meetin order to implement the Scheme. Nor do we 
know anything about the agency and the number of officers that 
willbe required to work the particular schemes, So, what I 
would request you, Sir, is to call upon the hon. Minister to give 
some information on the topic so that our criticisms may be corre- 
Jated to the facts as they exist. Or. else, our criticism. will be 
criticism without point. Therefore, may I humbly plead with 
the hon. Minister in charge to supply us with some: information 
about this scheme? He may be reqested to give us some infor- 
mation on this matter. Then, I may be given an opportunity of 
speaking on my motion. - 

Mr, Speaker: Some interpellations were answered. and 
during the discussion ceriain matters were made available to the 
House regarding the Project, 


Shri P. S, Nataraja Pillai: But no information has been 
given about the officers that are required oy about the type of 
officers suited for the work, Questions bearing on these points 
have never been answered on the floor of the House. The only 
information available for the House are threa Press Notes issued 
by the Government.. These three Press Notes give only an idea cf- 
a very general nature about the Scheme and not anything about. 
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the agency or the persons required. These things have not been 
mentioned anywhere. And we do not know about that. The 
second Press Note is also not helpful in this direction andIdo | 
not want to mention anything about it now. The third Press 
Note enumerates the type of work that is intended to be done. 
For example, in Press Note dated 10-7-1952 the amenities to be 
provided in the Project areas are stated as falling under (1) 
Agriculture-Reclamation of waste land; Provision of water for 
agriculture; Quality seeds; Improved agricultural technique ; 
Improved agricultural implements; Fruit and vegetable cultiva- 
tion; and Soil research and manures (2) Communications, 
(3) Education and so on. Altogether ten items are given. Under 
(9) Social Welfare, the work proposed to be done are, Provision 
of Community entertainment based on local talents and culture; 
Provision of audio-visual aid for instruction and recreation ; 
Organisation of local and other sports activities ; Organisation of 
melas; and Organisation of co-operation and self-help movement. 
We do not know the kind of staff that may be required to work 
out these schemes. 


Article 320 of the Constitution—Functions of the Public 
Service Commissions—is the Article relevant for this discussion. 
It is stated in clause (3) that “The Union Public Service Com- 
mission or the State Public Service Commission, as the case may 
be, shall be consulted— 


(a) On all matters relating to methods of ‘recruitment to 
civil services and for civil posts; 


(b) On the principles.to be followed in making appoint- 
ments to civil services and posts and in making pro- 
motions and transfers from one service to another 
and on the suitability of candidates for such appoint- 
ments, promotions or transfers ;....” 


The conception of this Article in our Constitution is borne out 
of the view, that the right of patronage should be vested only 
with a statutory body and even on questions of promotion that ~ 
statutory body must be consulted. Not only that. But that 
statutory body is given the right of deciding the suitability of a 
person for atype of work. That is mentioned specifically in 
Article 320 (3) (ec). Later on in clause (3) there is a provision 
that in certain set of circumstances a Regulation can be made 
exempting certain matters from being subjected to the consulta- 
tion of the Public Service Commission. “Provided that....... - 
in any particular class of cases in any particular circumstances, 
it shall not be necessary for a Public Service Commission to be 
consulted.”’ Now, under that provision, this Government are exe- 
mptingthis Community Project work. This is work which molves 
expenditure to the tune of 57 lakhs of rupees and the : provision 
seems tobe so large. Now, what I would ask is, where is the 
urgency in these matters? Is it a question of urgency or want of 
time? That is one question, . , ae 
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Mr. Speaker: That aspect has been already laid before the 
House. An interim report had to be submitted to the Government 
of India. . . 

Shri P.S. Nataraja Pillai: No, Sir, that information is not 
placed before the House in any of the statements here, so far 
asiknow. Only the Regulation was placed on the table. And 
with that the other information is not available officially before 
us. The Regulation alone was placed, no enclosure or office note. 
It is not enough if some notes are placed along with the Regula- 
tion. Buta specific point must be made in this House, namely. 
whether there was an urgent.necessity to exempt these appoint- 
ments. “It may well be, that the Government have come to the 
conclusion that this classof appointments should not be recrui- 
ted by the Public Service Commission. There may be a case 
that in respect of the question of urgency the Government may 
be enabled to claim that this class of appointment should not be 
dealt with by the Public Service Commission. That is possi- 
ble under the Proviso. Therefore, information as to whether 
it is a temporary arrangement or whether it is a permanent 
exemption and the number of persons and other things should 
all be made available. AsI pleaded earlier, I request you to 
give a direction to the hon. Minister to give’ some information 
on all these points. 


Mr. Speaker: Not thatI have any objection to this - the 
Speaker is here’to. aid the:' Members but the hon. Member-could 
have approached the Chief Minister for the information. I have 
given the necessary direction that when-hon. Members appro- 
ach for some information, it should be!supplied by the Minister. 
But that information has’ not been sought. -Nor has the hon. 
Member approached the Speaker.. Within the time available it 
would:have been possible to get all information. An earnest 
attempt would have been successful. Not that I object to the 
Minister in charge giving any information.. But - now according 
to the procedure, he has moved the motion and if the-Member is 
very particular and a special request is made I shall allow the 
Member to speak something atthe end of the discussion. © 

Shri P: S. Nataraja Pillai: only. want to submit fone thing, 
that the ordinary procedure could have ‘been followed. The 
Regulation after being ‘placed 'on the table will be moved by 
the official member and at that time he could give some infor- 
mation. But this isnow,a new procedure, After all, we have 


no precedent for these. matters. ; 
Mr. Speaker : The same’ procedure is followed in the 
Centre. . . : 
_ Shri P.S. Nataraja Pillai: Now, I understand it. I have 
read the Central procedure and therefore, it is another matter. 


Then 1 come to the Press Note. -Sir, in the press Note 
dated 29-5-1952 the Government stated ‘that they have decided 
to participate in the Community Project Scheme, They have 


a 
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also given some idea of the extent of the financial commitmertt.. . 
that will be necessary and the extent of the official aid not only ™ . 
from the Central Government, but also from the American 
Co-operation Fund to carry on these works. There was also an 
appeal to the general public to co-operate in that’measure, since 
itis a scheme which will materially benefit the country. But 
Tam confining myself to the question of recruitment. Sir, on 
20-68-1952, they issued again a Press Note. There I find ‘that 
enumerators have already been appoined to collect statisties in 
this regard. So, for the working of the Community Project! Sch- 
eme Government actually took steps to appoint some person 

on 20-6-1952, Then, on 1-7-1952, they come up with the Raj pra- 
mukh’s Rugulation exempting the recruitment to this class of 
appointment. Thatis an irregular procedure. We find! from 
Article 320 (3) that the Government, unless they get a Regula- 
tion authorising them or exempting a particular class of appoint- 
ments, have no authority to recruit any set of public “servants 

to work as Government servants. 


Shri 0. C. Ninan: Are these enumerators newly recruited 
by the Government? 


Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai : The position is, asI stated, 
that even in cases of transfer the Public Service Commission 
shall be consulted. Article 320 (3) (b) says that ‘On the prin- 
‘eiples to be followed in making appointments to civil services 
and posts andin making promotions and transfersfrom one 
service to another and on the ‘suitability of candidates for such 
appointments, promotions or transfers”, the Publie Service 
Commission shall be consulted. That is imperative. ‘Therefore, 
Sir, even if it is only a transfer from one section of the Service 
to another, what has been done is an illegal thing. 


Shri 0. C, Ninan: Is it the Member’s position that Govern- 
ment cannot transfer from one section of the service to another 
without consulting the Public Service Commission? 


Shri P.S: Nataraja Pillai: Sir, itis clear from whatI 
have stated thatin making promotions and transfers from one 
service to another and on the suitability of candidates for such 
appointments, the Public Service Commission will have to be 
consulted. The present Regulation that comes before the House 
is taking the power of excluding the Community Project Scheme 
from the purview of the Public Service Commission. If that be 
so, if thereis the necessity fora class of appointment to be 
exempted. and if it has to be considered that the personnel to be 
recruited for the Project should be excluded from the authority’ 
of the Public Service Commission and that that authority should 
exclusively vest with the Government, then Sir, from the very 
outset they could have come up with this Regulation and could 
have taken the sanction-of this House and made it final. On the 
other hand, even before contemplating the question of exemption 
they are coming to a decision on that matter and make appoint- 
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‘ments. Now it has come for the sanction of the House. Then the 

matter is, in a project like this, the claims of various individuals 
have to be considered. It is not right for an executive Govern- 
ment and especially for an executive Government which ig 
represented by parties to. take up .this wide patronage in their 
own hand. .Then what is the purpose of Article 320 of the 
Constitution? It is simply because in a democratic form of 
Government, where party system is to be worked, opportunities 
for patronage should be taken out of the party leaders, so that 
apermanent civil service, which is above suspicion is main- 
tained. So itis with that purpose we have this provision for a 
Public Service Commission in the Constitution. This Public 
Service Commission alone has the right to make appointments 
and even in cases of. promotions and transfers, the Public 
Service Commission has to be consulted; so that opportunities 
for misuse of power and patronage may not arise. I do not 
want to argue the question whether there is patronage at the 
present moment. There may be nepotism or there may not be. 
It is not right for an executive Government to adopt such a 
course especially where a party system of Government prevails. 
This is a very major project which is going to cost some fifty seven 
lakhs of rupees. ; 


Shri N. P. Varghese: What is the practice followed in other 
States like Mysore ? 


Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: I am ‘talking only of this State 
I do not want to refer to Mysore. 


Shri Nedumangad R, Kesavan Nair: Is the Member aware 
that there have been several complaints against the Public 
Service Commission? . 

- Shyi P, S. Nataraja Pillai: If there are complaints against 
the Public Service Commission, I would request the hon. 
Member to make use of the provisions in the Constitution. If 
you find that the Public Service Commission is inefficient and 
corrupt, you could have tabled a no confidence motion. There 


is no use in making assertions. 


The Public Service Commission may be efficient or in- 
efficient ; corrupt or not corrupt. That is a different matter. 
Here rightly or wrongly, there isa Public Service Commission 
-and that. Commission is vested with powers under Article 320 
and if we are going to make an alteration under a proviso, what 
is the justification ? 
Shri Nedumangad R. Kesavan Nair: I 4m sorry that my hon. 
friend has misunderstood me. There was an innuendo in your 
statement that there would be greater scope for nepotism if the 
_ appointments were made by Government. I am asking whether 
that allegation should not hold true in the case of the Publics 
Service Commission ? 
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Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: May be. If I find that the Public, 


a 


Service Commission is corrupt and is subject to nepotism, I will ~ 
not shrink from tabling a motion of no-confidence. If my hon.*” 


Friend is convinced that'the Public Service Commission is in- 
efficient and corrupt, itis his duty as a public man and more as 
one belonging to the ruling party to table that motion and carry 
it through, ; 


Sir, I have heard the Minister saying that the Government 
of India wanted to have the details of the scheme before Ist 
August so that they may finalise the Budget or something like 
that. Ifthat be the ease, that isan urgent necessity. In that 
set of circumstances, Sir, I have moved the amendment that 
even if the Regulation is acceptable, the staff so appointed should 
hold office only for a period of three months from the date of 
appointment, so that, these appointments made by Government 
may be later on ratified by the Public Service Commission who 
is a statutory body. Therefore it is necessary in the interest of 
justice and equity that Government should adopt a procedure 
which would be above suspicion. My amendment that the 
appointment made must be later on ratified by the Public Service 
Commission, will solve the difficulty and the time-limit of three 


Shri 0. C. Nainan; Does the Member think that within three 
months-it will be possibleto ascertain the quality and quantity of 
the work turned out by the officers so appointed ? 


Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: It isnot the question of assessing 
the capacity only. The Public Service Commission can call up 
applications and send up the list of candidates within a period 
of six weeks from the date of requisition, In my amendment 
a time-limit of twelve weeks is provided for, so that all the 
preliminaries viz., inviting applications, interviewing and making 
selections etc., may be made. 


The candidates who have already been appointed will also 
be entitled to apply to the Public Service Commisston and if 
they satisfy the prescribed qualifications they will be retained. 
The question is whether a right which is denied to the executive 
Government under the provisions of the Constitution but pra- 
vided as exemption should be exercised in this case. 


Shri N, P, Varghese: Is it not the practice in autonomous 
projects to make appointments themselves ? 


Shyi P. S, Nataraja Pillai: They are outside the purview of 
Government. The Sindri Project, for instance, is an autonomous 
statutory body with the right of appointment. That does not 
tome within the general clause. , 


Myr, Speaker: The next amendment is in the name of 
Mr, E. P. Varghese.

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Shri E. P. Varghese: Sir, ; 


“T move under Article 320 (5) of the Constitution that 
the regulation made by His Highness the Rajpramukh 
and laid before the Assembly by the Chief Minister 
stating that ‘it shall not be necessary for the Public 
Service Commission to be Fconsulted in matters 
relating to the appointment of the staff required for 
implementation of the Community Project in the 
State be repealed.” 


In this connectionI am also in the same difficult situation 
as the previous hon. Member. I have not many details of the 
scheme. Anyhow this amendment of mine, that the regulation 
made by His Highness the Rajpramukh placing appointments 
to be made for the Community Project outside the purview of 
the Public Service Commission involves a fundamental principle. 
The Public Service Commission is appointed according to the 
provisions of the Constitution. “That provision is obviously 
made: in the Constitution because in ademocratie form of 
Government where party system exists there is every likelihood 
of oné party appointing persons of that party into the public 
service’ It is to avoid this that provision is made for the Public 
Service Commission in the Constitution. The members of the 
Public Service Commission are placed on a higher ‘footing. 
They are practically beyond ordinary reach. They are like 
the High Court Judges placed in a very high position. Whatever 

' might be the opinion of the individual Members on our Public 
Service Commission, on principle we cannot but say that they 
are-a very high and dignified body. And totake away this 
-appointment from their power is not ordinarily proper on the 
‘part of the Government. It is said that the Government have 
‘adopted. this method because there was. direction from the 
‘Centre to.submit a-scheme within the 15th of July, — thata 
survey should be completed for the Community Project by the 
15th of July, and by the 31st of July they have to submit a 
project estimate to the Government of India. I understand that 
-the Government were aware of this Community Project long 
before this, andif they wanted it, they could have placed the 
matter before the Public Service Commission and requested 
them to make at least an initial, a temporary. appointment to 
prepare the estimates and make the survey. A few persons to 
prepare and make the survey could have been asked to be 
selectéd-by the Public Service Commission as an emergent 
measure. They could have asked the Commission to hurry up 
the matter and do it expeditiously. Even if the Government | 
thought that with the speed the .Public Service Commission 
could bring to bear on this. appointment, it could not have been 
possible for the Public Service Commission to do it, the Govern- 
ment could have made temporary appointments, We can under- 
stand that. . ; 


Shri O.C. Nainan: What is the minimum time required by 
the Public Service Commission ? 
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Shri E. P. Varghese: That question may be addressed to the 
Public Service Commission. I have not been in the Public 
Service Commission. The hon. Member’s party has got one 
there. He can get the information from there easily.

Shri E, P, Varghese: I am only objecting to this on principle. 
That is, why should this Government go out of the way and get 
a Regulation passed by His Highness the Rajpramukh to exempt 
the Community Project appointments from the purview of the 
Public Service Commission ? To’a certain extent, it might even 
reflect on the Government. They say there was necessity to 
prepare an estimate and makea survey inashort time. For 
that atemporary appointment could have been made by the 
Government. The exemption of the appointment to this Com- 
munity Project from the purview of the Public Service Commis 
sion is not at all proper. It would, I think, reflect upon the 
Public Service Commission or it must be that the Government 
want to have a free hand in this matter. So, the very purpose 
of the Public Service Commission will be negatived if the 

.Government is going to get such regulations passed whenever 
any new or important project is going to be worked up. That this 
is a very important matter may be seen from the fact that the 
Central Government and the American Government are contri~ 
buting to this scheme. Though our. contribution is much less— 
is very little—that does not mean that we have no responsibility 
in this. Itis our villages which are going to be improved, and 
our officers are going to be employed to see to the work. 


In this connection, I would just bring to the notice of the 
House that if these officers are going to be appointed by the 
Public Service Commission, there might be a little delay, but it

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I have to make a few more observations in this connection. 
Whenever Government appoint some of their officers—or 
transfer some of their officers from one work to another, it should 
wot be the practice to give them an allowance.

In- 
fluence is brought to bear on the appointing. authorities, especi- 
ally with the Government, and they try to get into the key posi- 
tions. There may be many other things connected with that. 
Because itis a projett in which Rs. 65 lakhs are goitg to be 
spent, itis going to be distributed over a number of villages, 

- Prete may not-be very keen supervision, and this will be lke our 
“Willage Uplift Scheme. -This community project is nothing but a 
Village Uplift Scheme, and the village uplift scheme, we know 
how it worked: It was practically a failure. There was a lot of 
‘waste. A lot of work was taken up, some touched up, began and 
then dropped Novillage was uplifted, a lot of money was 
- Wasted and somé money went into’ the pockets of a few persons. 
So, this community project is also going to be like that. For the — 
‘information of the House, I may mention that I happened to 
travel along with some officers sometime ago: ‘They did not 
robably know me. They were discussing the community project. 
me of them*was an etigineer. I do not know the other. Of 

* course, I did net know both of them, and probably they did not 
* know me either. Fad they known me, I think they would not 
-have discussed the scheme.as they did. They said, this cemmu- 
- nity project was a big thing, that-some of them might get inte it, 
and that it was specially for engitieers that this was meant, and 
-that-engimeers eldne-shoukd be appointed to the key posts under 
he scheme. They said it was a chance for the engineers to 
work up. One of ther even remarked that it was going to be 
ie Chalekudi centre that was to be improved. There area 
number ¢f villages there, and the whole money will be practically 
spent on Chalakudi proper, they said. Much talk was going on 

* petween these two, and I heard itall, three or four months ago 
during my travel, They were counting upon these appointments 
and were calculating what would be the imterests involved and 
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how they could work it up. To avoid all this, it would have, 2. 
been perhaps better for the Government to have placed this... 
matter inthe hands of the Public Service Commission. The. 
Public Service Commission is there, at least as far as the Consti- 
tution goes, to see that appointments are made without any 
favour or without any nepotism. I do not see any reason to 
take away this appointment from the Public Service Commission. . 
Though there was a necessity for hurrying up, of course, I have 
stated that they could have done it through a temporary officer 
who would prepare the survey and make a report. There was. 

no direction that a particular officer should be appointed per- 
manently and that such an officer should take up the survey 
work and prepare the scheme. So, one or two officers could 
have been appointed temporarily to make the survey & prepare 
the scheme. The rest of the appointments should ‘certainly have 
been left to the Public Service Commission. Government were 
not-at all right in making this Regulation exempting these 
appointments from the purview of the Public Service Commis- 
sion, 


In this connection, I would also like to observe that this 
scheme involves large sums of money by way of expenditure, 
for the good of the people. In this case, such money shall not be 
spent on administration. A large number of officers shall not 
be newly recruited or even those officers in service taken up for 
this work shall not be given an allowance, because it is only a 
transfer from one work to another. If one Executive Engineer 
who ig working at a certain place is put in charge of this project 
at a different place, why should he be given an allowance? He 
is doing the same duty or one just allied to his former one, It. ~ 
is notin any way anew duty. So, the money that is now avail- 
able should not be allowed to be swallowed up by this admini- 
strative posts. On the other hand, it should benefit the people 
of the villages and for that matter, linvite the attention of the 
House ta the Report that I read about the discussion in the 
Madras Legislature. I find that there, they have appointed a 
few non-officials also, Of course, I do not say that practice 
should he followed here, but still it would be advisable to 
appoint some non-official Members to advise these officers and 
also to supervise the work and check, especially when a number 
of villages are included in the project. I do not know, how many 
villages could be improved with this Rs. 65 lakhs. If they are 
not going to concentrate on one or two selected villages, I think 
it would be a waste of money, to spend Rs. 65 lakhs on three 
hundred villages. It would then be only windowsdressing. It 
would vanish in no time. On the other hand, Gayernment 
should see that local committees are appointed, that they work 
in co-operation with the officers and that the officers are as few 
as possible. They neéd not give allowance to these ‘officers if 
they are already officers in service. As little: money as possible 
should be spent on the.administrative side. As much money as. 
possible should be spent for the works of public utility. With 


these remarks, I commend this amendment to the House. |

Shri. M.M. Abdul Khader: Sir, the Public Service Commis- 
sions have been instituted in the various States and at the Centre 
under the Constitetion of India. I should say that the provis- 
ien.in the Constitution for setting up Public Service Commissions 
has been made not for the fun of it. The framers of the Consti- 
tution certainly ought to have had in n their mind certain abuses 
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which if the appointments were left to be vested in the executive 
it would lead to and which they wanted to prevent. We have 
known the great danger especially in the Parliamentary system 
of Government of the party in power abusing the powers of 
recruitment to the public services if such powers were vested 
in the Executive; for instance, the spoils system of America 
which has earned its well-deserved notoriety among all the 
democratic peoples of the world. According to this system, the 
party in power imports into key-positions of the State certain 
persons belonging to and influential with such party. This is a 
thing which democratic opinion in other countries has condem- 
ned and certainly it must have been the idea of the framer of the 
Constitution that such notorious systems of appointment to 
public services and to special positions such as these also, should 
not be imported into India, . 


The Community Project certainly meets. with critic- 
ism from certain sections of people, as being predominantly, 
intended for infiltration of American spies in this country, 
predominantly intended for the dumping in of American goods 
into our country. It would have. been meet and proper if the 
Government had kept its hands clean rather than deviating 
from the normal channel set up by the Constitulion. And here, 
Sir, when the Government assumes such an executive function 
which ought properly to lie with the Public Service Commission, 
such fears and such suspicions of the people are more rightly to 
be confirmed. ‘ 


Siri these projects are not intended, as certain peoplé believe, 
as a propagandists try to make out for flowing honey and milk 
inthis country; butthey have concealed in themselves definite 
political objectives. And now when the election has been over 
and when the Congress found itself reduced in strength in 
some parts of the country, when the Leftist forces had gathered 
strength, these“Americans have come forward with these com- 
munity projects. Then if after the Panchayat elections they find 
that the Congress Party again loses still more ground they may 
come forward with another set of projectsfand then again, the 
demoeratic practice of vesting. powers of recruitment. to posts.

ShrviJ. T. Moraes: Ialso wish to say few words on this 
topic. Under the Constitution, powers have been vested in the 
Public Service Commission for making appointments to Public 
Service. Now an exception is sought tobe made as regards 
Community Project. The main argument advanced here against 
Government taking such power of appointment in this matter 
is due to the fear that these powers might be abused by 
the Government which is formed by a party in power, But it is 
envisaged in the Constitution that the President of the Union, 
advised by a party Government can under certain contingencies 
make appointments without reference tothe Public Service 
Commission. Some of the biggest appointments in the union like 
Governors, Ambassadors and others are made likethis. Is there 
such a contingency now?, That is the question which this House 
has.to decide. The Community Project is a short-term scheme and 
appointments have to be made to it. The officers already selected 
are not by the Public Service Commission, as they are officers who 
are now working in the service of the State. From the list read 
out by the Chief Minister, we find that all the top officers have 
been selected from the service and they have been selected, 
because Government felt that they are the most fitted for this 
work, because of the experience that Government have with 
those officers as they have been working under the Govern- 
ment, It is not a question of selecting afresh. Itis a question 
of selecting some officers for the service. And,after all, the 
Public Service Commission may not be the most competent 
authority for this purpose. They may not have the necessary 
experience. They do not have that touch with the actual work- 
ing of the officers of the State, They ordinarily make selection 
of officers to carry on the work connected with certain offices 
and once when the selection is made the Commission would have 
no interest in the officers,

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Shri E. P. Varghese : May I point out to the hon. Member 
Article 320 (3) (b) which says: : 


“On the principles to be followed in making appointments 
to civil services and posts and in making promotions and trans- 
fers from one service to another and on the suitability of candi- 
dates or such appointments, promotions or transfers, the Union 
Public Service Commission or the State Public Service Com- 
mission as the case may be, shall be consulted.” 


So, if the hon. Member’s argument is that because these 
officers are better known to the Government than to the Public 
Service Commission and so they must be selected by Govern- 
ment rather than by the Publice Service Commission. But the 
Constitution says that even transfers and promotions should be 
made after consultation with the Public Service Commission. 


Shri J. T, Moraes: But here itis not a matter of transfer or 
promotion, Itis a question of making appointments of certain 
officers in service for the Community Project; that too only for a 
short period. This does not in any way affect the seniority of 
other officers. a 


Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Are these three years’ service 
counted for pensions of these officers. ‘ 

Shri J. T.. Moraes: They are lent by Government to that 
service, It is not practically Government service. So, my 
point is that the Government is most fitted for making this 
appointment. There is nonecessity for dragging the Public 
Service Commission here. After all, doubts were raised, here 
as. to whether Government may not be partial in making these 
appointments. And even doubts were raised by the hon.

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Sir, it has been said here that there is nothing new in this 

Community Projects. I donot know what the hon. Member 
meant by saying that. The Community Project, if I understand 
it correctly, i is intended to advance the material interests of the 
people. It is intended also, of course, to spread the projects 
throughout the country in course of time. It must be worked 
_out carefully to achieve the best of results. Supervision must 
be very strict. The officers must be chosen very carefully and 
they must also be guided very carefully and there should be 
perfect co-ordination between the Government and the officers 
concerned. This is an additional reason for holding that the 
officers chosen must be chosen by Government and not-by the 
Public Service Commission. With these words, Sir, I oppose 
the amendment, 


Shri Anthonie Andrew Daniel Luiz: Sir, is it proper to use 
the word“ spying” with ‘reference to a particular nation which 
is in good relations with India at the present time ? 


Mr. Speaker: I am concerned only with the question 
whether the word “spying is parliamentary or not. It is 
perfectly parliamentary.

Mr, Speaker : So far as the amendment before the House 
is concerned, the hon. Member has gone far beside the 
point. . 
Shri N. Raghava Kurup: I know that is the reason 
behind the psychological fact behind it. 
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_Mr. Speaker: I was very vigilant in following the wording 
used by the hon. Member that when a Member in the Ceritral 
Legislature challenged the Communists, nobody was prepared to 
accept the challenge. He stopped there. 
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Trefute that. 

Mr. Speaker: That incident took place in the Central Legisla- 
ture. That matter has been referred to the Privileges Committee 
and itis pending before the Privileges Committee. The hon, 
Member did not say anything further, — 
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Mr, Speaker: I understood that the Communist members 
did not accept the challenge and when that fact was mentioned 
in this House, the Communist members on thisside of the House 
did not challenge. 
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My, Speaker; Let me follow his speech. 
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Shri A. Thanu Pillai: A good deal of the talk that we have 
been listening to has very little to do with the motion before the 
House. We are concerned only with a specific issue as to 
whether the regulation passed by the Rajpramukh can be approv- 
ed or not. Of course, the State has not got occasion to discuss 
the various aspects of the question at all, Now, Sir, after hear- 
ing the very violent speeches from the ministerial party side, I 
am not at all satisfied that the Government were right in having 
the regulation promulgated and passed. I thought, Sir, that the 
Chief Minister will give us his justification, On the other hand 
he gave us only certain names of the persons selected, their pay 
and qualifications etc. These were as irrelevant to the matter 
under discussion as some of the speeches relating to Russia and 
America. We do not question the qualifications of these officers, 
In fact; I do not know anything about the details of the selection 
made. We have got.a specific provision that all appointments 
should be made after reference to the Public Service Commis- 
sion. In the proviso to Art. 320, provision is made for some 
deviation in some particular cases. And it was for the Govern- 
ment Bench to make it clear to the House how that deviation is 
justified in this case, and the other Members who make so much 
noisé also should have looked into the question. 


What are the facts, Sir? The only thing that has come out 
so far is that areport had to be made to the Central Government 
within a specific period, and so, they had no time to make a 
reference to the Public Service Commission in regard to the ap~ 
pointments. Sir, with great humility, I should bring to the notice 
of this House that the way the Government of India starts is 
. faulty. They should not’have made it incumbent upen the Ilecal 
_ Government to deviate from a well-known principle and a well- 

meant provision of the Constitution in a matter of this kind. 
Where was the hurry ? Is India going to be flooded unless, the 
Report went before the Government of India before the 31st ? 
It was for this Government to have told the Government of India 
‘Well, you give us time till the 3lst August, for the Report. We 
want more time, because we can make the appointments after 
announcement by the Public Service Commission which will take 
many days. The collection of statistics will take some days. 
So'we want a little more time.” Simply because the Government 
of India said, “We would like to have the report by the 31st,” this 
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Government brushed aside the provisions of the Constitution, 
got a regulation issued by the Rajpramukh and proceeded with 
the appointments. There we are starting wrongly, and if this 
is the way in which the Rs. 65 lakhs are going to be spent, you 
can take it from me that this scheme is going to be a definite, 
absolute failure. (Opposition cheers). There is absolute- 
ly no justification for deviating from the provisions of 
the Constitution. Then, what is it that this Government 
have done? Of course, I am very thankful to Mr. P. ‘§, 
Nataraja Pillai for bringing it out, that is, they made the appoint- 
ments on the 26th June, and they issued the regulation on the 
ist July. So, even the proviso was not taken advantage of in 
time. They do not address themselves to what they should do, 
what the provisions of the Constitution are, what the provisions 
of the law are, what the proprieties are, what the needs are, 
Nothing. They do things as they like. They make certain ap- 
poiniments ; they get a letter from the Government of India and 
they at once make the appointments. Somebody must have told 
them—probably the law Secretray—that they could finalise these 
appointments only when there has a regulation. So, they passed 
a-regulation.. That is how things are done. That is quite 


wrong. 
I am not accusing the Government of any malpractice in this 
case. As has already been pointed out, we want the Public Ser- 
vice Commission, not because the Public Service Commission is 
composed of persons who are above all suspicion, who are quite 
fit to be there; but that there is a principle behind consulting the 
Commission. Of course, I am not referring to the way in - which 
our Public Service Commission was constituted: why, I wasa 
bit shocked to find that the. Parliamentary Secretary to, the Con- 
-gress party here, he himself,remarked that the Public Service 
Commission itself is not above board. I am very glad that he 
was very. frank. Whatever that be, let us respect, Sir, the forms 
and provisions of the law. Ido not want to accuse the Public 
Service Commission now. Whatever that be, it is there. 
We must. respect’ that. body. So, what is the justification 
and where is the hurry, and even if there was necessity for hurry, 
they could have asked the Public Service Commission: to select 
the persons immediately. “What the Constitution says is: “The 
Union Public Service Commission or the State Public Service. 
Commission, as the case may be, shall be consulted (a) on all 
matters relating to methods of recruitment to civil services and 
for civil posts; (b) on the principles to be followed in making 
appointments to the civil services and pests,” and so on. In all 
these matters, the Public Service Commission has to be consulted. 
Now, here was a set of appointments on which the principles that 
should have been followed in making the recruitment have been 
ignored. They appointed some engineers, probably agricultural 
officers, by deviating from the principle. The Public Service 
Commission is supposed te be an expert body. Whether in fact - 
our Public Service Commission is so or not is another tmatter, 
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We have to put up with many evils. Anyway, the 
Service Commission is taken to be a body which can, or 2 





deal with-all these matters, successfully and efficiently. Wha °*' 


should be the principles of recruitment in respect of these 
appointments ? What is the work that these officers are to do? 
In what lines are they to proceed? If they should succeed in 
getting the contemplated work successfully accomplished, what 

should be their equipment, mental calibre, their experience, their — 
standing, and the extent to which they would be able to get the 
influence of the local people so that they may secure their co- 
operation and get the work done successfully ? There are many 
principles involved in these things. Our Government seems to 
think that if one is an engineer with some degree, one may be put 
in, Tf one is an Agricultural Officer with some diploma, one may 
be putin. Thatis notso. There are certain principles to be 
considered in making these appointments. Do the Government 
want this scheme to be a success? Do they want not only 
Travancore-Cochin money, not only Indian money but American 
money as well to be thrown away? There is a good deal of— 
not misunderstanding —but fear that the scheme may after all 
not succeed. We are familiar with many schemes of this kind. 
We know how’ our departments—our Agricultural Department, 
our Veterinary Department, our P. W. Department, etc, are 
functioning. Wedo not want to throw away 65 lakhs of rupees 
in three years. So, what Isay is—not that I assert that the 
Public Service Commission could have fmade a,better choice— 
that there is a principle underlying this provision in the Consti- 
tution: But all that is ignored.: Then, they have given rise to 
alot of complaints. Even ifthe Government do things in the 
best manner, in the most fair manner, still, there will be com- 
plaints, of course, that they were unjust, that they wanted to 
please their favourites, that they wanted to favour their own 
caste-men. All that is there. So, it will beawrongstart. They 
might say, ‘Oh, the Chief Minister is there. He appointed a 
Catholic.” If, therefore, at the very start, this kind of atmosphere 
has been given rise to, how are you justified in calling for public 
co-operation ?- This is not going to succeed; So, let us proceed 
inthe best- manner possible: in the. most constitutional way. 
Tf they refer the matter to the Public Service Commission, 
and-the appointments are made by ‘the Commission, there will 
be nothing wrong about it. At least one aspect of the matter, 
one part of the whole business, would have been well done. The 
Commission would have selected those officers, But then, the 
Government have just ignored the Constitution. They then get 
the regulation passed. Now, ‘what Mr. P. S. Nataraja Pillai says- 
of course F cannot think of a more unduly moderate and concili- 
atory person than Mr. P. S. Nataraja Pillai—is that let the 
Government make the appointments, but only for three months, 
I am afraid the amendment is not well worded. The amendment, 
asit-is, means that they can make the appointments, but the 
appointments will be in force for three months only. Everybody

knows the appointments have been made, and many more are yet 
tobe made. If the Government accepts that amendment at least, 
it would be well, and they can say “We have made the appoint- 
ments; those appointments will either be referred to the 
Public Service Commission or we will ask the Commission 
to make de novo appointments. If the Public Service Com- 
mission approves them, well and good. Otherwise, let the Public 
Service Commission recommend fresh appointments.” Will they 
‘say that? According to the amendment, these appointments will 
be only for three months, and later on, in spite of this regulation, 
Government can refer to the Public Service Commission, the 
whole question of these appointments. After all, the proviso 
under Article 320 says;- >. - 
“Provided that the President as respects the all-India services and 
also as respects other services and posts in connection with the 
affaics of the Union, and the Governor or Rajpramukh, as the 
case may be, as respects other services, and posts in connection 
with the affairs of a State, may make regulations specifying the 
matters in which either generally, or in any particular class of 
cases or in any particular circumstances, it shall not be neoes- 
sary for a Public Service Commission to be consulted.’’ 
Tt only says that cases may be specified where it shall not be 
necessary for the Public Service Commission to be consulted. 
But that does not preclude the Government from the principle of 
consulting the Public Service Commission. The Government 
can say: _ “We did it as a matter of expediency. Hereafter we 
won't ‘do it. “Ixfspite of the regulation, we will refer all appoint- 
ments to the Public Service Commission,” because, the proviso 
does not say that they shall not refer to the Public Service Com- 
mission. -I should like to know whether that undertaking shall 
be forthcoming. If not,—ifa specific undertaking to that effect 
is not forthcomirig—then naturally any Member can support 
Mr. BE. P. Varghese’s motion to repeal this regulation. Let the 
Public Service Commission make all the appointments. That 
can only be the reasonable attitude. I am not at. all satisfied 
with the justification that this is not permanent service. It is not 
to pérmanent service alone that article 320 applies.. ‘They say 
tejr-rank and seniority will not be affected.” We are always 
prone to deal with these things from personal points of view. I 
am not at all concerned as to who is appointed. Here is a salutary 
provision of the law. That should be applied: rn

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Mr, Speaker : I do not want to create a precedent. I have 
no objection to any Member entering into all those details, It is 
an Appropriation Bill. Even the Education Budget was dis- 
cussed in this House. Therefore, in an Appropriation Bill, some 
general observations or the whole administration, something 
like a passing reference, may be made. Not that I want to 
object to the hon. Member’s speech. I do not want to create - 
a precedent, because next year when such an Appropriation | 
Bill comes ap before this House, every Member may enter on a 
deatailed discussion on the basis of such a precedent. So, please 
confine yourself to some general observations if you like, I 
leave it to your good sense. 


Shri C. AchyuthaMenon: Sir, I do not want to create a bad 
precedent, My respectful submission is that the Chief Minister 
has set up a bad precedent in that he has not given us sufficient 
opportunity of discussing it in the House.

- Sbyi P.S, Nataraja Pillai: Sir, 1 should like to make some 
observations. Sir, I think I will not.be out of order if I make a 
few observations on the general policy of administration to be 
carried .on by the amount we are authorising the Treasury 
Benches to draw from the Consolidated Fund. I was expecting, 
Sir, that my disappointment at the budget speech would more or 
less be relieved by the speech which the hon. Finance Minister 
will make today when he is asking from this House the 
authorisation to draw money from the Consolidated Fund: 
As on the last. occasion, I have to confess. Iam disappointed. But 
more than that, there is another difficulty also that faces me... To 
the specific question put by the Member for Trivandrum, the 
Finance ‘Minister said that the present Appropriation Bill does 
not include the appropriations made in the last Appropriation 
Bill. But, Sir, in the present Bill, clause 2 says—“From and out 
of the Consolidated Fund of the State of Travancore-Cochin there 

_may be paid and applied sums not exceeding those specified in 
Column 3 of the Schedule amounting.in the-aggregate, inclusive 
of the sums_spécified in colunm 8 of the Schedule to the Travan- 
core-Cochin Appropriation (Vote on Account) Act 1952 (Act VI 
of 1952), to the sum of Rupees Fifty-five crores fifty lakhs fifty- 
nine thousand etc.”* The Bill before us says that it is inclusive of 
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{Shri P. S. Natavaja Pillai,] 


the amount which we passed by the Appropriation Bill (Act VI of 
1952). The statement of the Finance Minister is that this Bill 
does not contain the amount which we voted. Sir,Iam utterly 
atalossto understand that position. Which is correct I do not 
know—whether the Bill presented before this House by the hon, 
Finance Minister or the statment of the hon. Minister. These 
are the difficulties. There is another fundamental aspect to which 
I wanted to draw the attention of this House. That is, Sir, very 
often the Treasury Benches who control the destinies of our State 
today forget the responsibilities they owe tothis House. They 
think they are in charge of the administration; they have parti- 
cular persons to count with and they can act. But that is a very 
dangerous precedent for any one who cares for the future of the 
country toplay that game. Sir as long as democracy is 
allowed to function on democratic lines and that on the strength 
of the democratic principles giving adequate weight to the opinion 
of the Opposition, you will get response from the country. when 
you cry hoarse, whatever may be the strength of the numbers you 
have, that ery is bound to produce no reaction in this country if it 
is not genuine. If it is not real in the Jong run, I believe, it will 
not be in the interests of our people, Therefore, I say, my hon. 
friends who by chance or by their merit occupy positions of 
authority today and control the destinies of our people, should 
realise their responsibility and make statements and do actions 
which will be in the interests of the country. 

Sir, I will make one or two observations on the way in which 
this Government is functioning. Sir, it is the first budget which 
we have discussed, after an election duly conducted according to 
the Constitution. We have taken our seats here aftertaking the 
oath that we willbe faithful. or we will carry on with-faith and 
allegiance, or we will have faith and allegiance to the Constitution 
of India as by law established in the country. That means, Sir, 
that we have sworn to the Constitution. Sir, in the Constitution, 
you find from Articles 36 to 50 the directive principles, the princi- 
’ ples laid down as fundamental to the governance of the. country. 
Sir, the directive principles are not ornaments to the Constitution 
‘Act. Itis laid down therein that the principles are fundamental 
in the governance of the country. Are those fundamental princi- 
ples kept in view by the administration here, is the question I 
would like to put. Take the directive principles one after another. 
They are after all, more honoured in their breach-than in attempt- 
. ing to implement them or carry them out. The most important 
provision in Article 45, is about compulsory education... Have the 
Government moved their little finger towards it, have they pro- 
vided a single pie to implement compulsory education which is 
already in existence in this country? Do they intend to extend 
its scope further 7 Have they provided any amount te implement 
for carry oti compulsory education so that compulsory education 
may be available to all boys and girls within a period of 10 years 
tom the date of the commencement of the Constitution? No, Sir. 
’ That is a sad disappointment: - 
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Take the next Article, i. e,, Article 47 ‘which lays down that 
“the State shall endeavour to bring about prohibition of the con- 
sumption except for medicinal purposes of intoxicating drinks and 
of drugs which are injurious to health.’ It is laid down as a 
principle to the fundamental governance of the country. Have 
they moved their little finger to implement that ? 

Take the next Article, Article 48, which states that “the Slate 
shall endeavour to organise agriculture and animal husbandry on 
modern and scientific lines and shall, in particular, take steps for 
preserving and improving the breeds, etc.” I know, Sir, that in 
the budget there is an additional provision of Rs. 2 lakhs this year 
more than what was provided last year. Rs. 14 lakhs have been 
provided for poultry. When you look into the budget you will 
find that there are more than 7 places vacant in the Veterinary 
Hospitals. Nothing is done in this direction. In this connection, 
Sir, Iask whether the report presented by the ‘Government of 
India Expert on the question of improving animal husbandry in 
the State was implemented. Was any provision for this included 
in the Budget ? Even when the Government of India are trying, 
at least, to implement the directive principles embodied in the 
Constitution, and their experts are arriving here and making in- 
vestigations and presenting their reports with their estimates, this 
Government are not prepared to take that into consideration and 
nota single pie is provided in the Budget to implement that. 
Does this show their faith and allegiance to the Constitution ? 
Take the next question, Sir, Itis laid down in the Constitution 
in Article 43 that the “State shall endeavour to secure, by suitable 
legislation or economic organisation or in any other way, to all 
workers, agricultural, industrial or otherwise, work, a living 
wage, conditions of work ensuring a decent standard of life and. 
full enjoyment of leisvire and social and cultural opportunities, 
etc.” That is one of the fundamental principles adopted in the 
Constitution. Day in and day out my friend, the hon. 
Member Shri Gangadharan was bringing to the attention of the 
House the widespread unemployment and the privations from 
which the coir workers in the coastal area suffer. Here, we have - 
been hearing from the Treasury Benches that Co-operative 
Societies have been established to better the lot of these coir 
workers and also they are devising other means to alleviate the - 
distress prevalent among these workers. We have heard this 
kind of talk very often from that side. All these remind us of the 
régime of the exploiting British Government who were also harp- 
ing on the same strains by saying that they were exploring foreign 
markets for our coir products and trying to improve the indus- 
trial wealth of our country. The very same words are being 
repeated even now by our people who are now controlling our 
life and our activities. I ask, Sir, has anything seriously been 
attempted or done so far to alleviate really the distress of these 
people ? : 

Then, Sir, look at the directive enunciated in Article 47 of 
the Constitution. It is stated— 

“The State shall regard the raising of the level of nutri« 

tion and standard of living of its people....” 
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That is another fundamental principle laid down. Has any- 
thing been done to raise the standard of living of our people ? 
We are under-nourished and we have often clamoured for more 
rice for kanji. In answer we were told that we ought to be satis- 
fied with our tapioca. For nearly eight years we have been under- 
nourished with only 6 to 8 ounces of rice when the normal re- 
quirement was 16 ounces. Do we get it? Has the Government 
done anything in this direction? They say that they are not able 
to get rice as there is a shortage of cereals in the world market 
and are exhorting us to produce more and make our country self- 
sufficient. But we know that our Government is not in a position 
to make us self-sufficient. To meet the deficit we are having the 
Grow More Food Scheme in “operation for the last 6 years. Six 
crores of hard money have been spent on this scheme. This year 
also we have provided money on this scheme: under irrigation 
works half a crore, for agricultural improvement more than 75 
lakhs. These are being asked for under the Billthat is before the 
House. What is the result of spending 6 crores during the last 3 
years on this Scheme ? Has the Government taken care to enquire 
into that matter ? That is what I ask.’ Have they enquired how 
the money spent so far was useful to produce more rice ? Have 
they cared to see whether this huge expenditure has increased 
the productivity of rice ? Have they scrutinised the expenditure? 
Have they instituted any governmental agency to go into the 
details of these expenditures witha view to see whether adequate 
results have been produced ? 


Mr. Speaker: : These points are relevant only when we are 
on the general discussion of the budget. 


Shri P.S. Nataraja Pillai: I advert to these points because 

of the directive principles contained in the Constitution. Itisa 
‘directive to the people who have sworn allegiance to the Consti- 
tution, that the standard of living of the people should be raised. 
In the attempt to raise the standard of living of the people they 
have attempted the Grow More Food Scheme, andl am showing 
to this House that this Scheme has been a collossal failure. That 
is the point that Ihave to make in correlation with the Consti- 
tution. So, Sir, it is one of the inescapable duties of the Govern- 
ment to bave scrutinised the expenditure, which they have not 
done sofar. Even now we do not know how far itis possible, 
If the Government had provided an agency, if the Finance Mini- 
ster was kind enough to tell this House that it is under contem- 
plation to inslitute an agency to assess the results so far attained, 
that would have been something. |So far, we don’t find anything: 
Iadvert to this fact because, as I have pointed out at the very 
outset, these figures seem to be very illusory. Even, Iam 
prompted to request you, Sir, on your own initiative to refer 
this Bill to a Select Committee so that the statement made by the 
Finance Minister and his Bill may be compromised. : 
<2; Shri Nedumangad R. Kesavan Nair: Is there any time-limit 
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Mr. Speaker: Unfortunately it is a Bill and so there is no 
time limit for speeches. Time is limited according to the good 
sense of the hon. Members. 

Shri P. S, Nataraja Pillai: Sir, I ‘ask, how far was this 
Government able to raise the standard of living of our people? 
Art. 39 (b) gives another directive principle “that the owner- 
ship and control of the material resources of the community are 
so distributed as best to subserve the common good.” 


My. Speaker: I may just remind the hon. Member that the 
Speaker has got the inherent right to prescribe time-limit for 
speeches even on ‘Bills. 


Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Sir, I am the last person to 
assert anything derogatory to the rights of the Chair. Whenever 
Istand or sit I remember my responsibilities. Sir, when the 
Chair feels that am repeating an argument or speaking any- 
thing not in order, then I may be called to order. 


Mr. Speaker: Mr. Nataraja Pillai also knows that in a 
discussion on a Bill like this, anything may be relevant. 


‘Shri P.S. Nataraja Pillai: Sir, but on the question of the 
Appropriation Bill it is only the policy of Government that can 
be discussed. I am only confining myself to the question how far 
those people who form the Government of this State conform to 
the directives contained in the Constitution because they have 
- sworn allegiance to the Constitution. The party that is in power 
swears by this Constitution, stands by it and at the same time is 
sponsored by it. Have they acted up to it? What about the land 
policy? They did constitute a Committee to go into the question 
and they got a report from the Committee. You, know, Sir, the 
history of the Stay of Execution Hill, When that Bill was being 
considered in the House it was stated by the promoters of the 
Bill that it was only a temporary measure and-they were guing 
to bring forward a permanent legislation on land in the next 
session of the Assembly. How many next sessions have come 
and gone? This isnot a question of allotting plots of land to 
this or that individual. It isa big partly policy entailing far- 
reaching effects. They have sworn allegiance to the Constitution 
and they stand by it. The directive in the Constitution says - 
“that the State shall, in particular, direct its policy towards 
securing that the ownership and: control of the material resour- 
ces of the community are so distributed as best to subserve the 
common good.” Sir, itis a common ground between the Opposi- 
tion and the Government Benches thata re-distribution of land 
is necessary. Therefore, it is absolutely necessary that the Gov- 
ernment should pay more attention towards this question realis- 
ing that they have certain duties to perform and sacred are those 

uties, 


In this connection, I would refer to one question more. 
Sir, I was rather pained at the attitude of the hon. Members 
‘on the Treasury Benches that whatever Governmentis doing 
is irreproachable. Idon’t question their motive. I don’t question 
their ultimate intentions, Nothing of that kind. 
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But it is a question of principle in a democratic House. The 
Opposition has a right to request, nay, to compel the Government 
Benches to act according to the laws laid down. Any action 
against those laws are really matters which this House has the 
right to set aright. The attitude that their actions are all sacro- 
sanct and that they have the right to do as they like is not the 
democratic way of conducting.a democratic administration. 


Shri A. Thanu Pillai: Sir, I have to make an observation. 
Shri M. M. Abdul Khader: It is already 4-30 p. m. 


Mr. Speakay: Iam going to extend the time till this matter 
is finished, - , 

Shyi A. Thanu Pillai: Sir, as was mentioned by Shri Nataraja 
Pillai I ask the Finance Minister whether this Bill covers the 
moneys now voted. He said that it covers only those Bills and 
not the amounts covered by the first Appropriation Act of this 
year, Itmight be an inadvertent statement or, it might be he 
did not acquaint himself fully with regard to the figures. ButI 
find, Sir, there is some difficulty andI would like to have this 
matter clarified. Of course, anybody may make a mistake, but 
in an Act of this kind there should not be any mistake at all. 
Under Education Demand XVIII, even the total figure according 
to the Budget is Rs. 3,20,25,800. So, even if this Appropriation 
Bill covers not only the figures that we voted upon now, but also 
theifigures we have already voted, it cannot exceed the figure 
provided in the Budget. But here itis Rs. 3,62,77,000. 


Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: I shall explain that. When 
I made the statement, I pointed out to this House thal a change 
in procedure has been effected whereby the grant asked for is the 
gross amount and not the net amount as hitherto. This is so if 
receipts were being realised in certain matters. ‘Then that used 
to be deducted from the expenditure and the net amount alone 
used to be asked for. That is because of the change in pro- 
cedure. 

My. Speaker: It is all plain from the memorandum supplied 
to the hon. Member. . 


Shri A. Thanu Pillai: If the hon. Member is sure that 
the figures are correct, Ihave no quarrel. But this contains the 
amounts already voted iupon. Whether we can pass an Appro- 
priation Act without repealing the first Appropriation Act, is the 
question. Whether this is so, and can this Act cover also. the 
amounts covered by the first Appropriation Act are things to be 
considered. I donot assert one way or the other. But to me it 
appears that this is irregular because this Appropriation Act 
should normally cover the amounts we have already voted upon, 
Government have been authorised to draw amounts covered by 
that Act. Whether this mere statement that this Act covers the 
amounts covered by the other Act is enough or whether the 
Appropriation Act should cover only the amounts that have been 
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now voted upon, is a matter that has to be looked into. Person. 
ally, 1am of the view that this should cover only the amounta 
now voted, because there may be another Act again. The hon. 
Minister for Finance is asking for a supplementary grant and 
there may be an Appropriation Act, Act HI of this year. Soin 
order to be in form, I should think that this should cover the 
amounts now voted. That is the view that I place for your con- 
sideration. 


Tyraise this as a point of order. May I know whether this 
Bill can cover amounts that have not been voted upon in this 
session without repealing the other Appropriation Act? Iraise 
it as a point of order. 


. Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: Sir, I am ready to accept 
that also. Shall I make a consolidated answer to all the points ? 


The position is this. This Bill is introduced under Article 
204 of the Constitution and under this provision, the grant has 
been made only in this Session of the Legislature. What has 
been done in the earlier meeting of the “Legislature is what is 
contemplated under Article 206 where it is stated: “...... The 
Legislative Assembly of a State shall have power (a) to make any 
grant in advance in respect of the estimated expenditure for a 
part of any financial year pending the completion of the proce- 
dure prescribed in article 203 for the voting of such grant and the 
passing of the law in accordance with the provision of article 
204 in relation to that expenditure.” 


So, what was done under Article 206 was something pending 
action under 203 and legislation under 204. The Demand that 
the House was pleased to grant the Government on the previous 
days of the Session were made under Article 203 and this legisla- 
tion is being considered under Article 204.

Shri Panampilli' Govinda Menon: I will inform the House 
about it later on. . 

Shri E, P. Varghese: -_ May I know from the hon. Minister 
whether he has got the fecommendation ofthe Rajpramikh to 
move for these Supplementary Demands-in this House ? 

Shri Panampilli Govinda ‘Menon: It is given in the list 
already circulated. 

‘shri E. P. Varghese: May Iknow the date on which this 
recommendation was made? Is it the 5th July or on any later 
date ? We have begun to vote on demands only on the 7th of 
July. 

Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: Yea, 5th July. 





* See Appendix III, 
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Shri E. P. Varghese: Then I raise a point of order. This 
motion for a supplementary grant cannot be allowed. My rea- 
sons for that are two. Oneis under the Constitution and the 
other is under Parliamentary procedure. I would just briefly 
explain these two points. 

Supplementary demands are moved before the House under 
Article 205 of the Constitution. There it is stated: 

“The Rajpramukh shall— 

(a) if the amount authorised by any law made in accord- 
ance with the provisions of article 204 to be expend- 
ed fora particular service for the current financial 
year is found-to be insufficient for the purposes of 
that year or when a need has arisen during the 
current financial year for supplementary or addi- 
tional expenditure upon some new service not con-~ 
templated in the annual financial statement for the 
year, or 

(b) if any money has been spent on any service during 
a financial year in excess of the amount granted for 
that service and for that year, 
cause to be laid before the House or the Houses of 
the Legislature of the State another statement show- 
ing the estimated amount of that expenditure or 
cause to be presented to the Legislative Assembly of 
the State a demand for such excess, as the case may 

e. . 


In the section, there are 3 kinds of grants dealt with. One 
is Supplementary, the other is additional and the other is excess 
grants. Article 204 mentioned therein refers to the Appropria- 
tion Bill. My submission is that if after the passing of the 
Appropriation Bill that amount is found to be insufficient, the 
Rajpramukh shall cause to be laid before this House a demand 
for supplementary grant. So the.demand can be made only after 
the Appropriation Bill is passed. It isimperative. Under article 
203 (3) ‘‘no demand for a grant shall be made except on the 
recommendation of the Raj pramukh”. ‘So, the recommendation 
of the Raj pramukh is necessary for any financial grant to be 
moved before this House, and in the case of a supplementary 
grant it has to be moved under the provisions of article 205 and 
205 alone; and article 205 lays down the conditions for moving 
such supplementary grants, that is ‘‘if the amount authorised by 
any law made in accordance with the provisions made in article 
204 to be expended ffor a particular service, etc.”, Article 204 
refers to the Appropriation Bill being passed. My submission is 
that it is only after the passing of the Appropriation Bill that 
the Rajpramukh will be in a position to know what the amount 
this House has granted or permitted to be drawn out of the con- 
solidated funds of the State is. Now the case is that before the 
Appropriation Bill for the Budget of the year is passed by this 
House, on the 17th of July, we have the recommendation of the 
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Rajpramukh on 5th July for a supplementary grant. My sub- 
mission is that such a recommendation is not at all in order, and 
on the basis of that, the hon. Minister or the Treasury Bench 
cannot ask for suppiementary grants. They have to wait for the 
Appropriation Bill to be passed and a fresh recommendation 
to be made by the Rajpramukh after the Appropriation Bill has 
become law; and if only they obtained the recommendation of 
Rajpramukh after the Appropriation Bill has been passed, 
perhaps they would have been in order under Article 205. It is. 
not enough to say that the Centre has recommended this practice. 
Supplementary grants have to be made in accordance with the 
rules. Article 205 is very definite on that point and there is. no 
other way of moving for supplementary grant before this House 
exvept under article 205. Article 203 says that supplementary 
grants can be moved only on the recommendation of the Raj- 
pramukh and that after the amount authorised by any law made 
in accordance with the provisions of article 204 is found to be 
insufficient. As i understand, the law under Article 204 has not 
yet beenmade. Article 200 says that every Bill passed by this 
House must receive the assent of the Rajpramukh. Then only 
it becomes law. We have no information that the Appropriation 
Bill has received the assent of the Rajpramukh. Even if it has 
received the assent, unless the recommendation succeeds that 
assent, this motion for supplementary grant cannot be made 
before this House, This financial procedure is laid down in 
articles 202 to 209 and those provisions are specially meant for 
the control of this House over the Ministry or the Government 
about financial matters. They are very strict. They are to be 
followed. There is no hurry in getting through this supplemen- 
tary grant. : 


Sir, another point I wish to raise is that according to the 
Parliamentary procedure also this is out of order. I have been 
searching in vain the Parliamentary procedure in the House of 
Commons as well as of our Legislature to see whether any demand 
for supplementary grant has been moved in the budget session 
of the year for which the financial estimates have been passed. 
I have not been able to come across any instance of any demands 
for supplementary grants coming in the same session in which 
the financial estimates for the coming year were passed. On the 
other hand, the supplementary demand is moved when the 
financial estimates already sanctioned by this House are found 
to be insufficient. The practice in the House of Commons isto - 
bring it towards the end of the financial year. To confirm what 
I have stated, I may be allowed to read a few lines from Jen- 
ning’s ‘‘Parliament”. . 

“As a result of the long experience of estimating acquired 
by the Departments and the Treasury, and cf the 
constant pressure of the Treasury andthe Public 
Accounts Committee, the forecasts of the Depart- 
ments are remarkably accurate. Necessarily, there 
are often slight mistakes made or modifications 
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required in the allocation of expenditure for other 
purposes. So long asthe variations are within sub- 
heads they can be made without approaching Parlia. 
ment aneW..........56- “Every excess of expendi- 
ture in a. sub-head, however small, requires a4 
supplementary estimate. A supplementary esti- 
mate is specially required where some event, such 
as the out-break of war between two nations of such 
acharacter that British forces must be moved, 
necessitates expenditure which could 
not have been foreseen. Any new service or exten- 
sion of an existing service approved by the Cabinet 
or the Treasury, whether it needs legislation or not, 
also gives rise to a supplementary estimate. Except 
_ in cases such as these, supplementary estimates are 
discouraged. They upset the balance of the budget 
and allow expenditure to escape from parliamentary 
control. “Torender parliamentary control effec- 
tualitis necessary that the House of Commons 
should have the money transactions of the year 
‘presented to it in one mass and in one account.” 


That is the general Parliamentary procedure. My submis- 
sion is this. After having passed the financial estimates for the 
coming year, to bring in supplementary. demands in the. same 
session, it looks rather ridiculous on the part of the Government, 
and all the more so within two days of the passing of the budget. 
There isno urgency about it. 

My. Speaker: What about the Community Projects ? 

Shri E. P. Varghese: There is a grant already made. 

Mr. Speaker: ForgCommunity Projects ? 

Shri E. P. Varghese: There isthe provision in the Consti- 
tution for excess grant, ‘ 

Mr. Speaker: From what item of expenditure ? 

ShriE. P. Varghese: IRfitis anew item of expenditure, for 
that alone they can bring in a demand for supplementary grant. 

My. Speaker: Thatis the reason why I wanted to. bring to 
the attention of the hon. Member that, that is a mew service asa 
result of a decision taken on account of the project. 

Shri E. P. Varghese: All these demands under 34 heads are 
not for community projects. Community project isa new ser- 
vice for which they may bring in a supplementary demand. But 
even there, my submission is that they cannot bring it in this 
session, because we have already voted the financial estimates 
for the year. They may resort to the procedure of excess grant, 
Another thing is that though they. were aware of all these ex- 
penses and the detailed estimates were placed before us on the 5th 
July and we began voting of demands on the 7th, they could have 
added these amounts to the total demands which were required 
to be voted. Then we could have had a discussion on those 
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items also, They have not done it. They say it is.a process 
prescribed by the Centre. Ihave been hunting all the possible 
books to find out whether there is any precedent. But nowhere 
could I see any. The rules also say that these financial estimates 
or demands for supplementary grants can be made only on the 
recommendation of the Rajpramukh after the law prescribed 
under article 204 has been passed. 

Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: Where is it stated, after 
the law has been passed ? 


Shri E.P. Varghese: It is stated in article 205—*“‘ if the 
amount authorised by any law made in accordance with the pro- 
visions of article 204.........- isfound to,be insufficient”, My 
friend’s contention is that the Rajpramukh need not give his 
assent, and that it is enough if this House passes the Appropria- 
tion Bill, 


Shri R. Kesava Pillai: The word used is ‘authorised’, Has 
it the meaning ‘enacted’ ? It dues not mean ‘enacted by any law’, 


Shri E. P. Varghese. When does it become law? The lan- 
guage used is ‘ifthe amount authorised by any law’. When 
does it become law—the law made in accordance with the pro- 
visions of article 204? Hasalaw been made in accordance 
with the provisions of article 204? When does such Appropria- 
tion Bill become law? Isit not after the Rajpramukh gives his 
assent? Even ifit becomes the law, has the recommendation 
of the Rajpramukh after finding that the amount authorised by 
that law is insufficient been made for these supplementary 
grants ? 


Shri Nedumangad R. Kesavan Nair: One question. Will the 
hon. Member enlighten the House as to whether it has been stated 
that the assent of the Rajpramukh is a condition precedent ? 


Shri E.P. Varghese: Article 200: “When a Bill has. been 
passed by the Legislative Assembly of a State or, in the case of 
a State having a Legislative Council, has been passed by. both 
Houses of the Legislature of the State, it shall be presented to 
the Rajpramukh and the Rajpramukh — shall declare either that 
he assents to the Bill or that he withholds assent therefrom or 
that he reserves the Eill for the consideration of the President.” 


Shri Nedumangad R. Kesavan Nair: My question may be 
answered. Let us take it for granted that the Rajpramukh has 
given his assent. My question was where is it stated in the 
Constitution as to the fact that the consent or the ratification 
of the Rajpramukh is a condition precedent to bring in supple- 
mentary grants ? 

Shri E. P. Varghese: Article 203(3) says “No demand fora 
grant shallbe made except on the recommendation of Raj- 
pramukh”, 

, Mr, Speaker: He is arguing in his own way, Let him con- 
inue. . 


Di 
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Shri Nedumangad R. Kesavan Nair: Asa member of the 
House, I am entitled to know from the hon, Member where it is 
stated that the assent of the Rajpramukh isa condition prece- 
dent before the Finance Minister brings in a supplementary 
grant. Iam just requesting the hon, Member to point out the 
section in the Constitution which enjoins that the recommenda- 
tion of the Rajpramukh is a condition precedent before the 
Finance Minister can bring in a supplementary demand. My 
learned friend has been pointing out section 200. My question 
may be answered, Sir. . 

Shri E.P. Varghese: A supplementary demand is also a 
grant for money, Itisademand for money and under Section 
203 no demand for a grant shall be made except on the recom- 
mendation of the Rajpramukh. My submission is, as far as there 
is no statement before the House, there is no recommendation 
placed before this House saying that His Highness the Raj- 
pramukh has, after the Appropriation Bill has been passed, 
found that the sum granted by the Appropriation Bill is insuffi- 
cient and therefore has caused this to be laid before this House. 
Of course, there is a recommendation on the 5th July. We find 
in the Financial Statement “On the recommendation of His 
Highness the Rajpramukh, the following Supplementary 
Financial Statement for 1952-53......... will be laid before the 
Assembly and taken into consideration on the 22nd July 1952”. 
So, if the Rajpramukh’s recommendation is not necessary, there 
was no necessity to state so in that statement. 


Shri Nedumangad R, Kesavan Naiv: Will the hon. Member 
be pleased to look at the statement that has been placed before 
him? Itisstated “On the recommendation of His Highness the 
Rajpramukh..... .ete.” So that if the recommendation ‘of the 
Rajpramukh is a condition precedent, it is stated there. My 
learned friend has not answered my question as to the exact 
section wherein it is stated that the grant or the ratification by 
the Rajpramukh is a condition precedent before briging in a 
supplementary demand. 

Shri E, P. Varghese: Article 203 says “No demand for 
grant shall be made except on the recommendation of the Raj- 
pramukh.” That is money grant, Article 202 of the Consti- 
tution deals with financial matters. 


Shri Nedumangad R. Kesavan Nair:. May I invite the hon, 
Member’s attention to Article 203 which says “No demand fora 
grant shall be made except on the recommendation of the Raj- 
pramukh”. Now this demand for a supplementary grant has 
been specifically stated to be made on the recommendation of the 
Rajpramukh. 

Shri E. P, Varghese: My learned friend is labouring as to’ 
whether the recommendation should precede or succeed. There 
is no meaning in succeeding. I have not heard of recommenda- 
tions succeeding. .An assent or ratification may succeed, but 
how can a recommendation succeed the event ! 
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Shri Nedumangad R, Kesavan Nair: Iam so sorry. 


Shri E, P. Varghese: My submission is this. It is not proper 
to move for-a supplementary demand immediately the financial 
estimates for the year have been passed and in the same. session. 
The session should be prorogued and in the next session it should 
be brought. 


My, Speaker: The hon. Member was referring to some 
Parliamentary practice and saying that after an exhaustive search 
was made he could not get any instance, 


Shri E. P. Varghese: There is no precedent; because no 
demand for supplementary grant seems to have ever been 
brought before the House in the Budget Session. This is a 
unique procedure which is now sought to be followed—I do not 
know on what basis. Even granting the general principle of 
supplementary grant, the financial eslimates sanctioned should 
be found to be insufficient. 


On these two grounds—I think I have explained my position— 
Government cannot be allowed to bring in any motion for 
supplementary grant now. 


Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: Sir, the procedure adopted 
by Government in this matter was explained by me once before 
The procedure is this. The original demands placed before the 
House were subjected to review and Government found that 
some more amounts are required. I made it very clear in the 
very beginning that this additional amount is required. In order 
to get the additional amount required.I proposed to make use of 
the machinery provided for by the Constitution for Supplemen- 
tary grants. I do accept, Sir, that for supplementary grants also 
the recommendation of the Rajpramukh is necessary. Now, the 

‘document is before you which shows that the recommendation of 
the Rajpramukh is there for enabling me to move for this supple- 
mentary grant. The learned Member for Alangad made two 
points, as I understood him. Firstly, it is inappropriate accord- 
ing to Parliamentary procedure to ask for a supplementary grant 
in the very session in which the main grant has been made by 
the Legislature. I made it clear, Sir, that the supplementary 
grant asked for is in order to enhance the main grant. Aftera 
review was made, Government found and this Legislature found 
that the main demand granted by the Legislature under each 
head was found to be insufficient. Therefore, there is nothing 
inappropriate in enhagcing the grant made by this House and for 
that purpose making use of the 205th article of the Constitution 
providing for supplementary grants. Then, the question is 
whether there is any technical difficulty in doing -so. My learned 
friend the Member for Alangad thought that there is some techni- 
cal difficulty. Idonot thick there is any, because article 203 
says that demands shall be granted by this House and demands 
have been so granted. There is no irregularity whatsoever 
about it. Then, article 204 says that after the demand for grants 
has been made, those grants have to be authenticated by a law of 
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the Legislature. That is the purport of article 2U4. That is the 
most important thing. Both articles 203 and 204 refer to one and 
the same matter. Article 203 refers to the grants made by this 
House, while article 204 refers to an authentication by law after 
the grant was made. Both things refer to one and the same 
matter. Now, if there isa draftsman he can refer to the grants 
made by this House only by referring to article 203. 


Shri E. P. Varghese: Can you draw the money on the as- 
sumption that this House has already voted the demand and 
granted it without an Appropriation Billfrom the Consolidated 
‘Fund? . 

Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: That is self-evident. 
Government cannot draw. What I said was that articles 203 and 
204 refer to one and the same quantum of money granted by this 
House. Article 203 refers to the grants made by this House by 
the vote of the House. Article 204 refers to the same quantum 
of money and says that the grants so made shall be authenticated 
by-a law of the Legislature. Ifthereisa draftsman who wants 
to refer to the amounts granted by this House, he may specify 
those amounts or rather he may describe those amounts either by 
referring to article 203 or by referring to article 204. He can 
say the grants made by this House under article 203 or he can 
say the grants authenticated under article 204. That is the 


distinction. 
Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Will a Bill under Art. 204 
become a law without the assent of the Governor or Rajpramukh? 


Shri-Panampilli Govinda Menon: What I was saying is that a 
grant made by this House according to Art. 203 is one and the 
same amount thatis mentioned in Art. 204, I will further 
illustrate. Suppose an amount of a crore of rupees is granted 
for General Administration. The grantis made under Art. 203. 
Article 204 says that the grant so made shall be authenticated by 
a Bill of the Legislature. Now if thisone crore of rupees is 
referred to the draftsman of the Constitution he may specify the 
amount in either of the two ways; asthe amount granted under 
Art. 203 or he can refer to that amount covered by law under 
Art. 204. . 

Shri E. P. Varghese: When you use ‘granted’ and when you 
say ‘itis by law’ does it carry the same thing in law? 


Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: What. I was referring to is 
that the amount so granted may be authenticated. Iam referring 
tothe description which is one and the same thing. It is a dif- 
ferent matter whether Government could draw the amount before 
the Bill becomes law. What Iam saying is that the amount 
granted may be referred to the amount granted under Art. 203 
and amount granted under the Bill. Coming to Art. 205, it says 
if the amount is found to be insufficient, supplementary grants 
may beymoved. In describing the amount, instead of going 
through the several categories in describing the amount, the 
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draftsman of the Constitution says ‘if the amount granted under 
Art, 203 is insufficient, if the amount authenticated under Art. 
204 is insuffrcient;’ in either case what we refer tois the same 
demand granted by this House. 

Shri E. P. Varghese: In that case even without an Appro- 
priation Bill Government could have moved for Supplementary 
grants. ‘ 

Mr. Speaker: You have raised a point of order. You cannot 
ask the Member replying why he is saying so. Heis replying in 
his own way. You can puta question. Please donot goon 
making speeches and counter-speeches. 


ShriE.P. Varghese: I am putting a ‘question, My hon. 
friend was saying that— 

Mr. Speaker: The-interpretation the hon. ;Finance Minister 
is putting forthis not acceptable to you. Then what is the 
quarrel? 

Shri E. P. Varghese: I say it is not reasonable. 

My. Speaker: It may not be reasonable. One is entitled to 
uphold one’s interpretation, 


Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: What I was saying is that 
there are two grants, firstly, the original grant and, secondly, 
the supplementary grant. Art. 203 provides for the original 
grant. The original grants have been made. Art. 204 does not 
introduce any new idea regarding grants. Art. 204 only says that 
there shall be a Bill which shall become law before Government 
are empowered to withdraw any money from the Consolidated 
Fund of the State, Art. 205 says that if the amount is found to 
be insufficient the Governor shall cause another statement to be 
placed before the House. That is, if the amount is found to be in- 
sufficient supplementary grant shall be moved on the recommend- 
ation of the Rajpramukh. What amount, that is the question. In 
describing that ‘amount’ Art. 205 says the amount covered by the 
Bill, Art. 203 as well has stated ‘the amount ‘covered by the 
grant’, Art. 205 (a) says: ‘if the amount authorised by any law 
made in accordance with the provisions of Article 204’......ete. 
A descriptive term has been used. The House has granted the 
amount. The House has passed the Bill. Therefore the ‘amount’ 
is clear. It does not follow that the law should be before the 
House. Those words have been usedin. orderto describe, in 
order to explain, in order to specify what amount is found to be 
insufficient. Therefore there is neither a technical objection nor 
a parliamentary objegtion in the procedure. I said even at:the 
very beginning of the Session that the Demands made in the 
original Budget have to be subjected to review. As was pro- 
mised in this House, as a result of the review more amounts were 
found to be required, I said thatlam going to the machinery 
provided by Art. 205 to ask for additional grant. Therefore 
there is nothing extraordinary or unparliamentary in moving for 
supplementary granthere There is nothing illegal or uncon- 
stitutional also because ifthe amountisfound tobe insufficient 
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and if the House thinks that the amount granted is insufficient 
supplementary grants can be made. It is sure that there should 
be a recommendation of the Rajpramukh. The recommendation 
has been obtained and communicated to the Chair as representing 
the House. There is nothing wanting constitutionally or techni- 
cally to enable the Government io move for a supplementary 
demand under Art. 205. 


Mr. Speaker: Generally, Supplementary Deinands are pre- 
sented for further additional grant or for a fresh grant covered 
by a fresh occasion for expenditure or for a grant that has arisen 
out of anew policy involving fresh expenditure. After the esti- 
mates have been passed the Appropriation Bill shall be intro. 
duced and passed. The original estimates have been presented 
to this House and this House passed them. The Appropriation 
Bill has also been presented and passed under Art. 204 of the 
Constitution. Now the only question before the House is, having 
passed the Appropriation Bill, whether the Finance Minister is in 
order in presenting the Supplementary Estimates. As the 
Speaker of this House, I have only to go by the provisions of the 
Constitution. Art. 204 says ‘as’ soon as may be after the grants 
under Art. 203 have been made by the Assembly, there shall be 
introduced a Bill to provide for the appropriation out of the Con- 
solidated Fund of the State of all moneys required tomeet...... 
ceneeee > and that Bill has been passed by this House. Art. 205 
of the Constitution says:, ‘(a) if the amount authorised by 
any law’ i. e. the law we have now passed (Appropriation Bill) 
“made in accordance with the provisions of Art. 204 tobe ex- 
pended for a particular service for the current financial year is 
found tn be insufficient for the purposes of that year or whena 
need has arisen during the current financial year for supplement- 
ary or additional expenditure upon some new service not con- 
templated in the annual financial statement tor that year, or (b) 
if any money has been spent on any service during a financial 
year in excessof the amount granted for that service and for 
that year, supplementary grants shall be presented’. Without 
presenting an estimate for Supplementary Granis under Art. 
205 of the Constitution, the Government willnot be legally 
competent to incur any additional expenditure. Therefore, a 
Supplementary Estimate has to be presented before this House 
and the vote of this House obtained. This House must see not a 
single pie is spent by Government without being sanctioned by 
this House. ; # 


; So far-as the present Supplementary. Demand is concerned, 
the procedure is right and is in order under Articles 204 and 205 
of the Constitution, Therefore, I call upon the Finance Minister 
to introduce the Supplementary Demand. 


Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: Sir, I move that a sum of 
Rs. 42, 400 may be further granted to Goverhment under Demand 
I.—13-Other taxes and duties, ; 
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The printed memorandum placed before this House explains 
the reasons why this amount is asked for. Rs. 1,600 is intended for 
appointing a Gujarathi knowing Assistant Sales-tax Ofiicer in the 
office of the Deputy Commissioner of Agricultural Incometax and 
Sales-tax Department. As the House knows, a knowledge of 
Gujarathi is essential in order to decipher the accounts of a very 
important trading company in this State. 

Another amount of Rs. 30,000 is intended for the purchase and 
repair of furniture. TheSales-tax Department is a new depart- 
ment andthe requirements of the department are being only 
gradually made up. 

Another amount of Rs. 4,000 is intended to reorganize the 
department in the way mentioned at page 3 of the Schedule. 

Another amount of Rs. 3,400 is for nine Bill Collectors attach- 
ed to the Sales-tax Officers at Nagercoil, Quilon, Kottayam, 
Ernakulam, Trichur, Alleppey, Mattancherry and Trivandrum, 
and two Assistant Sales-tax Officers. 

Another amount of Rs. 1,000 is required for electric charges 
and another amount of Rs. 2,400 is intended for rent. This makes 
up the entire amount of Rs. 42,400. I pray that the House may be 
pleased to grant this amount to Government under Demand I. 


Shri A. J. John: I second the mation. 


Shri E, P. Varghese: May I know whether Rs. 30,000 could meet 
the expenditure of Rs. 40,000 which is the value of the furniture 
already purchased by the department from the Public Works 
workshops and for which the bills are now pending? “Conse- 
quent on the creation of nine additional officers, the purchase of 
more furniture is unavoidable and hence the supplementary de- 
mand for Rs. 30,000.77 Hither Rs. 40,000 is required to meet 
this expenditure, or it is a settlement to pay Rs. 30,000 only. 
Is ita settlement ? Idonot know why Rs. 30,000 alone is de- 
manded, 

Shri Panaimpilli Govinda Menon: There is already a pro- 
vision for Rs. 20,000. ; 

Shri E. P. Varghese: So, Rs. 70,000 is wanted. The Board 
recommended Rs. 70,000. Provision was made only for Rs, 20,000. 
Furniture to the value of 40,000 has already been purchased. 

Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: It is very clear that under 
this Head, we have Rs. 50,000, because Rs. 20,000 is already there, 
Now, we are asking fora supplementary grant of Rs. 30,000. 
Therefore, Government will have Rs. 50,000 available. The 
Board of Revenue, no doubt, said they wanted Rs. 70,000 but 
Government did not consider that such a large amount is neces- 
sary. ; 

Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: As regards item 13 (a) (iii, it is 
an additional amount by way of travelling allowance. A sum of 
Rs. 4,000 is provided. The note says, of the six Assistant Com- 
missioners, two are Appellate Assistant Commissioners. If I 
understand it properly, they will have less travelling than the 
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Inspecting Assistant Commissioners. The original budget in- 
cludes Rs. 41,000 as travelling expenses for six Assistant ;Com- 
missioners. Of the six Assistant Commissioners who will have 
to inspect and be on tour, we have reduced it to four, and there 
will be hereafter two Appellate Assistant Commissioners. Their 
duty will be more or less travel and more office work, unless it 
be that the Appellate Assistant Commissioners are to be Execu- 
‘tive Officers, and go and check the accounts of the department. 
If it is only appellate work they have to do, and if the purpose of 
the creation of these posts is only that, then necessarily travelling 
expenses ought to decrease. Idonot know how an additional 
amount is required for that work. 


In the same way, as far as the purchase of furniture is con- 
cerned, the date on which the recommendation was made should 
be known. Why a provision of Rs. 20,000 was made, when there 
was a definite communication from the Board of Revenue that 
they had already purchased furniture to the extent of 
Rs, 40,000 is not known, That shows the way in which the 
question of budgeting is being handled. 

Shri Nedumangad R. Kesavan Nair: Is it a question or a 
speech ? 

Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon : From where did the 
hon. Member get the information that when Rs. 20,000 
was provided in the budget, the information was available 
with the Government that the purchases were already made ? 


Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: ‘Furniture to the effect of 
Rs. 40,000 has already been purchased by the department from 
the Public Works Department workshops” says the note. That 
date has not been given. 

Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: It was afterthe provision 
of Rs. 20,000 was made in the budget. 

ihri P. S. Natavaja Pillai: On which month was it, whether 
before March or after March ? The bills for it are pending adjust- 
ment. Thatis what we find in July. Hither the Public Works 
Department ought to have forwarded the bill during the course 
of the last financial year, and if that bill had toremain pending, 
it ought to have been brought to the notice of Government 
by the Board of Revenue, so that it could be added in the 
budget for the next year.. Hither the Board of Revenue must 
have made the demand sufficiently early, and the Finance Depart- 
ment, must have failed to put up the demand. If the Board of 
Revenue had made the demand on the Finance Department, 
then, either the Finance Department ought to have allowed the 
whole amount or they need not have made any provision at all. 
This kind of haphazard budgeting, when they have pending cases 
of last year, and had a provision of only 8s. 20,000 which results 
in asking for another Rs. 30,000 as supplementary when the 
department has definitely -claimed Rs. 70,000 is bad, Hither the 
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Government ought to have disallowed Rs. 70,000 and made a 
fresh demand on that or they ought to have claimed the whole 
amount. We do not know whether this is throwing open the door 
for another supplementary demand to make up the original 
amount of Rs. 70,000 required by the Board of Revenue. 


The travelling allowance business is also of the same kind. 
Lam not able to understand how by the reduction of two Assis- 
tant Commissioners and making two of them Appellate Assistant 
Commissioners, you can increase the travelling allowance. Now, 
in this connection, I have tosay that we are now at the supple- 
mentary grants. Whena supplementary grant is made, more 
details should have been given to this House for enabling the 
House to judge these matters. Ihave to make only these few 
observations at this stage. 


Shri A. Thanu Pillai: Ishould like to speak a few words 
on this ‘motion. The hon. Minister says that the purchase of 
furniture must have been made after the budget was originally 
presented, or at any rate, after Rs. 20,000 alone were allowed by 
the Government. Now, the question arises as to how the sum of 
30,000 would be sufficient, especially in_ view of the fact that 
Rs. 40,000 have already been incurred. Inanswer tothe point 
made by Mr. P.S. Nataraja Pillai that knowing that Rs. 70,000 
was required by the Department, Government sanctioned only 
© Bs. 20,000, the hon. Minister—if I understood him rightlysaid 

No; that was not so.” The note says that although the Board of 
Revenue recommended a provision of Rs. 70,000, only a provision 
of Rs. 20,000 was made. So the Government was in possession of 
the facts relating to their requirements. It is not a casein which 
the necessity for the requirement was made known by the Board 
to the Government only after the provision of Rs, 20,000 was 
sanctioned. 


Sir, my point is this. Government Benches should not try 
to evade issues. to take shelter in seeming advantages. That is 
not the way in which the finances should be dealt with. Any- 
way, the original budget was presented. Ido not think any 
Estimates Committee was consulted in regard to the budget 
Whatever that be, when we met for the first time, soon after the 
elections at the beginning of the financial year, we did not elect 
the Estimates Committee. Now we have elected the Estimates 
Committee. Why did not the Government at least wait and place 
all their supplementary demands before the Estimates Committee 
at least ? What is the meaning of constituting the Estimates Com- 
mittee ? Is it meant to function properly ? Is it meant to deal - 
- with the proposals for expenditure placed by Government before 
this Legislature ? : . 


My. Speaker: Are the functions of the Estimates Commi 
the same as the functions of the Finance Committee? mittee 


Shri A. Thanu Pillai: Ido not think so. Because, here is 
acase in which finances are sought tobe spent ina slipshod 
manner, I referred to the Estimates Committee. I have every

right to dwell upon the finances of the State andthe rights of 
the Estimates Committee. I have a right to dwell upon the 
rights of this House in regard tothe finances of the State. In 
that connection, necessarily I think, I have a right to dwell upon 
the rights and responsibilities of the Estimates Committee. The 
Estimates Committee, ifI have understood it aright, has been 
constituted with a view to deal with the proposals for expenditure 
from time to time. Certain proposals were placed before the 
House when the original budget was presented. Then the 
Government wanted more money. Here, the Estimates Com- 
mittee has been constituted. They knew very well that an Esti- 
mates Committee would be constituted. Somehow, the Esti- 
mates Committee was not constituted at the beginning of the 


budget year. 


Mr. Speaker: There was already a Committee existing. 
That Committee was not functioning. 


Shri A. Thanu Pillai: Whatever that be, these demands 
could be taken up only by an Estimates Committee elected this 
year. These supplementary demands can be dealt with only by 
the Estimates Committee elected by this House this year and not 
by an old Estimates Committee. 


My. Speaker: There was a Finance Committee also. 


Shri A. Thanu Pillai: There might have been. Itis only 
an Estimates Committee elected by this House that can go into 
the present supplementary demands. The Finance Committee 
went out of existence when the new elections were held. The 
old Finance Committee could not function after the elections 
were held and this Legislature came into being. So, when this 
legislature came into being, the first thing that we should have 
done was toform an Estimates Committee, It was not done. 
Anyway, now an Estimates Committee has been constituted. 
hon. Ministers know that, and they should have waited and 
placed their additional proposals for the consideration of the 
Estimates Committee. Then the matter could have been dealt 
with fully. This House is not expected to go into every detail 
in full, and that is why we have provided for the constitution 
of an Estimates Committee. Now, the Government do not want 
reallyto place all these matters in detail before this House. 
They want somehow to get on with some kind of gruel placed 
before the House. Thatisthe way in which the Government 
are viewing things. Simply because they have got a majority, all 
these are going tobe passed; I have no doubt about it, but 
then, that is not the way ia which finances should be dealt with. 
They should have placed their proposals before the Estimates 
Committee. Where itis the hurry? I can understand that in 
one or two cases, might not have been easy or convenient to 
‘consult the Estimates Committee, as the Committee was formed’ 
very late. But in respect of most of the supplementary demands © 
now placed before the House—nearly Rs. 1 crore they could 
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very well have been allowed to be dealt with by the Estimates 
Committee. That has not een done. I place this matter for 
consideration of the House and the Government, because I want 
to see that the finances are properly dealt with. It is not any 
kind of slipshod dealing in these matters that is expected of 
the Government. Therefore it is that I say that the Government 
are not at all carefulin these matters. 


Now, to come to the specific matter, furniture to the value 
of Rs. 40,000 has already been purchased. I wish to know why 
the Government allowed the Board of Revenue to purchase 
furniture to the value of Rs. 40,060, when the amount that the 
Government was prepared to senction in the current year was 
only Rs. 20,000 with whose sanction did they purchase it? Did 
the Government sanction it? And could the -Government have 
sanctioned it without the sanction of this House? These are the 
questions that arise. So, oneis tempted, Sir, to oppose all this, 
This is not the way in whichthe finances should ke dealt with. 


T donot want to say anything more in regard to this demand 
at this stage. 

Mr, Spesker: Ihad brought tothe notice of the House that 
one day--that is, today is allotted for the supplementary demands. 
After 50’ clock, the demands will be put to the vote of the 
House. If the hon. Members think that there has been suffi- 
cient discussicn about this particular demand, it may be put 
to the vote. :

Minister for Finance and Civil Supplies (Shri Panampilli 

2 p m. Govinda Menon): I move that an additional amount of 

Rs. 52,060 be granted to Government under 7 Land 
Revenue under Demand II. 


+ Under “‘c Survey, Settlement and records operation, Contin- 
gencies for Survey Class,” an amount of Rs, 2,900 has been 
provided under the original budget. On a review of the question 
it wasfound that an additional amount of Rs, 2, 000 would be 
required. 


Under the same head, another sum is also required. The 
sum of Rs. 50,000 is intended for eviction of encroachments 
on Government land and for-demarcation of Government lands, 
There have been many complaints in our State that 
various land and other Government lands are being encroached 
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upon by people without any authority or title to do. so. It is neces- 
sary to evict them. More than inat, itis necessary to conduct 
a scheme for demarcating the Government lands from other 
lands For that purpose, an amount of Rs. 50,000 is required, 
I pray that the House may be pleased to grant this amount 
to Government 

Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: On a matter of information, Is 
the first item, asking for Rs. 2.000, intended for survey or what 
4s it exactly? And what is the additional necessity for the 
amount under contingency? What is the nature ofthe additicnal 
expenditure? 

Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: Over and above what was 
sanctioned last year, a special temporary staif has been sanc- 
tioned for the purpose of survey classes. The contingency 
amount is also intended for the survey classes. 


Shri P. S. Nataraia Pillai; May I know whether itis not in- 
cluded in the general Administration? I think a sum has been in- 
cluded in some other Demand for some six or nine officers. 

Shyi Panampilli Govinda Menon: No. 
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Mr, Speaker: In the ruling on the point of order raised 
by Shri E. P. Varghese, I dealt with all these aspects. 
hope the Member recollects them now. 
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Shri. A. Ckidambaranatha Nadar : I will say one thing for the 
information of the Member. Those who applied were given 
lands. 
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Myr, Speaker : Those who have encroached upon Govern” 
ment land are trespassers and they are to be evicted. It is for 
that this amount is provided. 

Sbxi K. K. Kumara Pillai : The encroached lands are in 
the possession of rich men and they could not be evicted. The 
real position is that. The poor have been exploited by the rich. 
Sir, I do intend to dialate upon the point under discussion, I was 
stating these facts as, they form the back ground of the present 


topic. 
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. ¢ Shri A. Chidambaranatha Nadar : May I exactly know who 
those persons are? - 
Shri N. Rajagopalan Nair: Shall I say, Sir ? 

_ My, Speaker: That- need not be answered. As they are 
ex-Ministers, they are outside the jurisdiction of the House. 
Decency ‘demands that the names of ex-Ministers who are not 
able to defend their position in the House should not come 
before the House for discussion. 
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Mr. Speaker: If the names are mentioned, that will be pre- 

judicial, 
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Shri A. Thanu Pillai: Itis really a very urgent and serious 
matter that is now under consideration by this House. Sir, the 
whole matter of land occupation has. become very complicated 
in the State: The main reason for it is, Sir, indefinite and 
vacillating policy pursued. by the Government during the last 
few years. Adding to it, a good deal of favouritism has been 
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[Shri A. Thanu Pillai] 
shown in the matter of land assignment and land occupation. No 
one can deny it. What is it that the Government has been 
doing during the past two or three years. They want large 
areas to be assigned to their supporters. That is'a very 
strange practice. I myself had occasion to see large areas in 
forest lands despoiled because the Government encouraged it. 
Of course I don’t wantto mention names but the Minister in 
charge of Land at that time, I was forced to conclude, was 
privy to acts of vandalism in the forest areas, Now the result 
is that there has beena lot of unauthorised occupation of 
forest areas. Very many persons who owned large areas of 
land already were encouraged to trespass upon Government 
Jands, and they are in possession of such lands. Large areas 
have been brought under occupation that way. Thatis one 
side of the thing. At the same time Government have been 
holding out promises to landless people that they would be 
provided with land at least for occupation. It appears that 
Government even took a census of persons who had no lands, 
Now that promise is still here and the Government have not 
been able to implement that promise to any extent. Now Sir, 
these things have to be tackled) One side of the House is 
against this Grant because they fear that this Demand, if 
granted , will affect the landless andthe poor. The rich and 
influential persons who are in unauthorised occupation will, 
somehow, get out of the clutches of the law.- This morning— 
I may be excused if I mention that—some people from Vandan- 
medu came to me. Theytold me that they were in possession— 
each one of them—of one acre of “chathuppu” land fit for 
cultivation along with a few acres of dry land. And I was 
also told that in ‘Wandenmedu there were large areas of such 
lands which were under occupation. In respect of some areas, 
it appears that the Food Production Board under Mr. Ikkanda 
Varrier and the officer there Mr. N.S, Krishna Pillai held out 
hopes for occupation. Some notices were published in the 
papers inviting applications for entry into such lands which the 
people took to be invitations to them. These people who met 
me also told me that this was the case with respect to a portion 
of the Vandanmedu area. And, a few miles removed from 
this area, in the same pakuthy there are large tracts of land 
under unauthorised occupation by people. If the Government 
or their agents have, in any way, given inducement to persons. 
to enter upon land inthe name of food production and if this 
is true, it should be taken into accouftin dealing with tho-e 
who made such unauthorised occupations. Such unauthorised. 
occupations should, by no means, be countenanced. All unautho- 
rised occupations should be removed. But the Government 
have given real inducement to the people to enter and that 
should be ‘taken into account. At the.same time, in regard to 
really landless people, eventhough law has been violated by 
them, I appeal for the consideration of Government that they. 
should be allowed to occupy the land provided the area is 
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reasonable and the land is not otherwise required for Govern- 
ment purposes or for public purposes or for purposes of conser- 
vation of forests. If a landless person occupies land which the 
Government could not see their way to allow him to occupy 
he must be given some other suitable land. I go to this 
extent, Sir, regarding this concession because there are large 
numbers of landless people who in fact have been promised 
at least house sites, All these must be taken into consideration, 
I am not for advocatirig any violation oflaw or giving any 
inducement for the continuance of violation of law, but real 
poverty and real failure of people to get house sites and land 
necessary for cultivation, all these must be taken into account 
in dealing with these matters. Law should be enforced, 
otherwise there is no safety. Now, Sir, as I have mentioned 
on a previous occasion Government have allowed people to 
occupy certain lands within the Trivandrum City itself. In 
Kunnukuzhi and Thampanoor we have colonies formed by 
unauthorised occupations. Now you want Rs. 50,000 for eviction. 
How did you allow these unauthorised occupations within the 
city itself? Why don’t you give them suitable lands for 
occupation? On the sides of the Barton Hill you find hundreds 
of huts coming up. A few days ago I had occasion to go 
there. The road is almost encroached upon. I think one of the 
Ministers is living there. Under his very nose thisis being 
“committed. How do the Government justify that? I don’t 
blame the people. Some of the occupants sell their houses even. 
These people should be provided with-house sites in some other 
suitable land. The site allotted should be well demarcated 
and they must be shown how to build houses. We can’t 
afford. to make any part of the City dirty and insanitary. 
These people should be well—protected and taken care of. 
At the same time, no Jands should be encroached upon by people 
who want to make money or make their estate bigger and bigger, 
Sir, there is a good deal of opposition particularly from this side 
tothe Demand. The reason is that they fear that this allotment 
will help Government in evicting poor landless people to 
the benefit of the big landholder who may also be an 
unauthorised occupier. 


Shri A. Chidambaranatha Nadar: If the hon. Member can 

point out one single instance where apoor landless person 

“was evicted to help a big landholder Government will take 
immediate action on that. ; 


_ Shyi A. Thanu Pillai: I can’t doit. Itis not my business. 
It is not enough if I point out one instance for Mr. Nadar to 
take action upon. It isnot that. Itisa general question. In 
Neyyattinkara, I was told that if a poor man enters upon a 
few cents ofland todo cultivation the Proverthicar evicts him 
bat if aman of influence enters upon 50 or 100 acres and occupies 
nobody disturbs him. Thatis very strange fact. As has been 
referred to in this House people should be abided by law in this 
matter but at the same time all possible indulgence should be 
shown to the poor who are really landless. 
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Shri N. Rajagopalan Nair: Idid-not speak of your Ministry 
but of two ex-Ministers who are perhaps members of this House 
ngw. 

Shri K.M. Chandy: Ona point of order. He said that two 
ex-ministers who are members of this House have leased diffe- 
rent lands to their friends. 


Mr. Speaker : Can indiscretion lead to a worse. situation? 
Why do you rake up that now? That member is perfectly right 
tomake =that representation. ButI was appealing to. his 
good sense that he should not reveal:the identity of the ex-Minis- 
ters. . 


Shri K.M. Chandy: But.there is a challenge. 
My. Speaker: And the challenge has been accepted. 
Shyi K.M. Chandy: So let him fdivulge .the names. 


‘Mr. Speaker: Let him, ‘But the member for Pathanapuram 
will please not do so.

Shri K. Kochukuttan : I second it. 
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Shri P.S. Nataraja Pillai: Sir, I wish to make some observa- 
tions on this Demand. 


Mr. Speaker: Do you oppose the Demand ? 


Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: That will depend upon the reply 
that the Minister is able to give. I am speaking on the 
motion. : 


‘Mr. Speaker: If the Member seeks some information, that 
may be sought by putting a guestion or half a dozen questions 
If the Member is going to make a speech, the Member may either 
oppose or support the Demand.

Mr, Speaker: There are only two alternatives, Either the 
Member should support the motion or the Member should oppose 
the motion, and speak. 


Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: When this kind of Demand i 
made, and before knowing the full details, one is not ina position 
to come to a decision—whether it must be opposed or it must be 
supported. - 


Mr. Speaker: Iam not exactly entering into the merits of 
the question. I am mentioning only the procedure. 


Shri P. S. Mataraja Pillai: The demand is for ; 
expenditure on “Superintendence, Law Cha rges. aS ihe 
tional allotment of Rs. 2,500 is demanded, and the reason given 
is that advocates are to be engaged to conduct important excise 
and prohibition cases wherever necessary. 


Shri Nedumangad R. Kesavan Nair: May I know wh 
hon. Member is opposing or supporting the motion ? Whether the 


Shri P, S. Nataraja Pillai: Iam speaking on the motion, I 
am entitled to mention the relevancy, ,the relativity and the con 
nection of certain items covered under this mation, ” 


Shri Nedumangad R. Kesavan Nair: Itis for th 
that the ruling was given. I suppose the hon. Me matters 
bound by the ruling. . is 
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Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Provisionally, with reference to 
that, I am speaking from the opposition side opposing the 
motion. ; 

Sir, when I went through the budget, I found that in the 
revised estimate for 1951-52, the sum provided for Law Charges 
was only Rs. 490. When the budget for this year was prepared, 
it had been raised to Rs. 1,000. Now,in the supplementary de- 
mand, it has still further been raised to Rs. 2,500. Sir, there 
must be some basis for these revised figures. When they esti- 
mated in March for the current year, the revised estimate for 
the last year was only Rs. 400, Then the department must have 
thought that they have progressed to such an extent, in prose- 
cuting prohibition of offences as to come and ask for Rs. 1,000 
for the current year. Subsequently, Sir, they demand another 
inerease to an extent of Rs. 2,500. Why is this increase now 
for? Is there any increase in pruvhibition cases? What is the 
amount under Prohibition allotted in the budget for actual prohi- 
bition work? Has there been an increase? Has any informa- 
tion been given to-this House on the increase in prohibition 
cases? No. That has not been given. What is the nature of 
this important prohibition cases? Is there any special difficulty 
in detecting prohibition cases in this country? Ido not know. 
After all, I doubt whether prohibition offence is such a big 
offence as to merit the engaging of advocates in large numbers 
with fat fees. What is the importance attached to prohibition 
offences? “hat is the definition or meaning of Important here? 
If a man pays an inzome-tax of Rs 10,000 and if he is found in- 
toxicated, does it be:ome an important prohibition case? Or, if 
aman does not regain cunsciousness after he is dead drunk, does 
it become an important prohibition case? Has the policy of 
prohibition been pursued so vigorously that such cases of prohi- 
bition are becoming important and increasing. What is-the pecu- 
liarity, the great importance, of the prohibition cases now ? 


Then, Sir, actually, no data is supplied to us. Are there any 
data available with the official Member, showing the necessity 
for the additional sum, and the number of prohibition offences 
that have increased since March last? Is the detection of prohi- 
bition offences so*brisk 2? Have the Department now acquired 
greater interest or zest in the detection of prohibition cases with 
the result that the number of prohibition cases has increased ? 
Is it because of the so-called increase in the number of prohibi- 
tion cases that we have to spend another sum of Rs, 2,500 as law 
charges? Or, is it the view of the Treasury Benches that im- 
portant persons are going to cpmmit prohibition offences in 
future? This is, therefore, the one item, on which I should like 
to get information. . 


Take, next, the last item, the demand for Rs. 27,500. Iwould 
kindly request tne Member in cnarge to read the note azain. 
* Che contract with the Vevicolam Distilleries for manufacture 
and supply of arrack expired -by the end of 1125 M.E.” The 
contract, therefore, expired two years ago. ‘‘According to the 
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terms of the contract, the buildings erected for distillery purposes 
have to be taken over by Government on payment of compensa- 
tion on termination of the period of contract.” The amount 
ought to have been paid when it became due at the end of 1125. 
Now, we are in the last month of 1127. It became, due in the 
first month of 1126. The next sentence in the note says: ‘‘ The 
question of fixing the compensation is under the consideration of 
Governn ent.” Compensation has not yet, therefore, been fixed. 
The valuation has not been made. It is still under consideration 
of Government, and yet, the Government will now fix Rs. 27,500 
as compensation. How? On whose valuation? How does the 
Government now come forward with this demand for Rs. 27,500? 
Who valued it? Who fixed up the compensation? Why is this 
Government anxious to put forward an amount like Rs. 27,500? 
Is it not an incentive to the owner of that distillery to put up a 
claim higher than Rs. 27,000 odd? Already the Government 
have given an inkling to the private party that they have valued 
it at Rs. 27,500. Though it is not a valid thing, and has no legal 
binding, yet, in the ordinary course of things, the party who is 
interested can now put upa claim above Rs. 27,500. What did 
the Government do for the last two years? Ifthe contract had 
terminated, they could have valued it. They allowed two years 
to go by. On what basis are they fixing Rs. 27,500? Ido not 
know. That is for the Treasury Benches or it is the responsi- 
bility of the Members of the party who control the destinies of 
our State to come forward with the explanation. 

Then about the contingencies. At page 13 of the budget, 
you will find that the actuals for 1950—51 under Major Head 
8 (b) (ii) Contingencies, were*Rs. 14,299, The budget estimate 
for 1951—54 was Rs. 28,800. The revised estimate for the same 
year was Rs, 20,000. But when they come tothe estimate for the 
current year, they put in Rs. 1,800. How, and on what basis? 
Is there any reason for these things? Are these figures put in 
without rhyme or reason or according to the whims and fancies 
of thsoe in authority ? 


Shri Nedumangad R. Kesavan Nair: Are these not matters 
for the Estimates Commiltee ? 


Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Iam not very definite about the 
Estimates Committee taking up such things. I have yet to know 
much about its functions and responsibilities and I would be glad 
if my friend Mr. Kesavan Nair will give tuition for me on that 
matter, because J am a prospective Member of an Estimates Com- 
mittee which may come into existence, and I would like to have 
information on that matter. Anyway, that is not the subject 
matter now. Here, the question is, you have got a budzet esti- 
mate. The actuals for 1950—51 were about Rs. 14,000. The 
budget estimate for 1951—52 was about Rs. 28,900. The revised 
estimate for the same year was Rs. 20,000. The budget estimate 
for this year is Rs. 1,800. That sum is now sought to be enhanced 
to Rs. 18,000, that is, ten times that of the sum originally esti- 
mated. Why? How did they arrive at these figures? : 
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Mr, Speaker: Is'it not justified by the figures in the revised 
estimate for last year ? 

Shri .S, Nataraja Pillai: Ordinary students of accounting 
like me only know that budget estimates are prepared on the 
basis of the actuals and the revised estimates of preceding years, 
But if there is a wide disparity or variation, it will be justified 
by some facts. . 

Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: I thought the note given 
here was sufficiently explanatory on that matter. The Prohibi- 
tion Department staff, being temporary, ought to have been pro- 
vided under Part II scheme, but the Revenue Board gave a 
wrong classification, and they reported this expenditure under 
Contingencies. Government wanted to cut down expenditure 
under Contingencies and reduced it to Rs. 1800. 


Then it was pointed out that this amount is required for the 
staff of the Prohibition Department and since it was not a per. 
manent department, the sum was provided under part II scheme. 
These things are. there and previous figures show that the 
Finance Department has not accepted themas such. So then it 
js agenuine mistake. 
4p™M.] 

Shri P. S, Nataraja Pillai: That shows want of supervision 
on the part of the finance department. But it is not a bona fide 
mistake onthe face ofit. The immediate authority concerned 
with the figures ought to have gone into details at least at the 
time of budgetting. Then it could have been known whether 
that was a temporary scheme as to be included under Part Il ora 
permanent scheme as to find place’in the first part of the Budget, 
It is now shown as Part I—contingency, without knowing the 
necessity for it, There is no meaning in so providing. 


Nedumangad R. Kesavan Nair: Sir, on a point of order. 
When an hon. Member makes astatethent that a genuine mistake 
has occurred, is it not open to the hon. Member to accept that ? 

Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: With due deference tothe hon, 
Member who represents the Official Bench, in financial matters 
Ihave heard no such explanations. Iam reminded of a story in 
this connection and with permission I will stateit. There was 
an Audit Officer here two decades ago who issued a cheque for 
10 thousand rupees instead of one thousand. He simply added a 
zero to the figure of one thousand and that was a mistake. When 
a cheque like that was issued by mistake that really eosts the 
treasury an enormous amount. How can that be called mistake 
I fail to see. 

Shri. Panampilli Govinda Menon: ShallI say a similar thing. 
The provision for distilleries is an instance. ° 

Shr P. S. Nataraja Pillai: I am coming to that. I am of 
the view that no amount need be provided for that in this year. 
There is absolutely no necessity to bring that forward as a sup- 
plementary grant. By so doing, an incentive has been -given to 
the owner te demand an amount over Rs. 27 thousand. That is 
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my stand. Iam placing it before the House whether this is not 
giving an incentive to a private individual to put his claim at a 
higher level. I ask, wtthout finding actually what the need is, 
can the Government come with a proposition like that. 

Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: Shall I put it the other 
way? The hon. Member is giving legal advice in a public 
platform to a private party in respect of this matter. 

Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Every member is entitled to draw 
his own inference. I do not dbject tothat. Ifit is an encoura- 
gement to a private individual, at the same time as a public man 
I have a right of charging Government of doing a thing which 
does not fit in with public duty and is quite improper. 


Sir, such kini of budgeting could very well have been 
avoided. If proper care had been taken at the time of budgeting 
all tuese defects could have been avoided. I am sorry to find: 
that no proper details seem to have been collected. Sir, 1 may 
be excused for referring to a matter on which so much had to be 
said. Lump sum demands are made without furnishing adequate 
details and also as to the agency that should work it out. Under 
different items of expenditure this course has been freely ree 
sorted to and we members are under a handicap to discuss them. 
We are at a loss to find out the real implications outlined therein 
and the procedure adopted by Government for budgeting ex. 
penditure of this kind. The Treasury Benches will enlighten 
the House on the points adverted to by me. : 


Sbri M. M. Abdul Khader: Sir, a sum of Rs. 2500 has been 
asked for engaging Advocates and I oppose the demand for the 
conduct of certain important prohibition cases. I do not undex- 
stand the need for such provision. Already there are courts in 
the country; already there are prosecuting Inspectors and 
Government Pleaders and unless there is need for a full dressed 
court with a special magistrate, a special prosecutor and other 
paraphernalia, there is really no need for providing a special sum 
for the conduct of prohibition cases. Are we to take it that Pro- 
secuting Inspectors and Government Pleaders are not competent 
to deal with petty prohibition cases. It cannot be. 

Shri Nedurmangad R. Kesavan Nair: Is the Member aware 
there are prosecuting Excise Inspectors as there are Prosecuting 
Inspectors of Police? 

Shri M. M, Abdul Khader: Prohibition cases could be con- 
ducted in the regular course by Government by Publie Prose. 
cutors. The {very fact that there are Excise Prosecuting Ins. 
pectors in addition to this agency, that is allthe more reason why 
there should not he a provision for payment to advocates engaged 
for this purpose. On this ground I oppose the Demand. 
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The question that asupplementary sum not exceeding Rs.

Shri A. Chidambaranatha Nadar: Atthe time of the pre 
paration of the budget for the current year, there were three 
probationary Assistant Conservators in the Travancore branch 
andone Timber Special Officer in the Cochin branch. Sub« 
sequently the Timber Special Officer was appointed as Assisiant 
Conservator of Forests. To meet the additional cost involved a 
sum of Rs. 2,200 has to be provided for. 


Secondly the reorganisation sanctioned in respect of the 
Forest Department entailed considerable retrenchment of staff. 
The Department head pointed out that this will seriously affect 
the work in the department, and so the reorganisation sanctioned 
was not given effect to. The Head of the department was asked 
to submit revised proposals for the reorganisation of the depart~ 
ment and his proposals are now under consideration of Govern- 
ment. Tomeet the additional cost an amount of Rs. 50,000 is 
proposed. The expenditure will be incurred only after orders 
are issued on the proposals submitted by the Conservator. 


In the budget for 1952-53, only a sum of Rs. 57,200 was pro- 
vided on account of pay and allowances of temporary establish- 
ment for conservancy and works. Now the enhanced rates of 
Dearness Allowance have been sanctioned to be paid to all con- 
tingent and work establishment staff. For this an additional 
provision of Rs. 2,800 has to be made. 
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Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: What happened was immedi 
ately after integration, a re-organisation committee at the Gov" 
ernment level was appointed and that committee submitted a 
report with respect to the various departments regarding re- 
organisation. Now that report was not finalised The remarks 
of the departmental heads were also obtained subsequently. 
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Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: He made a report that the 
recommendations of the reorganisation committee are not good 
enough for the department. , 
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Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: Government did it. Gov- 
ernment provisionally adopted the recommendations of the re- 
organisation committee. But they have now reconsidered it.

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Minister for Local Self Government (Shri K, Kochukuttan): 
Sir, I beg to present the report of the Select Committee on the 
Travancore-Cochin Panchayats Act (Amendment) Bill and move 
that the Bill as revised be taken into consideration. 


Minister for Works and Transport (Shri Kalathil Velayudhan 
Nair): I second it. 
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The question that the Travancore-Cochin Panchayats 
Act (Amendment) Bill be taken into consideration was put 
and carried. 
The Bill'was taken into consideration. 


Clause 2. - 
Shri A. Kunjan Nadar: I move the amendment to substi- 
tute “two per cent” for “five per cent’’ in 7 (2) of clause 2.

Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: May I ask the hon, Member 
whether the President of the Schedule Castes Federation agrees 
to that proposition of 10 years ? 
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The amendment was put and lost. 

Shri M, N. Govindan Nair: Sir, I move: 

In clause 2, the following Explanation shall be added to sub- 
section (5) of the proposed section 7, namely :— 


“Explanation: A person who (or whose father) by birth 
belonged to any caste or tribe notified under this section 
as a scheduled caste or scheduled tribe shall he deemed 
to be a member of the scheduled castes or scheduled 
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tribes as the case may be even though he has either 
before or after the commencement of this Act been con- 
verted into any other religion.” 


Shri R. Kesava Pillai: Sir, on a point of order. Six, is it in 
order to accept this amendment by this House for discussion in 
view of what is contained in Articles 341 and 342 of the Constitu- 
tion? According to these Articles only the President can decide 
after consultation of a Governor or Rajpramukh of a State who 
are the various sections of scheduled castes or tribes, and only 
the Parliament can vary the decision of the President. This 
explanation contained in the amendment is not in order and this 
Assembly has no power to legislate on this matter. 


My, Speaker: The amendment proposed is to define what is 
meant by scheduled castes. It is not going to interfere with what 
has already been decided by the President. So, Irule that the 
amendment is in order. 
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. My. Speaker: I am very vigilent. He is not making any 
statement which is unparliamentary. 
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Shri Anthonie Andrew Daniel Luiz: I would like to bring to 
the notice of the hon: Member that the Constitution of India 
guarantees liberty of thought, expression, belief, faith and 
worship. 
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Myr. Speaker: If you have got anything to speak on the 
amendment you may do so. Please do not cast reflections, 
imputations and insinuations. This is not the occasion for such 
things. 
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The House rose for lunch at 1-0 P.M. and re-assembled at 
2.0 Pp. M.with Mr. Speaker in the Chair, | vos 
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2p. M.} 

Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: There has been a lot of diseus- 
sion on this question. The clause is only to make provision for 
reserved seats, as itis called, for election. Weare functioning 
under Constitution in which adult suffrage has heen conceded. 
By the Fundamental Rights Chapter, equality of opportunity 
without. regard to birth and without any discrimination based on 
caste or religion is also given. Weare functioning under the 
Constitution which deals with justiciable fundamental rights 
from article 15 onwards. No discrimination on the basis of birth 
er race is possible in this country now. Itis alsoa justiciable 
right. . We have now adult suffrage for all elections, not only for 
the Legislature and Parliament but even for all elective bodies. 
I am at pains to understand my friend Mr. Govindan Nair when 
he is advocating reservation in a society where elections are 
based upon adult suffrage. Not only that; ina society where 
discrimination is rejected under the law, this amendment of 
Mr. Govindan Nair goes contrary to the Constitution. I fail to 
understand on what constitutional propriety he can claim reser- 
vation. 

Then the question arises with regard to the scheduled castes, 
There is reservation for the scheduled castes. How did it arise ? 
We must look into that. For years past,in India, people were 
claiming reservation on the basis of birth, and somehow or other 
it was settled in one way by carving out the country into two, 
where these difficulties will not arise. All the representatives 
representing various classes and communities assembled at Delhi 
and rightly or wrongly decided that there need be no reservation 
for any one on the basis of religion hereafter. Then arose the 
question that there was a particular set of people who claimed 
themselves to be Harijans or untouchables and:so on, a class of 
people created by iniquitous custom of along number of years, 
A genuine grievance was felt by a certain set of people who were 
classified inhumanly as untouchables. But by the Constitution 
we have declared ‘untouchables’ to be a thing of the past, by one 
specific provision in the fundamental rights chapter. On account 
of the past they have inherited, and on account of ihe great 
suffering and segregation they were subjected to, the framers of 
the Constitution came to a conclusion that for a transitional 
period they must be given some special opportunity to come into 
line with the other communities. There, the word used is ‘caste’ 
and not ‘class’. I seriously ask my hon. friend who tabled 
the amendment whether ‘caste’ isa term which. exists in any 
other society other than in the Hindu society. When you say 
‘scheduled castes’,I can understand that. If it is ‘community’, 
Tean understand that. The term isa distinctive and denotesa 
specific Hindu. community. Itis proof positive therefore that 
they contemplated only the Hindu society, where this castes 
exist, and it was for those unfortunate untouchables and harijans 
who were subject to great hardships and unjustifiable persecution 
for over centuries, thal the speciel provision was made. 


Shri T, V. Thomas: What about the scheduled tribes ? 
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Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: That particular section has also 
been given reservation. I will come to that presently, 


It is the word “caste” thatis used. That is distinctive of the 
people for whom reservation was provided. It was pro- 
vided only for those who belonged to the Hindu community ag 
such. Those people only were subject to the hardship of un. 
touchability. Over and above all this, as an ameliorative 
measure, as a penance for the hardship that the other com- 
munities imposed upon this unfortunate section of society, a 
transitional provision of reservation for a period of ten years 
was made. So, it did not contemplate, and it was never contem- 
plated, that reservation as such should exist in our Constitution. 
it is purely a transitional measure, and it was intended only for a 
particular set of people well known, well described and very 
distinctive. . 


Shri N. P. Varghese: It is only for a set of institutions, 
Parliament and the Legislatures. Is it not? 

Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Itis for the House to change it 
or extend it. Icompletely concede that. 

Shri ‘N. P. Varghese: With modifications, probably. Is it 
not ? . 

Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: There comes the difficulty. I 
shall come to that aspect. 


Soit was distinctively provided as a temporary measure for 
ten years for a particular class of people, well: defined and dis- 
tinct. There is a scheduled caste christian; does it mean that 
there was untouchability in Christianity? Is it not a horror and 
is it not beyond all canons of modern knowledge and ordinary 
knowledge to import ‘easte’ system in christianity ? 


‘Shri OQ. C. Ninan: Is the Member aware that Indian christi- 
ans said that they did not want reservation in the Legislature ? 

Shri P, S, Nataraja Pillai: I know it, Sir. Even the muslims 
said so, Not only the Indian christians. For that matter, there 
are converts among muslims. I have not heard, up to this time, 
of a muslim section who calls itself as. ‘scheduled. class’ and 
claims separate representation or privilege. They stand upon 
the basic principles of Islam. Nor have we heard of caste systém 
or caste distinctions being adopted among Christians. It is 
abhorrent to the very conceptidn of Christianity. 


Shri N. P. Varghese: Is the Member aware that this is not a 
religious right but only a political right ? 

Shri P, S. Nataraja Pillai: Based on what? Iask. If it is 
based on economic condition, is there not a poor Brahmin, I ask ? 
If itis based upon social degradation, are there not other com- 
munities equally claiming sucha privilege? It is not on account 

economic condition or want of cultural standards or want of 
percentage of literacy. 

Shri M. M. Abdul Khader: Is it not because a certain sec- 
tion is politically, sociatly and economically degraded ? 
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Mr. Speaker: There seems to be a lot of confusion about the 
amendment under discussion. The amendment deals only with 
scheduled castes or scheduled tribes. It has nothing to do with 
backward communities even if they belong to any other class of 
society. 

Shri P.'S. Nataraja Pillai: So it is very clearly provided that 
itis ‘scheduled castes’, To the best of my knowledge, I say that 
there is no caste system in the Christian religion. I have not 
heard of any people belonging to-the Christian religion and yet 
belonging to scheduled castes in that religion and thus dividing 
themselves. What do we find in the Constitution? Article 341 
(i) says: “The President may, after consultation with the 
Governor ot Raj Pramukh ofa State, by public notification, 
specify the castes, races or tribes or parts of or groups within 
eastes, races or tribes which shall for the purposes of this Consti- 
tution be deemed to be Scheduled Castes in relation to that State, 
“and” (2) Parliament may by law include in or exclude from the 
list of Scheduled Castes specified in a notification issued under 
elause{i) any caste,” etc. Sir, that is a definite answer to my 
friend Mr. Varghese. It is not even the President who can have 
the right to include in or exclude from the list. It can be done 
only by Parliament by law. So, nobody has the right of includ- 
ing in or excluding from the list, or extending or contracting the 
list, except Parliament. It is within the province of Parliament 
only to make that change. My friend is asking me, whether we 
cannot doit. Isay, absolutely no. ““‘We can make reservation 
for any number of people. You can make a reservation fora 
vellala or for a jacobite syrian christian. Wecan ask for reser- 
vation in the Panchayats Bill.” Itis notso. When you are ex- 
tending the definition of the scheduled castes as included in the 
Constitution which is precluded from the Legislature and from 
the executive right of the Government, we are wrong. That 
right is vested only in Parliament. That cannot be done in this 
Bill. We cannot be justified in doing that. Apart from that, 
there is no legitimate ground for doing that. 

Shri T. V. Thomas: This is only an attempt to prevent ex- 
clusion of certain classes. 


Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: If it has been wrongly excluded 
in the promulgation, certainly it can be included. But it is for 


Parliament to do it. Suppose one class is included in the 


scheduled castes, and that class has to be excluded, certainly, 
Parliament can exclude it. The word is ‘may’. That is anyway 
the prevince of Parliament. ° 

Shri M. M. Abdul Khader: Does not Part XVI deal with 
reservation only in the House of the People andin the Legis- 
latures of States ? , 

Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: I do understand it. We have 
been proceeding so far only on that basis. The Constitution does 
not say there should be reservation in any local body. We are 
adopting that policy and we are extending it to the Panchayats 
Bill, and in extending it to the Panchayats, we are usivg a parti» 
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cular direction framed in the Constitution. When we use that 
particular direction, it is well recognized in law, as it exists 
today, that that word is not extended further than is warranted 
or allowed by the Constitution. We are embodying ‘certain 
provision for the scheduled castes in this Bill. That is a well 
known legal term at the present day. That legal term should be 
used in its exact connotation. It should not be allowed to be 
misused. ‘Therefore I say that this House has no right to define 
scheduled castes. ‘Scheduled castes’ is already defined, and-is a 
well known legal term. There is no doubt about it. Then the ques- 
tion is whether there is justification for this House to give repres 
entation of other communities. That, as the Chair, has put it, does 
not arise. Even if it arises, it is another substantive proposition 
to be debated upon and a conelusion arrived at. Therefore, J 
would earnestly request my friend, Mr. M. N. Govindan Nair, 
who has taken to polities as life—book, to see whether his amends 
ment fits in with the Constitution, to consider whether asking 
for reservation, when there is adult suffrage and when all dis. 
abilities based upon rage, religion or birth are removed under the 
Fundamental Rights guaranteed under the Constitution which 
are justifiable, is right and proper. With these words, I request 
my friend to withdraw the amendment. 
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The amendment was put and declared lost. 
Shri C. Achyutha Menon: I demand a poll, Sir.

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Section 8 deals with division into wards and method of election. 
Sub clause (7) refers to a notification which materially alters the 
existing division of a Panchayat area into wards. Asaresult of 
this some members sometimes may lose their seats ; wards may 
be redivided; existing wards may be abolished; new members 
will have to be elected for new wards and soon, All these may 
happen according to division of areas into wards. Therefore 
division into wards is a very vital matter in a Panchayat. In the 
District Municipalities Act and the Trivandrum City Municipal 
Act there is a provision to the effect that Governmentcan do so 
in consultation with the Municipal body concerned. We can 
understand Government dividing the area of a Panchayat into 
wards arbitrarily before a Panchayat is established and before 
the election is to be had. But after a Panchayat is established 
and the elections are over, a re-division ofthe area into wards by 
Government without consultation is not desirable. First of all 
the matter should be mooted by the Municipality or the Panch- 
ayat and then alone the Government should take action on it. 
What I say is, Government should take action only after a repres- 
entation by the Municipality concerned. Or if the Government 
finds it necessary and the Panchayat is not moving it, the Govern- 
ment should do so only after holding consultations with the 
Panchayat. At that stage it should not be arbitrary redivision. 
My amendment seeks only to say that arbitary division of wards 
should not take place. If any redivision into wards is necessita- 
ted, Government can do so in consultation with the Municipal 
bedy concerned. I appeal to the House to see that this amend- 
ment is accepted.

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Mr, Speaker: We will now proceed to examine the Bill

Shri V. R. Krishnan Ezbuthassan : Sir, I movet ‘In clause (1) of 
Section 2, substitute the words ‘State Aid to Industries Board’ 
for the words ‘Board of Industries’. 
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Shri Panampilli Gevinda Menon: Sir, I have no objection to 
accept the amendment. That seems to be a better wording than 
the one used inthe Bill, The amendment was adopted.

Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: I accept that amendment. 
The amendment was adopted. 


Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: Amendments Nos. 4, 7,8 
and 9 relate to the same subject as to what the constitution of the- 
Board shall be, and so it will be better to move them one by one 
and consider them together. . 


Mr. Speaker: Yes; Shri Thanu Pillai will move his amend- 
ment. 

Shri A. Thana Pillai: Sir, I move that in clause 3, sub- 
clause (3) line 1, substitute “one-half of the total number of 
members for the time being” for ‘three’. This is my reason. 
Here in Clause 3, sub-clause 1, the Board shall consist of not 
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less than seven and not more than twelve as the Government 
may sanction. In sub-clause (3) it is given that not less than 
three members shall be elected by the members of the State 
Legislative Assembly. Sir, there isa difference that we ought 
to recognise. Formerly when the old Acts were passed, the 
recommendations of this House sofar as finance matters were 
concerned, were only of a recommendatory nature. They were 
not really binding on Giovernment. Now conditions have 
completely changed. If we go deep into the matter the question 
can be very justifiably raised whether it is Board of this kind 
that ought to look into applications for state aid. Really it is 
this House that has to make recommendations and if at all, it 
should be a committee of this House. Now partly adopting the 
principles of the old Acts this Bill has now been brought forward. 
So Sir, ‘my suggestion is that the Board should contain at least 
not less than half the number of members to be elected from this 
ouse. 


Of course, I do not go deep into the principles of this Bill. 
Now Sir, you will find that if the Board rejects an japplication, 
the Government is bound by that rejection. If the Board sup- 
ports an application the Government may take their own 
decision. That is how I understand. Suppose this House finds 
that a particular industry should be given financial help and that 
a particular extent; still the Government under this Bill has 
power to reject that recommendation. Suppose this House is in 
favour of the view to give financial help ; but the majority of the 
members of the Board who have nothing todo with this House 
can take a negative view and that view will prevail, My 
pointis that it should not be so. Since this House has got re- 
presentation on that Board I say that that representation 
should be effective. Thatis why Isuggest that at least half 
the number cf members should be elected from among the 
members of this Assembly. 


There should be a satisfactory dealing in public money. 
Either there should be an estimates Committee to go in detail or 
this House should have opportunity to discuss these matters in 
detail. Anyway.as things stand neither of these things exist. 


"We have passed the Budget. Lakhs and Jakhs of rupees are thus 


allotted and then the Government make their own decisions.” The 
suggestion I have to make is that this Board which is to recom- 
mend or refuse to recommend financial aids to industries should 
contain not less than half the number of members elected by 
this Assembly. Hence my amendment. . 


Shri Kambisseril Karunakaran: I beg to move: 


In sub-section (3) of Section 3, delete the words ‘not being 
less than three’ and add “not being less than the number 


forming the majority of the Board” 
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Shri E, P. Varghese : I support the Jast amendment very stro- 
ngly. Section 3 lays down that there shall be a Board of Indus- 
tries and that all amounts sanctioned by the Board must be allo 
wed by the Government. 


The sanction must be by the Board and on that Board, it is 
stated, there should be at least three Members elected by the 
Assembly. The Government admits that this House shouldbe re- 
presented in the Board which sanctions loans to industries. I think. 
that it is but properthat we should have a majority of Members 
on the Board taken from this House. I do not think it requires 
much to commend the amendment to the House, because the 
Government themselves accept the principle that this House 
should be represented on the Board. ‘The Government have 
placed the maximum of the Board at 12. According to the section 
the maximum number of the Board is 12 and that the number of 
representatives from the House is only three. Of course, itis 
said “not being less than three.” But the discretion is left to the 
Government. The Board after all is to be constituted for giving 
loans as State aid to industries. It is admitted, as I said, that 
this House must be represented on the Board. Therefore, my 
submission is that under the circumstances now obtaining in this 
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country, it is better to have a maiority of the members of the 
Board to be elected by this House. 


About the loans to industries I had occasion to hear that 
loans have been given as political favours, but I want to verify 
them. If I find it true, I will not hesitate to place the details 
before the House. To avoid difficulties in future, let this House 
have a decisive voice in giving loans by way of State aid to 
industries. With these words, I support the amendment. 


Shri M. M. Abdul Khader: Sir, Imvove: 


“In Chapter Il, Section 3 (3) substitute ‘a majority of the members’ 
for ‘Such number of membera..,...............fixed by the Govern- 
ment.’ ”’ 

Once it has been decided to give representation to the 
Members of this House on the basis of proportional ‘representa- 
tion, I do not understand why the Government should be shyvof 
according majority representation to the elected representatives 
of the people. Already, as you know, Sir, there is a lot of criti- 
cism among the public of the way in which the State aid to 
industries is given. The loans granted to industries have been 
frittered away and abused in very many cases. Many of the 
loans have become irrecoverable. In such circumstances, it 
should have been not only proper but would be in keeping with 
the very spirit of the Act itself to have allowed greater representa- 
tion or a majority representation on the Board to the elected 
‘Members of this House. 
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Shri A. Thanu Pillai : May I suggest that Mr. Karunakaran’s 
amendment which is a comprehensive one be put to vote first.

Sir, a Member of the Legislative Assembly may cease to bea 
member for various reasons. He may cease to be a member for 
his mis-conduct. There are also certain disqualifications attach- 
ed to a member according to rules. Ina case like that where he 
has a lack of character, he ceases to be a member until the elec- 
tions are held and the vacancy being filled up. It may be 6 
months or a year till the elections take place when such a mem- 
ber will continue according to the existing proviso. Not only 
that. , Even when he ceases to be a member in the normal course 
if he is elected from the Legislature, why should he continue is 
my point. According to the Minister the members elected from 
the Leglsiature are in the Board just to give other members of 
what takes place there, but that object will not be fulfilled. For 
that reason also why should he continue. I thought the elected 
member is in the board for other purposes. Any way the Minister 
has made clear that an elected member is there only as a witness. 
He is to come and inform other members of the legislature as to 
what happens there. Even that object will not be fulfilled. Any 
way the idea that he shall hold office untilthe vacancy is filled | 
up is unnecessary. For these reasons I move my amendment. 


Shri R, Kesava Pillai: I also move my amendment. 
“In Section 4 delete the second Proviso”, 
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Shri V. R: Krishnan. Ezhuthassan? Sir, I move: 
Recast the two provisos of Section 4 as follows: — 


“provided that a member elected under sub-section (3) of Section 3. 
shall cease to be a. member of the Board when he ceagex to be 


a member of the Legislative Assembly : 


Provided further that notwithstanding the expiration of the term 
the Chairman and members shall continue to hold office until 
the vacancy caused. by. the expiration of the term has been 


filled up,” 
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The amendment moved by Shri A. Thanu Pillai was put 
and lost. . 

The amendments moved by Shri R. Kesava Pillai and 
Shri V. R. Krishnan Ezhuthassan were, by leave, with- 
drawn.

This is how the clause will then read: 


“ The Government may remove the chairman or any member 
of the Board if he, in the case of a member elected 
by the Legislative Assembly, ceases to be a member 


ot that Assembly, and in the case of any other mem 
ere 


(a) becomes subject to any physical or mental disability 
which in the opinion of the Government renders him unfair to 
act as chairman ora member, as the case may be, of the Board; 


(b) is convicted of any such offence or is subjected by any 
Criminal Court to any such order as in the opinion of the Gov- 
ernment implies a defect of character which renders him unfit to 
continue to be the chairman or a member, as the case may be, of 
the Board ; 

(c) without excuse sufficient in the opinion of the Govern 
ment, is absent without the consent of the Board from more than 
three consecutive meetings ofthe Board; or 

(d) contravenes the provisions of Section 9. 

Now my object in making this amendment is this. This 
House is asked to elect certain members to be members of this 
board. Then, to me it appears derogatory to this House that the 
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Government, without reference to it, should remove such a 
member. That is, this House is asked to elect and it elects three 
of its members to work onthe board. Later on, for some reason 
or other, the Government, without reference to this House re<« 
move those members, or any one of themembers. That should 
not be allowed. If you want this House to elect the members, 
you cannot also have some other agency to terminate the mem- 
bership of those members. 


According to my aniendment, in the case of members who 
are not elected by this House, Government may remove them if 
they become subject to the disqualifications mentioned in the 
Bill. Butin the case of a member of the Legislative Assembly, 
it may be argued, that he will cease to bea member of the As- 
sembly,if he is subject to the disqualifications under the first 
twosub-clauses, and as such, there is no necessity for Govern- 
ment or another agency to declare that he is unfit to continue 
as Chairman or member. When a member ceases to be a member 
of this House, he automatically ceases to be a member of the 
Board also. If he is fitto continue as a member of this House, 
then I maintain he must be considered fit tobe a member of the 
Board. It cannot be left to the Government to say whether he is 
fit or not. Therefore I say that, in the case of a member elected 
from this House, the Government should not have the right to 
decide whether he has become subject to any of the disqualifica- 
tions mentioned, not only of the first two types, but those under 
the other two sub-clauses also, namely absenting from three con- 
secutive meetings of the Board and contravening the provisions 
of Section 9. That is because according to me, it is derogatory 
to this House.

Over and above these departments three other departments 
viz., the Department of Archaeology, the Department of Joint 
Stock Companies and the Offices of the Employment Exchanges 
inthe State have also become Central Departmenis with effect 
from 1-4-1950. But the administration of the last two depart- 
ments is still being conducted by the State Government on an 
agency basis. As for the Department of Archaeology the Central 
Government has not actually assumed charge of ‘ts admini- 
stration pending the final decision on certain questions like the 
question as to which monuments should be declared to be 
of nationalimportance. Along with the transfer of the depart- 
ments mentioned above a total of 6534 Officers attached to these 
departments have also become Central Government employees 
in terms of the Agreement.

As per the terms of the Federal Financial Agreement the 
Officers and staff taken over by the Centre are entitled to be 
absorbed in Central Service on terms not less advantageous than 
those enjoyed by them while in State service. But Government 
have received complaints from various quarters. They have 
seen articles published in mewspapers alleging that these 
Officers and staff are not getting due recognition at the hands of 
the Central authorities and that they are being treated more or 
less as new entrants to the respective Central Departments con- 
cerned. Resolutions to the above effect have been passed and 
forwarded to Government by the Federation of Central Govern- 
ment Employees (Ex-State) in Travancore-Cochin State re- 
questing Government to take immediate action toredress their 
grievances. Their requests are :-- 

1. That the Central scales of pay may be extended to the 
integrated Officers also from the date of financial integration, 

2, That the practice of evaluating and equating the ex” 
State posts in the various integrated departments to disadvant~- 
ageous and in appropriate rules under the Central Government 

may be reviewed. 

3. That the posts in All-India Radio should be categorised 
and orders issued at once. 
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4. That the orders of categorisation relating to the ex- 
Anchal staff, Civil Aviation and Central Excise should be fully 
implemented. 


5. That the temporaries in all the Departments should be 
automatically absorbed and confirmed in appropriate posts 
recognising departmental tests. 


6. That the age of superannuation should be fixed as 66 for 
all ex-State Central Employees as in the case of their colleagues in 
Central Services. 


7, That their service associations should be duly recognised 
by the Government of India. 


8. That full weightage should be given to the past service 
of ex-State employees. 


9. That the claim of fourth class ex-State officials for pro- 
motion to third class, irrespective of age and other restrictions 
should be considered. 


10. That the transfer of employees outside the State should 
not be made without the consent of the employees concerned. 


They have also requested this Government to allow such of 
them as are willing to revert to State service to do so without 
prejudice 10 their seniority and other claims. 


This Government have paid very anxious consideration to 
the legitimate and reasonable demands of the ex-State Employees. 
The Chief Secretary has had personal discussion with the Officers 
of the Ministry of States on this question even recently i.e. , 
during the first week of May 1952 with particular reference to 
the question of fixation of salaries of the personnel according to 
the Central scales of pay. This Government again reminded about 
the urgency of the matter on 1-7-1952. The Government of India 
have sent areply which has been received on 14-7-1952. It is 
stated in the Government of India’s letter that a decision has 
already been taken to the effect that thestaff taken over will be 
given the Central rates of pay with effect from 1-4-1951 and that 
it will be out of the question to reopen the decision at this stage. 
With regard to the other points, it is stated that the Ministry of 
Finance is considering them. 


The Government have given adequate consideration to the 
question of allowing the eéx-State employees to revert to the 
State service as desired by them and all that is possible will be 
done in this respect also. Thus when the Accountant General’s 
Office was taken over by the Centre such of the employees as 
were prepared to come back tothe State service relinquishing 
their lien there were allowed to doso and they were absorbed 
into the Public Debt Section of the Finance Department. 
. Likewise certain others who hold a permanent lien in the Central 
Departments but are working under state Governments expressed 
their desire to continue in State Service. Their case is under

consideration. This Government cannot, however, agree to the 
request to allow all ex-State officials concerned to take the option 
to revert to State Service because such a course would lead to very 
many administrative difficulties. The Government of India have 
repeatedly informed this Government that they cannot agree to 
the idea of taking any State Officer in exchange of Officers who 
might be re-entertained in State service in many of the integrated 
departments. So long as no such reciprocal arrangement is 
possible, the re-entertainment of a large number of Officers in 
Central Dapartments cannot but tend to create a good number 
- of superfluous hands out of the existing personnel in State 
Services. 
Shri fT. V. Thomas: It will be useful if we get a copy of the 
Statement just made by the Chief Minister. 


Shri M. M. Abdul Khader: Why were the points not pressed 
before the Central Government ? 


Shri A, J. John: ‘The points were pressed. 
Mr, Speaker: The motion is before the House for discussion. 


Shri P.S. Nataraja Pillai: The hor. Chief Minister has moved 
a motion which affects a very large number of families in our 
State. The figures given by him show that there are more than 
six thousand such families. But when you take into considera- 
tion the personnel that has not been taken into the Central 
Service, for example, the Military, it goes up to ten thousand. 
It is a very important matter affecting ten thousand families in 
this State. But before going into the details of the. matter, 
I would just like to place before this House the conception of 
Federal integration. Federal integration is an inevitable 
consequence of the Constitution of the Union of India. Sir, in 
the authoritative sta‘ement of policy in the White Paper publish- 
ed by the Government of India, in page 87 it is stated : : 


‘From this concept of States and Provinces as equal partners 
it follows that the Central Government should func- 
tion in States over the same range of subjects and 
with the same powers as in Provinces. It is only in 
this way that the Union of India will gain in strength 
and its policies in effectiveness. There is no Federa- 
tion in which the Central Government possesses 
different levels 6f power and authority in the units 
comprised in it. Such differences in jurisdiction 
from unit to unit are bound to be a source of weak- 
ness and to produce a sense of unfairness among the 
less favoured units which will be fatal to. friendly 
relations and orderly progress.’ 


Sir, the conception is that the States are equal to Provinces and 
the State service is the same as the Provincial service. There is 
absolutely no difference or different interests in these services. 
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Then Sir, we were functioning as a separate State with a 
separate service. When we entered into the Federal integration, 
the Committee appointed by the Constituent Assembly went into 
the question. And when Federal integration was effected the 
question of integration of services was felt as one of the most 
important problems. 


The Committee’s recommendation was: 


‘The permanent staff wholly (or substantially) engaged on 
work connected with “federal” subjects in States 
on the prescribed date should be taken over by the 
Centre in appropriate grades and upon terms not 
less advantageous than in the service of the States. 
Temporary staff so engaged should also be similarly 
absorbed so far as possible, having due regard to 
their susiability. The States attach considerable 
importance to this point, and woul. be glad to rele- 
ase all such staff consistent, of course, with their 
own requirements in those departments where the 
subjects dealt with are both ‘“‘federal” and “ pro- 
vincial.” 


_ Six, the hon. Chief Minister laid more emphasis on ‘not less 
advantageous terms.’ But the previous portion is more import- 
ant. That is, it will be taken over ‘in appropriate grades and 
upon terms not Jess advantageous.’ That is the crucial thing ; 
and in the subsequent sentence, ‘the temporary staff so engaged’ 
will similarly be absorbed. That is the crucial point as far as 
the Travancore service integration is concerned and we want to 
give more emphasis to it. I would read a quotation from the 
White Paper with regard to the Military: 


‘The future organisation of the States Forces has been re- 
ceiving the attention of the Government of India. 
For this purpose a series of conferences were held 
with the Rajpramukhs in 1948 and 1949. As a result, 
full agreement has been reached about the future 
treatment of these forces, and an agreed scheme 
has been drawn up. The main features of this 
scheme are : 


(i) that these forces will be commanded by an officer of 
the Indian Army lent to the -Rajpramukh for the 
purpose ; - 


(ii) ‘that the strength and organisation of these forces will 
be fixed with reference to the role which they will 
play in the defence of India as well; ~ 


(iii) that in consequence there should be a reconstitution 
and reorganisation of these forces on the pattern of 
the Indian Army; 
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(iv) that officers will hereafter be selected through the 
same machinery and in the same manner as for the 
Indian Army; the extra number will accordingly 
pe selected, trained and commissioned by the Gov- 
ernment of India and appointed by the Rajpramukhs 
of the respective Unions ; 

(v) that promotions etc., will be made on the same lines as 
they are made in the Indian Army; and 
(vi) that there will be a certain amount of interchangea- 

bility of officers between the Indian Army and the 
State Forces.’ ; 

Further in paragraph 100 they say: 

“ These forces will immediately come under the operational 
command of the Indian Army Commands in whose 
area the Unions are located. It is intended to com- 
plete the process of reorganisation by the end of 
1951 when the Forces of the Unions of States will, 
in all respects, including pay and allowances, orga- 
nisation etc., be on a par with the Indian Army 
Units.” 


These were the principles under which the Central Admini- 
strative Services were integrated with those of the services in 
Travancore. But whatis the result Sir? The difficulties are 
multifarious in different departments. One of the main things 
which affects adversely the Travancore personnel is in the 
matter of categorisation. Sir, before going into that fact, I would 
like to place before the House a letter from the Public Service 
Commission dated 1-6-1950. There, in it is stated: 


‘The Union Public Service Commission will like to draw 
the attention to the fact that Government assurance . 
is only for maintaining the Government employees 
in posts in their respective scales of pay and not for 
absorbing them automatically into the correspond- 
ing All India or Central service. Absorption in any 
of the services would be of the nature of direct 
recruitment and will therefore be done by the Union 
Public Service Commission.’ 


That directly contradicts the conception and recommendation of 
the Finance Committee. The object of the recommendation of 
the Finance Committee was that by integration we are creating 
services where automatically the State service personnel would 
be absorbed. But the Public Service Commission in 1-6-1950 
declar d that they will be taken into service only as first entrants. 
That I think was not right or just. That seemed to have been 
rectified and on September 28th, 1951 regulation was passed by 
the President of India which was laid on the table of House of 
the People in New Delhi which runs as follows: 


‘In exercise of the powers conferred by the Constitution, the 
President has made a regulation in this respect 
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which reads: It shall not be necessary and shall be 
deemed never to have been necessary to consult the 
Union Public Service Commission in regard to 
initial appointment to services and posts in connec~ 
tion with the affairs of the Union, of any person who 
was previously in the permanent employment of any 
former Indian State where such appointment has 
been made or where it is proposed to make such an 
appointment in pursuance of the commitments made 
in connection with the constitutional changes and 
extension of the executive authority of the Union 
Government to any territory formerly comprised in 
any such former Indian States’. 


The Union Public Service Commission circularised the head 
of the departments that the State service personnel taken over 
to the Central service should be treated as new entrants. But 
on the basis of the policy statement and the new regulation, they 
should be absorbed in the Central service in their proper grade. 
A certain amount of difficulty and doubts have arisen on account 
of these two orders and the result was the personnel taken over 
to the Central service have to suffer. 


That mischief seems to have been attempted to be rectified. 
Even now, Sir, the hon. Chief Minister told us that the Govern- 
ment of India, even as late as 14-7-1952, said that the question of 
reopening the pay-scales from 1959 cannot be considered because 
it is a closed chapter. In the light of the commitments which the 
Government of India have made, and in the light of our dealing 
with that Government—it is not atoreign Government, and the 
Central Government is our own Government—the Central 
Government have no right to say so and go back on their com- 
mitments with this Government. May be, they are misinter- 
preting the rules and are not acting according to the provisions 
of the Constitution. Ifso, we are not bound by those things. 
Under the provisions declared in authoritative documents, the 
service personnel is entitled to get a weightage from the date of 
integration and thatis from 1-4-1950. I think there can be no 
justification for the Government of India to go back upon their 
decision which was a decision commonly arrived at, not only for 
the Central Government but for the sake of the State Govern- 
ments as well. It wasa decision arrived at by the Union 
Government and so for the whole of india, a decision by the people 
representing the units and the Centre. As such it is binding on 
them. Itis not a one party decision; it is not a one party matter 
to revise things which were arrived at by common consent and to 
change them as they wish. 


Coming to the question of categorization, I say that the state 
service personnel was not taken into appropriate grade, that 
principle was not implemented. “The specific directive that the 
service integration shall not be less advantageous to the ex-Stale 
officials’? means this that the nature of responsibility they 
were shouldering, the emoluments they were drawing in relation 
to their work under state conditions, the normal prospects in the 
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State service, the privileges enjoyed by them etc., have to be 
considered cumula‘ively te decide the advantage or the dis- 
advantage and definitely not the ex-State pay alone as it is done 
at present.” That should be the principle under which they 
should apply it. But what we find is they are generally ignored 
and result in very hard cases. . 


Sir, there is another very important aspect’of this matter. 
In our State, we had different gradés of appointment on dif- 
ferent scales ofpay In the Central service, it is only a time- 
scale. We have here three grades or more such as Rs. 30-40, 
Rs. 45-75 and so con. But the Central Government has two 
grades only, the lower division clerks and the upper division 
clerks, working on a time-scale, and when the ex-State officials 
are absorbed into those time-scales of pay, without taking into 
consideration the functions and responsibilities in the State 
service or the work that they were doing in the State in their 
respective places, much hardship is caused. They are simply 
being catevorized as lower division clerks without any reason, 
A clerk who was working here on Rs. 30-45 is being categorized 
as a clerk on Rs. 35-1 50 and a clerk on Rs. 80-5-100 is categorized 
on Rs 55-120 scale. This, asa matter of fact. has given rise to 
difficulties in the Telephone Derartment and the Income tax 
Department. In the Telephone Department, Rs. 45-75 clerks are 
all graduates with a pass in the Public Service Commission’s 
exairination, and all of them were recruited by the Public 
Service Commission which was functioning under law in tls 
State. Simply because they were working on Rs. 45-75, they are 
taken over to the grade of the lower division clerks for which 
post the qualification prescribed by the Centre is only a mere 
matriculation. For the lower division clerk’s post in the Govern- 
ment of India service, in many departments people with no more 
than the qualification of matriculation are being recruited. So, 
to equate our graduates, who have passed the special tests and 
have been recruited by the Public Service Commission, with 
people holding definitely lesser qualification will be injustice, to 
put it in the mildest form. Not only that. The functions that 
these State servants were discharging in the Income tax Depart- 
ment were of great importance. ‘While the lower division 
clerk there is dealing with despatching or registering letters, 
clerks here were dealing with assessment files and to a certain 
extent, the work of auditors, the work that should naturally fall 
upon better paid persons. That aspect is ignored and the ex- 
State servants are now tabulated or equated with the typists; 
they are equated with lower division clerks who are doing 
typist’s work, or despatch work or registering work. The actual 
work of assessment falls on the Inspectors there. Simply 
because we have no similar category or grade here, they should 
net, lose the legitimate right they have under the declared 
previsiens, to be classified with people doing similar work in 
the Central service. I have details with me but I do not 
want to go further on thismatter. What I say is, that this 
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is exactly the case in the Telephone Department also. In the 
Telephone Department we find a greater hardship in the officer’s 
ranks. That is also true as far as officers’ ranks in the Income tax 
Department are concerned. In the Income tax Department, in the 
Union Service there are Class I and Class II officers with 
different scales of pay. In the Class II officers’ cadre, we have 
three grades. In Travancore, we had only a Commissioner and 
an Assistant Commissioner besides Income tax Officers. The 
Income tax Officers here were doing exactly the duties of the 
II Class Officers of the Central Income tax Department. They 
were doing the same work, the identical work which the central 
JI Class Officers were doing there. You will also find that we did 
not overstaff the Income tax Department. We had only two Com- 
missioners. Now, we have got three Commissioners under the 
Central Government to look after or control the volume of 
income tax work in this integrated State. That is one aspect of 
income tax integration which we must bear in mind. Our 
officers have been integra'ed with the Central Department on a 
position whichis of less advantage to them than it ought to have 
been. Take again the case of the Broadcasting and Telephone 
Departments. We had here men with degrees in engineering, with 
degrees in specialized branches, with special qualification in sound 
engineering, etc. They are being absorbed in the Centre with 
men of lesser qualification and lesser technical efficiency, and they 
are ranked even inferior to them in the gradation list. These are 
matters that ought to be regularized. There is one aspect which 
we cannot forget in regard to this question.” There is a good deal of 
human interest in these matters. Whatever may be the princi- 
ples that are laid down, when the details are worked out, we have 
inevitably to take into account the human element that will play 
its part. So, there may be this selection and appointment. But 
the legitimate rights of our personnel will have tobe put forward 
by a competent, responsible Government representative at every 
stage. For that matter, it may be remembered that, we in our 
country have welfare schemes for labour which is a legitimate 
function. In the same way, when about ten thousand families 
are affected in ‘this way, is it not the duty of this State to put 
somebody- a name may be coined-to look after the welfare of 
of the service personnel who are being affiliated or absorbed or 
taken to the Central service. Weare,asa matter of fact, con- 
vinced, this House feels convinced, and the Government also feels 
convinced that there is a real, genuine hardship. Therefore my 
one suggestion is the Government should appoint a very com- 
petent, high-ranking officer to deal on equal terms with the 
Central officers in working out the details of this scheme, so that 
the interests of our whole service may not be jeopardized. The 
greater is the difficulty as far as military personnel is concerned. 
There was the specific assurance after the conferences in 1949 
and 1950—the conferences that the Central Government had 
with the Rajpramukhs and representatives of the States all over 
India, that the state forces will be amalgamated with the Indian 
Armed Service personnel. But what do we find? Their number 
retrenched, or that was taken into the Centre,is abnormally low. 


ros 
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To a certain extent, it is shocking. 2,225 other ranks, 34 officers 
and 75 junior commissioned officers were rejected outright for 
no fault of theirs, throwing thousands of their families into 
difficulty. Is there anything that could be done to remedy the 
evil, or to help these pesple? If I understand it correctly, I am 
told that when military personnel was integrated in the other 
Indian States, the officers serving there were taken into the 
Indian service in toto. If they were not taken over very liberal 
pensions were allowed in their case for the service they had 
put in. . 

Mr. Speaker: Was the standard of the State Forces here 
inferior when compared to that of the Other Indian State Forces? 


Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: I understand, Sir, that as far as 
the published records go, the Indian State Forces have gained 
the appreciation of all both in the field and in active service 

Shri Nedumangad R. Kesavan Nair: Is not ours decidedly 
superior? 

Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: I do not want to express my 
opinion on a technical matter. I would prefer to quote 
technical opinion than give my own opinion. In all published 
records, the Travancore State Forces serving in the battle-front 
have earned encomiums everywhere without exception, and it is 
recognized by the Government of India in their publications. In 
their publications, they say that Travancore State Forces...... 

Shri R. Kesava Pillai: Have not our forces been summoned 
to Hyderabad, Bombay and other places for defence? 


Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: I would request my hon. Friend 
_ to allow me to continue. - ; 
Mr, Speaker: Please finish soon. 


Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Not only that. The Govern- 
ment of India and the Military Department of the Government 
of India, in their resolutions, have recorded the fact that the 
mechanized forces of Travancore State Forces were superior to 
any other mechanized force from India. That is a fact,

ot do not think my hon. friends will’‘put such questions, for it 
is so well known a fact not onlyhere, but throughout India that 
our Military stands second to none in point of efficiency. Sir, 
when the military personne! in the States of Hyderabad, Baroda 
Kolhapur, Patiala, Jodhpur, Jaipur, Mysore and other places 
were all absorbed with the Indian ranks and suitable provisions 
also were made, what do we find here? In our State 2334 persons 
were thrown out of employment for no fault of theirs and they 
are all people who have given their best period of life in the 
State service. It is such personnel who have been thrown 
away without | adequate compensation. I think this is an un- 
heard of atrocity if I may use that word in this context. That, 
ig one aspect so Jar as oyr military personnel is goncerned, 
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There are other questions as well, as referred to by hon. 
friends. Unfortunately I was anxiously looking forward to the 
case of people who want to revert, some conditions had been 
enumerated in the case of certain departments. Ihave only to 
say there is only one department which can completely claim to 
take advantage of it. The one department which can legiti- 
mately and legally claim, is the Central Excise department. 
For the Central Excise, a parent department is functioning here. 
It is only a portion of the Central Excise department of the 
Government of India. A portion of the original Excise Depart- 
ment functions here. People who have joined that department 
from our state can legitimately claim a reversion to their original 
places, if they are not treated justly by the Centre. The distinc- 
tion that I wish to draw is that departments like Telephone, 
Post and Telegraph, Income Tax do not have a parent depart- 
ment here as the Excise. In other words, we have no parent 
department within the jurisdiction of the State except for the 
Central Excise department. Therefore for the officers working 
there, option must be given to revert to our service. Even at 
the early stage of absorption, the basis to be adopted is to put 
them in the scale of Central Excise officers’ grade. When they 
are not treated properly by the Central Government, if they 
claim to revert to their original service, they have certainly a 
right todoso. That is a legitimate demand of theirs andI think 
this Government will havea duty to help them to come back 
to this service if they feel that those services are not advant-. 
ageous, Ido not want to go further and speak of other depart- 
ments. A word more about scales of pay and superannuation. 
There is great difficulty felt in respect of that. Under our rule, 
there is 25 years of service and 60years of age, for pension. They 
have reduced the age to 55 and period of service increased to 30 
years. According to that, a lot of people are not going to get 
full pension. ‘That is gross injustice. To formulate a rule which 
will vitally affect the interests of the people in service is gross 
injustice. Under these conditions people are asked to retire 
without full pension. This is a matter for serious consideration 
. of Government, 


A word on the question of weightage and Ihave done. That 
isa very difficult problem asfarasIseeit Therein lies a genuine 
grievance. People who have put in 18 and 20 years of service 
when they get themselves absorbed in time scale find their 
juniors who have had about 3 to 4 years service to credit, cate- 
gorised as seniors in point of service, That is a very extra- 
ordinary situation. I should even say if I am allowed that it isa 
monstrous thing. People who have put in over 18 years of 
service, with better technical and general qualifications, when 
they are taken in the time scale are ranked as juniors in service 
to those who have put in 3 to 4 years of service in the Central 
Government. Persons with better qualifications, better eficiency, 
better experience, to serve as juniors to persons who have put in 
only 3 to. 4 years in the Central Service is a very very hard lot. 
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This isan extraordinary situation and it requires an extraordi- 
nary remedy. Therefore I suggest that the recommendations o 

the Central Pay Commission should be adopted in the case of 
these people and remedy the inequalities and injustice suffered 
thereby. With these words I commend the motion.

Shri Nedumangad R, Kesavan Nair: Sir, after having heard 
the hon. Member for Trichur I wish to place before this House 
certain circumstances that led to this unfortunate plight of over 
6,000 brother officers of the State. The integration was first 
thought of as early as 1947. The integration of Travancore and 
Cochin took place as per article 19 of the Covenant and that was 
referred to by the hon. Member for Trichur. Under that article 
the continuance in service of the permanent members of the 
public services of either Covenanting State was assured to and it 
was also enjoined that it shall not be less advantageous than 
those which were existing then, . 


Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: One question. May I know 
whether it applies to the Central Government? Is it not only 
between Travancore and Cochin ? 
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Shr’ Nedumangad R. Kesavan Nair: Mr. Natarajia Pillai will 
be a little bit patient. I am just going to place before this House 
certain circumstances which led to the unfortunate plight of the 
6,000 officers who are now in a miserable condition for the last 
two years. For that, I have necessarily to make some retrospect. 


The integration of Travancore and Cochin was before 1950. 
When the integration of Travancore and Cochin was taken up, 
the security of service was assured. My object is to bring home 
to this House the fact that this security of service of every cficer 
was maintained through and through right up to the Constitu- 
tion. Hence I have to take the House back to the date of the 
Travancore-Cochin integration. Article 19 read by the hon. 
Member for Trichur was found relevant and so I have to invite 
the attention of the House to that article. The next important 
date that invites our attention is, as pointed out by the hon. 
Member for Trivandrum, the date of the interim report. In 
the interim report it has been definitely stated that the staff that 
are employed in the departments that are taken over by the 
Centre, will be given security of service, and as stated by the 
hon. Chief Minister, they willbe placed on appropriate scales. 
So, section 19 of the Covenant was confirmed in the interim 
report. This is the relevant sentence :— 


“The staff actually engaged on work connected with 
. “ Central” functions (except such as may be requir- 

ed by the State Governments themselves in connec~ 

tion with their own administrations) should also be 

taken over by the Central Government in appropri- 

ate grades and on terms not less advantageous than 

those enjoyed by them before the prescribed date.” 


T invite the attention of the hon, Member for Trichur to the 
next senience and ask whether this Government was not lukewarm 
in conSidering the interests of the services personnel of the 
State. This is the sentence dealing with it :— 


“The Travancore and Cochin Governments rightly attach 
great importance to the utilisation of the existing 
staff, and in our opinion, every attempt should be 
made to employ such staff in the appropriate grades 
of the corresponding Departments under the Govern- 
ment of India.” 


So, no effort was spared by the Travancore-Cochin Govern- 
ment to impress upon the Centre. to conserve the interests of 
the service personnel, 


With this background and with this assurance, I may men- 
tion here that our assets worth crores and crores were taken 
over by the Centre as a result of financial integration. The 
question of compensation arose. But it was not a mutual agree- 
ment. It wasa thing that was imposed upon us and we had to 
take it lying down. LIasked the hon. Minister for Works yester- 
day whether any compensation was paid to our assets. He said 
that no compensation was paid. 
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Shri A. Thanu Pillai: Are we here concerned with the 
material assets? We are concerned only with the service per- 
sonnel of the State. 


Shri Nedumangad R, Kasavan Nair: Please leave the ques- 
tion of relevancy to the Speaker and allow me to proceed on my 
own lines. 


I was submitting to the House that when assets worth crores 
and crores have been taken over, our officers have been put into 
this unfortunate plight. I was referring to the question of compen- 
sation not being paid.to us by the Centre, only to impress upon 
the House tha’ in equity they should have at least treated our 
officers on a par with the officers there. This is what the -report 
states as regards the assets. 


“On the principles stated and apart from any adjustment 
required during the transilional period to avoid 
disloca:ion, no quesiion of “compensation ” as such 
whether for assets or revenues (passing to the 
centre upon federal financial integration) would 
arise” 

So, that was an arbitrary deicision and we are tied down by it. 
With this assurance that our officers would be provided in appro- 
priate grades and that every effort would be made to see that our 
officers do not suffer by this integration, the integration came 
into existence. That was on 1-4-19:0. It was definitely made 
clear that the amounts received by the services personnel, by 
way of pay, their service, and their appropriate grades would. not 
be disturbed, but after a lapse of one year, i. e., on 1-4-1951, we 
are told that their services would be considered only after 
1-4-1951. The member for Trivandrum made a reference to that 
as also the hon. Chief Minister. So, Ido not want to refer to it 
agan. But ultimately, we find that we are considerably handi- 
capped so far as our officers are concerned. The officers whether 
they belonged to the Incometax, or the Customs or the Broad- 
casting, were all taken and credit was given to their service only 
from 1-4-1951. There was a statement to which reference was 
made by Mr. Nataraja Pillai, made by the Home Minister in 
September 1951 just setting at naught the statement made by the 
Union Public Service Commission. This is that statement :— 


In September 1951 it has been stated by the Home Minister that— 


“Tt shall not be necessary and shall be deemed never to 
have been necessary to consult the Union Public Service 
Commission in regard to initial appointment to services 
and posts in connection with the affairs of the Union, 
of any person who was previously in the permanent 
employment of any former Indian State where such 
appointment has been made or where it is proposed to 
make such an appointment in pursuance of the commit- 
ments made in connection with the constitutional changes 
and extension of the executive authority of the Union 
Government to any territory formerly comprised in any 
3uch former Indian State”. 
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After such a statement, what we find is that the policy that has 
been adopted is directly opposite to the said statement made by 
the Home Minister. The services personnel who hoped much 
and who thought that their pay.would be enhanced and that a 
better condition would come into existence were all disappuinted, 
and the pay that was given to them after this integration was not 
a pie more than the pay they were getting before the integration. 
Added to that, they had another difficulty, and that is, the work 
they were asked to do is not at all in proportion to the work they 
were doing before. While in the Travancore State Service they 
were entilled to leave for a certain number of days, and they 
need work only for a particular period, not only did the Centre 
insist on them to do additional work but they also minimised the 
leave to which they are entitled, and gave them only their origi- 
nal pay. Then again, in the matter of the gradati n of these 
officers, they were taken on the same pay and fixing a maximum 
without any intermediate grade being fixed. I shall just point 
out one example. In our Income Tax Department there were 
several grades of service. There were the Deputy Commissioners 
the Assistant Commissioners and the Inspectors who possessed 
high academic qualifications. They were all drafted to the 
Central Income-Tax Department and their pay was fixed at one 
grade approximately between Rs. 150-600 with the result that 
persons with two years, or 15 years or 20 years service were alf 
brought in the same grade. That obviously means that no 
weightage was given to the service of the perconnel taken from 
the Travancore-Cochin State Service. That was also diametri- 
cally opposite to the Agreement entered into. 


Now, Sir, I shall cite another instance. When the Excise 
Inspectors of this State were taken to the Central Service, it was 
made definitely clear that they were taken on deputation and 
that for one year only. Obviously they were made to understand 
that they would have a bright future and thus they were made 
to sign the agreement. That was on 10-3-1950. In their Agree- 
ment it was stated definitely that they would be there on deputa- 
. tion only for one year. Just 10 days after that they were told 
that they were taken on the permanent staff and subsequently, 
they were taken on the permanent staff without their consent 
and on terms to which they had not agreed. That was an extremely 
arbitrary act. Sir, I would like to place a number of other 
instances like these where these officers have been unfairly 
treated by the Centre but I fear that I would be taking the time 
of the House. There was another injustice done to the Excise 
personnel. When they were taken, they were made to under- 
stand that they would be absorbed as Supervisors on Rs. 80-120. 
Subsequently, about 12 of these personnel who were taken to the 
Centre were given only Rs. 55-130 instead of Rs. 80-120, and they 
were not given any option. Itis stated that the Centre has de- 
finitely told the State Government that the officers who have 
been incorporated in the Central service could not be taken back. 


So far as the Telephone Department is concerned, I am made 
to understand that 3 officers have been taken over tothe Centre, 
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But, before I pass on to the Telephone Department I have to say 
that there is one other patent and outstanding injustice which 
deserves our consideration. Again I come to the Excise Depart- 
ment. At the time when the Excise subordinates were taken in 
1930, the Ad-Hoe Committee visited the State and they are report- 
ed to have stated that no member of the non-gazetted staff would . 
be taken outside the State of Travancore-Cochin without his 
consent. Contrary to this a very large number of those service 
personnel are being transferred outside the State. Persons who 
draw Rs. 60 per mensem have been asked to go to Bombay or 
Madras or to some other far-off place leaving their family here. 
This causes extreme misery to these personnel. I have been 
referring to the Telephone Department. Thirty-four persons 
have been incorporated into the Union Service. I understand, Sir, 
that those service personnel who were incorporated from Mysore 
in the like manner were given their pay which was at par 
with the pay of the. personnel of the Centre. Persons -incorpo- 
rated from Hyderabad also were given the same pay that the 
service personnel of the Centre were given. But so far as 
Travancore-Cochin is concerned, they are asked to receive their 
original pay and even the lowpaid.peons are asked to go to 
Madras and other far-off places on this meagre pay with the 
result that all these persons and their families are made to suffer 
untold hardships. Not much of thought is necessary for one to 
come to the conclusion that it is impossible for clerks who have 
put in 9 or 10 years of service in the State to go and work in 
Madras leaving their family. The only alternative for them wouid 
be to chuck off their jobs and seek some other means for liveli- 
hood here. So far as the officers in the higher ranks are con- 
cerned, their claims were mercilessly overlooked and their 
prospects of higher pay and their claim to rise grade by grade 
has also been overlooked. Now, there is another outstanding 
instance of unfairness on the part of the Centre. When the 
British left India a large number of vacancies arose in the higher 
ranks. With marvellous rapidity such posts were filled from 
among the members outside the State of Travancore-Cochin. 
Very possibly that was done with a view to defeat our prospec- 
tive claims since integration was already in contemplation. 
Now, we have been told that integration is not complete even 
now though two years have elapsed: Why could, they have not 
settled the question of integration? They say, that after inte- 
gration has been efected completely the question of confirmation 
would be taken up for consideration, But they have lost no time 
in confirming their people. That is one side of the question. 
Sir, I was at the question of the Telephone Department personnel. 
In the matter cf eficiency, service, experience and qualifications 
the personnel of our State Telephone Department can rival with 
the officers of any other part of India. Our officers are very 
ofsitient and they are second to none in any place in the rest of 
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In this connection I shall just place before you another 
circumstance. Now, the Centre is saying that it is impossible to 
take our men in such high ranking posts there. This does not 
stand to reason. It is here that I state that the question of assets 
become relevant. I fail to see how the question of our assets is 
far from the scope of the discussion here. While appropriating 
our assets coming to fabulous amounts is it proper on the part 
of the Centre to withhold the barest justice that is expected of 
them in the matter of this integration of service to our personnel. 
I shall cite here one example. They have taken our military 
barracks which was worth lakhs and lakhs. When the question 
of compensation came up they said that no question of 
compensation arose, and that it was a merger on a definite 
financial basis. Mere jugglery in words! After having freely 
taken the buildings and area of the whole barracks, when we 
demanded a particular portion of that place for our temporary 
use they were demanding a high rent. In the matter of the 
Telephone Department also they have removed accessories worth 
thousands and thousands of rupees from our State. Now, they 
are contemplating to remove our huge machines of the mint 
which are in our possession. Probably, we may be helpless. 
Why I complain of these things is to impress upon this House 
the utter disregard of justice shown by the Centre in asking our 
officers who havé spent the best part of their lives in serving our 
State. They have put in 15 and 20 years of service here and are 
now asked to leave their wives and children and go to far off 
places. They are made to suffer because they are the service 
personnel of the Travancore-Cochin State. That is extremely 
hard Sir. This is not a healthy state of affairs and as suggested 
by hon. Member Shri Achutha Menon we are not going to take 
this injustice lying down. «We have been here for the last twenty- 
six days, and all parties are assembled in this House. Irrespec- 
tive of party affiliations and leanings we should be determined 
to fight till justice is done to our officers, with “God and our 
Rights” as our watch words. These helpless officers numbering 
about 6534 have been suffering for the last two years and nobody 
attends to their grievances. The State Government might tell 
them to go and complain to the Centre, and the Centre vice versa. 
It is a pity to see the sons of our soil, making representations 
and submitting memorials to the Government; when there is 
none to hear them. Can’t we do anything for them? Certainly 
we can do one thing. We must pull ourselves up and see that 
our brethren who have been silently suffering for the last two 
years—from April 1950 to July ‘52—do secure their rights. We 
should not allow them to suffer any further. I would even go 
to the extent of saying that we must gird up our loins and stand 
boldly and tel! the Centre that itis high time that they realise 
their responsibililies. This integration should not be a cne 
man’s show. We are not going to take such things lying dwn. 
T appeal to the hon. Members of the House to cunsider this 
serious question and give their anxious thought over it. No 
effort should be spared ta bring the Centre to reason and ask 


< 
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them to do their part of the contract which they in justice, equity, 
and fairness are bound to fulfil. 

Shri K. K. Chellappan Pillai: Sir, I wish to associate myself 
with all the sentiments that have been expressed in this House 
with regard to this Service Integration. The Federal Financial 
Integration did not come like a bolt from the blue. It is the 
result of a collateral issue with the Independence of India. 
There was a political partition and a functional partition. 

The House rose for lunch at 1 p. M. and reassembled at 
2 p.m. with Mr. Speaker in the Chair. -

Shri K, K. Chellappan Pillai:—(contd.) Sir, I was trying 
to bring to the attention of the House that this integration was 
not the result of any unpremeditated action. It was the result of 
Iong deliberations and conferences and many considera- 
tions have materially influenced this integration. In the 
Pre-independence period, it was considered by the Chamber of 
Princes and the Cabinet Mission. I therefore point out that all 
the incidents that accompanied this integration have been 
matters of due deliberation athigh levels. All the States had 
taken part in the deliberations. . 

Specific principles were formulated after repeated negotia- 
tions between Governments. The Finance Com nittee, constitut- 
ed to formulate recommendations on the Service Integration 
submitted certain basie principles which were accepted in 
Agreements. Prior to integration the basic principles to be 
adopted for evaluation of the ex-state posts were laid down. 
The Chief Secretaries, Conference held at.New Delhi fixed 
the Procedure to be adopted in the Process of Service Integra- 
tion. Unfortunately, the terms of Agreements arriveld at the 
Chief Secretaries Conference, the conditions of agreements 
signed by the State Government and the Central Government 
on 25-2-1950 have been regrettably violated. If only the Central 
Government implemented the decisions of the Chief Secretaries 
Conference and Agreements signed prior to integration, we 
might not have been compelled to deliberate on this particular 
issue at present with our catalogue of grievances. The unhappy 
situation that has arisen has to Le remedied by this Government 
by exerting pressure on the Centre for adequate implementation 
of the assurance already given. Eleven Federal departments 
have been integrated, the details of which have been presented 
by the hon. Chief Minister. 

Service integration does not depend on the mer i 
the Centre. It has been made very clear by the White saw 
Indian States. On page 90 it is found as follows: 

“ Fundamentally, it isnot a case of the present Government 

of British India” purchasing the Railways of 

Indian States” as a commercial investment for the 
benefit of “British India.’ What is involved is a 
process of pooling together the “federal” resources 
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of the people of the States with the “federal” 
resources of the people of “British India”; the 
result is a merger of the “federal” resources of the 
people of India as a whole,—that is, of the States 
and of “ British India” alike—for administration, in 
the interests of all, by a new Central Government of 
the Union of India whose “power and authority” 
(together with the wherewithal for their exercise), 
are derived from all the Units. In the circumstances 
no question of payment of “compensation” can 

obviously arise.” ~ 
Now it is pointed out that no question of compensation 
also arises on the understanding. that the service will be taken 
by the Union Government and the personnel of the service will 
be preperly treated. Afterwards, in the recommendations of 
the States Federal Finance Committee and in the Covenant, 
clear assurance is given for the absorption of the staff in appro- 
priate grades in terms not less advantageous. This point has 
been adverted.to already in this House, and so, I need not go 
again into those details. Disregarding all these provisicns in the 
Covenant and in the subsequent Agreemenis and formulating a 
new thecry, the Union Public Service Commission declared all 
the integrated officials as new entrants, setting at naught their 
previous service in the State. And the tale of wce has begun 
therefrom. Now, to invalidate this illegal stand taken by the 
U. B.S. C. the President of India, exercising the powers confer- 
red on him by the Constitution of India effected an amendment 
in the regulation of the U. P. S.C. This amendment has already 
been read out to the House by Shri Nataraja Pillai. This shows 
that the Central Government was for implementing the Covenant 
and the Agreements and: so they had to over-ride the wishes of 
the Union Public Service Commissicn in this regard. But 
unfortunately, this has not been implemented till now by a 
Government which has accepted as their motto “Sathyameva 
Jayathe”. And the Union Public Service Commission and the 
Department .concerned have been consistently disregarding 
this motto in setting at naught the terms and agreements 
reached by the State’s Government and the Union Govern- 


ment, 


The equation of Ex-State posts was actually based on the 
spirit and direction of the Union Public Service Commission to 
treat all Ex-State Officials as fresh recruits. But subsequent to 
the amendment of the regulation by the President of India, the 
basis of categorisation has not yet been revised. And there are 
many grievances which the integrated officials now suffer con- 
sequent on this. The catalogue of grievances, I need not enu- 
merate here. But it would not be out of place to deal witha 
few of them at present before this House. Sir, the Central scales 
of pay and service conditions from the date of financial integra- 
tion viz., 1-4-19F0—this date was accepted without any reserva- 
tion at all by the Union Government—should be afforded to the 
Ex-State Personnel taken over to Central Services. The State 
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personnel were taken over by the Central Government on that 
date and as by agreement they had full control over them. The 
administrative set up of Central Government was introduced 
from that date. The officials of the integrated Departments, 
from States have become automatically Central Government 
Officials ‘from that date as per Government orders. The inte- 
grated Railway servants of Mysore State and those of Part ‘C’ 
States were given Central scales of pay and allowances from 
1-4-1950. When the officials of Railways who come under item 
22 of the Union List I of the 7th Schedule under Article 246 of 
the Constitution are granted their rights from 1-4-1950, officials 
who come under items 31, 76, 82 etc., cannotbe denied the same 
legal privileges. Sir, the Services were taken over by the Union 
Government under certain terms of a contract as I mentioned 
earlier, andthe Agreement was signed by the Government of 
the States and Centre in the post constitutional period on 25th 
February 1950. That Agreement was binding and even now it 
stands unfulfilled. On the question of revenue I would like to 
say a few words. The Ceniral Government is not a loser by 
taking over from the State, Anchal and Telephone Departments. 
In 1124 there were 508 Anchal Offices in this State handling 
10, 02, 38, 954 cards, letters, packets, parcels etc., and 10,19, 265 
hundies (money orders). The net revenue of the telephone 
department for 1124 deducting Rs. 1,29,980-10-0 on interest on 
Capital was Rs. 3,30,324-13-0. The budgetted net receipt for the 
first seven and a half months in 1125 is Rs. 4,46,421 or 
Rs. 7,65,030 approximately for a year. Thus when the financial 
integration came in, the Central Government took over the 
Anchal and Telephone Departments at a profit of eleven lakhs 
of rupees. Since then the rates have been raised to such an 
extent as one card which cost at the time of integration 3 pies 
has been raised to 4 pies and one cover the cost of which was 7 
ps. was first raised to 1 anna and after the 10th June 1952 to 2 
annas, and for the card it was raised to 9 pies. Sir, it will be 
seen from this that the revenue from this Department has been 
increased fourfold. The registration charge has also been simi- 
larly raised, from 3 chs. to 4 annas 6 pies. Soalso in the case 
of parcels, In regard to the Telephone Department also the 
same is the case. The revenue from the Central Excise is about 
4 crores of rupees. From all this it will be seen that the Central- 
Government have much benefited by this integration. But they 
have not given us any compensation. They simply took over 
the buildings without paying us any compensation as per the 
principles laid down in the Agreement which I just now read 
from page 30 of the White Paper. Sir, then there is another 
thing. Thatis with regard to the weizhtage for past services. 
A]l the integrated Ex-State officials are not given increased pay. 
Those officials who were drawing less than the minimum of the 
equated Central scales of pay are given the minimum. The 
entire bulk of the rest of the staff get only their pay given by 
the State, but all the officials have to do the: Central set up of 
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work with the increased working hours and accept the less leave. 
privileges. The officials who were drawing above the minimum 
of the equated scales are not given the appropriate grades based 
on factors and principles on which the officials of the Centre get 
their emoluments and grades at present. The future increments 
ate being banned for several officials of long service on the 
application of the fundamental Rule 22 (a) (1) of Government 
of India. For example, a clerk in the Posts & Telegraph’s Depart- 
ment ison Hs. 60-170. A fully qualified clerk in the State 
service after passing all the departmental tests and with 18 
years of service is eqfiated in the scale of Rs, 60-170 and given 
a pay of Rs. 60 and Rs. 5 as personal pay, though he was draw- 
ing Rs. 70 under the State and according to the present orders 
his increment cannot be claimed for two years. The State 
official’s 18 years of service is counted as zero service in equa- 
ting the grades and pay. A permanent State official on 
Rs. 45-5-75, acting in the scale of Rs. 80-5-100 after 14 years of 
continuous service under the State and drawing Rs. 100 on 1-4-50 
is equated on a pay of Rs. 68 plus an allowance of Rs. 32 and 
denied annual increments for 3 years till he completes the 
allowances by annual increments, while a temporary fresh 
recruit will draw Rs. 68 after two years. The skipping provision 
in the State without intermediary tests are taken away. The 
maximum of the Central scale will not be reached by the majo- 
rity of the State staff, because of ignoring the past services 
under the State Government in the fixation of pay and due to 
over-age. The departmental tests equipped for promotions in the 
State are declared void. They have been recruited by the Public 
Service Commission and those tests are not being considered 
by the authorities. The Ex-Company servants of Madras and 
Calcutta Telephone Systems were given their company’s salary 
plus a weightage as per Central pay Commission formula, i.e. 
one increment for every 3 years plus one-twelfth of their salary, 
when those Companies were bought by the Central Government. 
These facts were presented before the Deputy Minister for 
Communications, Shri Kurshed Lal, on 14-11951 and he also 
agreed to grant weightage for past service as per Central Pay 
Commission formula, but the promise was not accepted by the 
Union representatives. A full statement of the evils of catego- 
risation has been laid before this House by my predecessors 
and so I do not want to enter into that question. I have just to 
state the general hardships caused on categorisation. The dis- 
tinct clerical cadres and cadres in the Executive line with distinct 
scales are ordered to merge into a single time-scale. Officials 
working on different scales viz. Rs. 30-45 or Rs. 45-75 or 
Rs, 80-100 are not interchangeable in promotion as specific 
departmental tests are needed from one scale to another. The 
posts held by Ex-State officials on passing the departmental tests 
were supervisory posts, but they are denied the equation of 
supervisory posts. In the Posts and Telegraph every clerk 
who was supervising six clerks is given the post of an L 5. G. 
clerk on Rs. 160-250. In the State, in the evaluation of posts, 
itis completély ignored, for example an official who was the 
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head of 34 clerks and about 70 other subordinates is equated 
as a time-scale clerk. The recruitments made by the P.S.C, 
of the State is not honoured. Fur eg. the minimum qualification 
for a supervisor in Telephones is graduation in engineering. 
But that also is not considered The technical qualifications 
are ignored completely however high they are. In several cases 
the directive to be not less advantageous is implemented as 
‘putting a Rs. 30-3-45 official on 35-1-50 and a Rs. 80-5-100 official 
on Rs. 55-130. This is the position now existing in the services. 


The question of superannuation also has been referred in. 
this House and I do not want to enter into it. 


All the temporaries with three years’ service and a good 
percentage of those having one to two years’ service are being 
confirmed in the Posts and Telegraphs among the non-ex-State 
officials. Among the personnel taken over from the State 
services there are officials with ten and fifteen years of service 
still working as temporaries and they are not even offered quasi 
permanency. It isa clear case of discrimination. The tempo- 
raries, like that of the permanent officials were recruited by the 
P.S. C. of the State and regularised by the Constitution. But 
they are not given the rights stated above. 

The facts stated above will prove that the assurances em- 
bedied in the Covenant, Constitution and in the agreements 
under the Imprimature of the Government of India are flagrantly 
violated. The agreements were signed in the Post Constitutional 
period and they have force of the law and the protection of the 
law. The service integration was effected as per the law of the 
land.. The Preamble of the Constitution has in itself made assur- 
ances for equality ofstatus and opportunity. Justice demands that 
the assurances made prior to integration are to be duly honoured 
to give satisfaction to the integrated officials to enable them to do 
their best for the prosperity of the land with a feeling that justice 
is being done to them. 

Now, there was a reference to the position of the services 
when the Union Government took over the departments i. e. 
on 1-4-1950,and it was stated that it is due to the callousness or 
indifference of the Congress party. I want tosay there was no 
indifference or callousness on the part of Government. But the 
circumstances show that our problems are entirely different. 
They were not similar to those in Mysore or Hyderabad. They 
have higher scales of pay than ours. Itis for the present Mini- 
stry to carry out this message to the Union Government and see 
that the grievances of our personnel are redressed. * 

T have to give a note of warning to the Centre. There is a 
discontent which may resultin an explosion at any time. Let 
them not precipitate the issue and bring about that explosion to. 
the detriment of us all. 

‘Shri E.P. Varghese: Ithank the hon. Chief Minister for 
having brought this motion before this House and thus thought 
it wise to add the weight of the opinion. on this side of the House 
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along with that of his party to get justice done to a large section 
of our Ex-State service personnel. This question has been dealt 
with by very many speakers at length. So, Ido not want to go 
into details, though of course I have got in my possession a 
number of memoranda and representations on the subject, and 
if I go into the details of those representations, I would certainly 

take up the rest of the day for myself. I shall, therefore, con- 

fine myself to some of the important factors. The whole "hard- 

ship began with the letter of the Union Public Service Commiss- 

ion which has been referred to the Ministry of States in which 

they state that the integrated personnel of the ex-States will be 

considered only as new recruits. That was the starting point of 

the trouble. That is sought tobe annulled by the President’s 

regulation under Article 320 (3) of the Constitution which is 

something like the regulation which we discussed here the other 

day on community projects. That regulation was also laid before 

Parliament. Itsays: “It shall not be necessary and shall be 

deemed never to have been necessary to consult the Union 

Public Service Commission in regard to initial appointment to 

services and posts in connection with the affairs of the Union, of 

any person who was previously in the permanent employment of 

any former Indian State where such appointment has been made 

or where it is proposed to make such an appointment in pursu- 
ance of the commitments made in connection with the constitu-” 
tional changes and extension of the executive authority of the 
Union Government to any territory formerly comprised in any 
such former Indian State.” Now, if only this regulation was 

implemented, these hardships could bave been toa large extent 

removed. But unfortunately, it isnot fully implemented. Even 
now, the Union Public Service Commissio1’s letter is practically 
in farce, because those taken over from Indian States are consi- 
- dered as fresh recruits. On the one hand, we did not seek this 
integration. It was the effect of some constitutional changes and 
if the Constitution brought in a certain change, the Government 
of India must take.the consequences also. Persons who have 
been serving in our State for so many years have to be considered 
fresh recruits on merger with the Central Government. Tome, 
it seems this is some kind of double citizenship, two grades of 
citizenship, one in the services of the Centre and the other taken 
over to the Central servicés from former Indian States. But 
this isnot the spirit of the Constitution. We are all citizens of 
India, and there cannot be any distinction or difference. 


Persons who have put in 18 or 20 years of service here are 
getting salaries much:less than persons who have served fora 
shorter period there, even now in the departments taken over by 
the Centre. In our State, for example, a person who has served 
for 10 or 15 years in the telephone department, has to start just 
on Rs. 60 or so without any regard for his previous service in the 
Stale, though he should be getting Rs. 100 in the Central service 
He must have been holding a post of a supervisory nature here, 
but in the Centre he is taken as a clerk, because the grade of 
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clerks there covers the pay of the supervisor here. It is only in 
the cave of those persons who were getting a pay which was 
below the minimum in the Central Government's scale of pay, 
that any enhancement in pay was possible, and that is the only 
instance of advantage. Again, a permanent official taken over 
from here and getting a higher pay is equated toa cadre that 
covers his pay and is denied increments for a period of years in 
the new scale till he is entitled to the pay he would draw if he 
were afresh recruit in that cadre. This is real hardship fora 
person who has served here for a pericd of 10 or 20 years and has 
been earning his increments regularly to be taken over by the 
Centre and still he compelled to linger on in his former scale of 
pay. It is not what is meant bythe integration. Integration should 
penefit all the employees and they should be all be absorbed in 
suitable grades. They must not suffer any loss or disadvantage 
on account of the integration. On the other hand, they have not 
been taken in the appropriate grade, their pay alone is consi- 
dered, not the particular category which they were in. In inte- 
grating and in what is called ‘equating’, their pay alone is 
considered. They did not care what responsibilities they had 
been discharging in the posts held by them and how many years 
of service they had put in. Pay alone was considered. Perhaps 
it was financially a gain for the Government of India to do so, 
but that is not what was meant by integration of the services. 
They must also see the case of aman whohas been serving the 
State which has been accepted as one of the units of the Union 
of India. By serving here, in the ordinary course, he would 
have been able to retire on a much higher salary than he hopes 
to get now in the new circumstances, because, as stated above 
he has to wait for a number of years before he is entitled to an 
increment. He is supposed to be a fresh recruit, and ashe 
happens to draw a greater salary than the minimum of the 
Government of India scale in the new grade, he has to wait even 
for increments. If, on the other hand, he happens to be a new re- 
cruit direct to the Union service, he would have been eligible for 
increments. So, by the time which they have to spend waiting, the 
people taken over from this State may have to be pensioned off, 
Their superannuation age will be reached by the time they 
become entitled to an increment. That is one of the greatest hard- 
ships caused. They should have considered in fairness and 
justice the number of years of service that the official has put 
in and also the responsibility of the post which he has been 
holding in the State service. For example, in the Telephone 
Department, if a person isin charge of six clerks, he is given a 
higher scale, but here, there have been persons who have been 
having under them about 30 clerks and 70 other subordinates. 
Yet, such persons are not equated properly with those is the 
Union service. I would give one instance. The Chief Anchal 
Master of Trivandrum has become part of the integrated per- 
sonnel. He was a person with about 34 clerks and 70 Anchal- 
men under him. Stillhe was putin a time-scale clerk’s grade. 
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On the other hand, if his service and responsibilities are consi- 
dered, he should have Certainly been absorbed as an L. S.G. 
Clerk in the Central service. That is one specific instance to 
show how great a hardship is caused. 


Again, in regard to qualifications, the same difficulties arise. 
Take the Accountant-General’s office, for instance. When it 
was integrated with the Union service, they did not care to give 
eredit to the Higher Departmental Examination which our 
Government used to have for promotions. This examination 
was held under the directions of a person got from the Govern- 
ment of India. Itis the same kind of examination that is held 
_ by the Government of India, but still, since it was an examina- 

tion held by our Government, they did not care to give any 
eredit. The person passes the examination which is the same as 
the one held by the Government of India, perhaps harder, 
but no credit is given. It was brought into existence, as I said, 
on the recommendation of an officer got from the Government 
of India and who reorganized our Department, but nevertheless, 
after the integration, the Government of India would not con- 
sider this examination as equivalent to theirs, and on a par with 
theirs. So, our persons who have passed this examination were 
not given any credit, or they were not allowed to go into the 
higher scale. That is a hardship. 


Again, there is one disadvantage in the Union service. 
There is a certain grade—it may be called a compartmental 
system—and you can get over each grade only after passing a 
departmental test. Then, after getting the new grade, you must 
pass another departmental test to go to the next grade. Most 
of oursenior men cannot obviously pass these tests. After 
all, there is an age-limit for these things, and most of our 
senior men have passed these age-limits for examinations. 
Moreover the Government of India have also fixed an age-limit 
for these examinations. I think itis 35. Many of our men who 
have been taken over by the integration have passed the age of 
35. If they were here, they would perhaps have retired on a 
higher pay than they would be getting in the Union service 
hereafter. In the case of pensions also, they are ata disadvant- 
age. The pensions in the Union Government .are, I think com- 
puted on 25]60, whereas if the persons had continued here, they 
would have retired on half-pay for all their services. 


Take the case of our anchalmen. They retire at 60 years of 
age. In the Union service also, those who were recruited before 1938, 
are allowed to retire only at 60. But in the case of the anchal- 
men situated ina similar position, they say they must retire at 
55 years. This is another hardship. Consideration for services 
put in our State is mot given by the Postal Department in this 
matter of superannuation also. In every instance, we could see 
that there is a difference. This is not at all in consonance with 
the spirit of the Constitution. It is discrimination pure and 
simple. Who asked them to take these departments? We did 
not ask them. Because the Constitution made certain arrange- 
ments like this, they were taken. So, they must also respect 
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we are helpless in this matter, at least we should not feel like 
that. Further, for all sorts of thing we should not apprcach the 
Central Government. We are all equal units of the Federation. 


I will give another instance. The Railway service personnel in 
the Mysore state after integration are given all the advantages of 
the Government of India service. All officers of the Railway de- 
partment are given the Central scales of pay. Let us lock at 
certain facts. Railway is classified as item 22 in the Unicn List. 
That finds place in the VII Schedule. In the same lst there are 
other items like No. 31,76 etc. But as far as Mysore is concerned, 
Railway personnel are given Central scales of pay while our 
Telephone and Postal departments which come under the same 
Schedule are treated differently. Therefore my question is, why 
not our service personnel be given the same treatment in the 
matter of pay ete. Mysore is also only a Part B State. I think that 
this difference in treatment has resulted from want of pr. per 
presentation of facts in the strongest manner possible. Again, 
Mysore was the first Part B State which was given exemption by 
the Government of India from Article 37i. It is now placed ona 
par with Part A State for many purposes. We will compare cur 
State with Mysore or with any other State. In pcint of educa- 
tion, literacy, reforms etc. our State stands first. Our State 
stands in the forefront of all States consider it in any aspect. 
The only thing is that we have not heen considering the interests 
of our State. Therein lies trouble. The weight of opinion of 
this House should be brought to bear on the Government of India 
and make them understand that we shall not be treated as an 
inferior State, and that our service personnel should be treated 
justly. That is the spirit of the Constitution. 


Then again, our service personnel when they were integrated 
were not given the option to revert. They were not allowed to 
choose what was advantageous to them. That works hardship to 
our service men. Many of them long to come back to our service 
because the service conditions here are better for many of them. 
All that I want to urge is, that the integration of services must 
be fair and square. 


Tam told of an unfortunate circumstance at the integration. 
The Ad Hoc Committee constituted at the Conference of the Chief 
Secretaries of States in February 1950 failed to implement the 
proceedings of that conference. Our State was not represented 
at all in that committee. Our Government did not insist upon 
our representation, After the event we are rousing up in pro- 
test. Let us hope we will bring pressure upon the Government 
of India and see that they respond to these just demands of ours. 
I am sure they will not give room for. any discrimination in 
services, and cause any kind of discontentment. One of the 

-hon. Members who spoke before referred to the fact that there 
already exist discontentment. We have many disintegrating 
forces. Let us not add to them. Let us appeal to them to treat 
every one of us.as equal. Let there not be any difference between 
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Part A and Part B States between North Indian and South 
Indian, between rice eaters and wheat eaters, and so on. We 
must all be treated as belonging to the Indian Service Personnel 
and zranted the same privileges from the date of the integration 
1-4-1959. Weare entitled to equal treatment from the date of 
integration and after all we ask for pure and simple justice being 
dona for the hard worked service personnel of Tra'vancore- 
Cochin. Let us hope that the Government of India will see that 
justice is done according to the spirit of the Constitution. 

Shri A. Thanu Pillai: Sir, the Chief Minister’s motion is: 


‘that the question of impressing upon the Government 
of India the necessity to adequately safeguard the inte- 
rests of the Ex-State Officials taken over to service 
under that Government as a result of the Federal 
Financial Integration be discussed.” 


The Chief Minister himself clearly admits the necessity of 
impressing upon the Government of India that justice and 
fairness be shown to those that have been taken over by them 
from our Government, I mean the state Government. I realise, 
Sir, that the Central Government is as much as our Government, 
and we should do nothing to embarrass or create difficulties for 
the Government of India so far as itis possible. At the same 
time, Government cf India should realise that they have to be 
verry careful in creating conditions that would result in discon- 
tent in any part of our country. When the Chief Minister of 
this State says that he wants the help of this House to make the 
Governmant of India ds what is right to our service personnel. 
what does it show? It shows that this Government are not able 
to make the Government of India do justice to us. That, to start 
with is a very unfortunate state of affairs. This service integra- 
tion was brought about because of a new circumstance and it 
implies many things. It involves many principles. Whether our 
Government did what was necessary in time is no doubt a very 
periizent question. But that cannot help us much now. Per- 
sonally, Sir, I think, this Government failed to do its duty to 
those that served under them as well as those who had been 
surrendered to the Government of India. I need not go deep 
into that matter. We heard a good deal about our Army Per- 
sonnel. 

Mr. Sp2aker: I find some members are flying about in the 
House and causing disturbance when a serious matter is under 
discussion. ; 

Shri A. Thanu Pillai: We heard about the way in which our 
Army personnel were dealt with. Thousands were asked to go. 
We do not know why. Some members said that these people 
were not St to be in the Indian Army. But all reports that have 
reached us before Integration about our Army was, whoever had 
anything to do with our Army, that they were satisfied with the 

high level of efficiency of our State Forces. Yet thousands were 
disbanded and I may bring to the notice of this House—subject to 
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correction—because papers are not with me, that many of these 
men who were disizanded were taken back into the Indian Array 
after that as new recruits. That is a matier for this Government 
to enquire into. Why were they sent cut first? Is it to avoid 
the grant of legitimate pension to them ? Is it lo take no acecunt 
of their past services? That is a matter for this Government to 
enquire. Again an officer of our State Forces who was in the 
teaching staff of the Dehra Dun Military Acaderay for three 
years engaged in the training of Cadets, was sert out. He was 
found fit to teach Cadets for 3 years in the Academy, but when 
their officers interviewed him he was found un&t to be in the 
Indian Army. Sir, this is a very serious matter for investigation 
by our Government. How did thishappen? There is this very 
significant fact which we should take note of. With the coming of 
Independence, Englishmen left the country and with them a 
large number of highly placed officers of the Government of 
India left their services. Young and most inexperienced men had 
to be promoted to those places and they rose like rockets from 
the bottom to the top. It was these men that largely decided the 
fate of our service personnel. That is an aspect of the matter to 
be taken into consideration. Sir, Government of India talk so 
much of their efficiency; they preach so much about their own 
officers’ efficiency and the inefficiency of service personnel of 
Travancore-Cochin. Iam one who is absolutely dissatisfied with 
the way in whith our men have been dealt with by the Government 
of India. Young men who had risen to high positions in the 
Government of India, all on a sudden, because of p-litical 
changes forg t themselves and did things of the kind mentioned 
here. They declared the men in our Army as inefficient. I knsuw 
what opinion is entertained by high placed men of the Indian 
Army. The fact is that allon a sudden our men were sent out. 
Now about 50 % of them are out of employment. 


[3 p.M.] 


Ifa competent commission were to judge the efficiency of the 
Indian army, what percentage would stand the scrutiny, I ask. 
Then what was the basis for the presumption that they had the 
right to examine and reject our personnel ? Were our officers 
selected haphazardly ? Were incompetent men taken as o'licers 
here? No, that is not the truth. There is always this ques- 
tion of vested interests. The officers, whether of the army or of the 
other services of the Government of India, formed themselves, 
before the integration, into a kind of vested interest, and they 
seer to think that they have aright to say anything about the 
service personnel of the States. Sir, I concede that some of the 
States are backward, very backward really. Cnee, half a dozen 
years ago, when I was coming from Delhi, a Professor in a big 
Indian State was travelling along with me in the train. In the 
course of my conversation, I asked him about their budget. He 
told me, “We have no budget in our State. Itis a big State. 
I get a big salary, I am a Professor in a big college. But we do 
not have a budget in our State.” There are States like that, 
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But Travancore-Cochin is not a State of that type. And the 
Government of India are clearly wrong in dealing with us as if 
we were some inferior beings. Iconcede, we wanted integration, 
But what dees integration mean? Integration does not mean one 
party sitting in judgment over the other party. That is not my 
conception of integration. Integration should mean joining to- 
sether two parts. That should be done on a footing of equality, 
There it is that all the trouble has arisen. They should have fully 
conceded, they should have taken it for granted that all our men 
are fit to go into the India Government service In fact, the con- 
trary has not been proved sO far. Now, what is true of the 
army service, is equally true of the civil service. 


I would make one or two general observations before I go 
into the merits of the case. This question of integration is de- 
eided by what I would call the dominant party. What place had 
we in deciding it? What place was given to this Government, } 
ask the Chief Minister. [ remember that he was not the Chief 
Minister at the time, but he was in the ministry ; at any rate, he 
belonged and helongs now to the party in power when the in- 
tegration took place. What part was given to our Government in’ 
these deliberations? Were they consulted? Yes, they were consul- 
ted, you may say. But what weight was given to their opinions? 
I may be excused when I make the following statement here. 
There is a great danger in having our interests represented by 
o'fcers whom the Government of India has sent here as our 
Chief Secretary I want this Government to realise that danger, 
Well, the Chief Secretary goes to attend the conferences at 
Delhi. There, in Delhi, it is the big Secretaries to Government 
that are making the recommendations. Our Chief Secretary is, 
after all, only a junior oficer among them, And he goes to 
Delhi as our representative. Now, he is but a man, not a super- 
man. When those people insist on a particular thing, when they 
say “Look here, Mr.So-and-So. you are the Chief Secretary from 
Travancore-Cochin ; you see this arrangement is necessary. The 
Government of India feel that this arrangement should be made. 
What do you say ?’ Then our Chief Secretary will say, ‘Yes, Sir. 
Tam now the Chief Secretary in Travancore-Cochin. But I am 
your ofdcer all the same.” Of course, he may not say all these 
things expressly. But if the Director-General of Posts & i elegraphs 
says that some a-rangement should be made, our Chief Secretary 
will merely say, “Ifthe Secretary in Delhi accepts it, I will 
certainly accept it”; That would be naturally the stand which he 
will take. I do not refer to personalities here. I have ab- 
solutely no complaint against either Mr. K G. Menon or 
Mr. Rajan. But I say, we are dealing with human material. 
And our Government should not expect such a Chief Secretary 
to safeguard the interests of this State, when those interests come 
into conflict with the interests of the Government of India, I do 
not say that there is any conflict between the interests of this 
State and the inierests of India as a whole; but when people in 
New Delhi, when big officers working under that Government 
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begin to view things in a spirit of antagonism and exclusiveness 
and even supression, how can there be harmony, how can we 
escape a conflict of interests? In such circumstances, can we 
be satisfied with our interests heing represented by our Chief 
Secretary ? I say that this is a matter for the serious consider- 
ation of our Government. Normally Mr, John has a right to 
stand up and tell me, there is no antagonism between the Gcv- 
ernment of India and our Government. But here is estopped, he 
is clearly estopped; because he has told us‘ You help me in 
impressing upon the Government of India the necessity of being 
fair to our people.” So itis evident that there is antagonism. 
Iam sorry that the Government of India should have brought 
about such a situation. I little expected this of them. And 
normally we do not expect it. 


Of course, baseless complaints, baseless grievances, when they 
are made, we must ignore them ; indeed, I would be the firsi per- 
sonto taboo them. But here are complaints and grievances which 
are well-founded. I shall take one or two cases. The integraticn 
was to take effect from the first Apri! 1959; and our former 
officers were to be paid, from that date, according to the Central 
scales of pay. On the basis of that, this Government started 
correspondence with the Central Government. And they got a 
reply that they had officially settled that the new scales of pay 
would be made available to officers of Travancore-Cochin only 
from the first April 1951. I ask Mr. John, did they give any 
reason? No, they did not find it necessary to give any reason. 
They merely said, ‘Look here, Mr. John, we have fixed the date 
as first April 1951. Accept that.” That is, to say the least, 
painful. This is how the spirit cf antagcnism and opposition 
comes about. They should not give room for that. Iam not 
trying to exaggerate matters. ButI deliberately ask Mr. John, 
did they give any reason? No, they merely changed the date 
arbitrarily. Iam ata loss to see any justification for this. I 
they had any valid reason, they would have given it. They had 
none, that is why they took that stand. Itis this attitude about 
things which is most objectionable. The other grievance is also 
well-founded. We are talking of integration. What is integra- 
tion? As I said earlier, it is a joining together of two parts, nei- 
ther part being higher than the other. Let us take the integra- 
tion of scales of pay. The usual scale in most parts of India is 
the time-scale, Rs.-50-180 or 200 or some such thing. Here in 
Travancore-Cochin, the whole range is covered by two or three 
grades, like Rs. 30-45, Rs. 45-75, Rs, 80-120 ete. Of course, each 
has its own merits and de-merits. The time scale has its advan- 
tages. The grade scale, with its greater chances for promotion, too 
has its advantages. Probably the former may be said to be the 
better and the more just. Anyway,in the integration, what did 
they do? They say, from the point of view of responsibility in 
respect of work, all these grades will be absorbed in the single 
time scale grade. Suppose there isan officernow getting Rs, 100 
after 20 years of service; according to their calculations ,he will 
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continue to get that Rs. 100 only and that as a personal pay, be- 
cause according to them what is sought to be safeguarded is only 
tha money that an officer is getting at the moment. So they say 
they will pay him Rs. 190 now, but he will not be eligible for any 
further increment until such time as he will take to reach this 
Rs. 100 where he to start on the starting pay of Rs. 50 now. Andall 
this time, his pay will be personal, his pay being Rs. 50, 55 the 
next year, 60 the third yearand so on. This ishow they work the 
integration. Is this integration, lask? Or is it something 
calevlated to bring about disintegration, not disintegration of 
the services, but disintegration of the country. This is just what 
the authorities in Delhi fail to see. My friends here were sug- 
gesting that is not the way in which harmony should be deva. 
loped homogeneity should be brought about. There is a lot of 
truth in that contention. These are means of disintegrating this 
big country of ours. Sir, 1 would mention, in this connection, 
that these things have not only got their immediate economic 
effects, but there is a graver aspect of the question, that is the 
political aspect. The people here, in the south, should feel 
assured that their interests are quite safe in the hands of the 
authorities at Delhi—the authorities at Delhi may belong to East 
Puniab, or Bihar, or Assam or further north, but our interests 
are safe in their hands. Is that feeling engendered by these 
things ? : 

Past is past, and let us not be harping upon them. But 
now, if sou integrate the grade scales of pay that we have got 
here into a single time scale, you must certainly start from some 
point. We must have a definite principle here. What is that 
principle ? A man entered service ten years ago. Suppose he 
had entered in the new scale of pay, say Rs. 50-150, where would 
he be now? What pay would he be drawing now? His pav 
must be fixed there. Of course, it should not be less than what 
he gets now. That is the principle to be adopted. And then, 
from now give him his normal increments, his rank among all 
thoze who ara in that scale. This, ] would call, real integration. 
And I Sind that the Government of India have undertaken to pay 
pensions to our former officers. We must start at the moment 

ing allowance of differences being bridged. That is the only 

way. But on the contrary what is itthat they are doing ? 
A man may be getting a pay of Rs. 100 today. He is asked to 
continue to work on Rs.100 until such time he would reach 
Rs. 160 in the time-scale of pay in which he is put. What is the 
justice in if, Sir. When people came and complained to me, 
Ibegan to think about it. Can there be any justification? Why 
do the Government of India make themselves parties to this kind 
of procedure? Iam ata loss to find any justification. It is a 
matter which rust be dinned into their ears and they must be. 
made to do what is right to our personnel. 


Then, Sir, Ido not want totake much time of the House. 
We have held certain tests and on the basis of the results of 
those tests, our Government have declared certain employees as 
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ft for certain kinds of work. Now, I am told that they won't 
accept those tests. They would make these employees undergo 
their own tests. Why? Are our tests valueless, 

Then again, Sir, we are dealing with human material. A man 
may be 50 today. He might have qualiSed himself by undergoing 
tests for a particular work. What is the fun of asking him to go 
and sit with young boys to undergo the same test to qualify him- 
self for some promotion for the kind of work for which he is 
already qualified? You know, Sir, at an advanced age, it is 
diffieult to pass exarninations. But the requisite equipment so 
far as the work is concerned is there. Examination means a lot 
of memory and cramming and the power to remember many 
things at the same time. But that is not what is required to get 
the work executed. All these things we should inform them and 
they should accept all sound principles They can’t treat usin 
any manner they like. They must be told again and again about 
these things. Sir, there is this feeling Iam told. The Govern- 
ment of India officers think they are a superior set. Even in 
taking decisions in regard to the personnel concerned, a few 
officers from there come here and do things in their own way. 
Sometime, one of our officers is allowed to be a visitor, Of 
course, he does not sit on the same level with them—probably 
he is given a seat on a much lower level. He goes and sits 
there—and I do not think he will be consulted. Sir, in the case 
of one officer who was an acting Account Officer, he told me 
that somebody who came from there thought that this man 
should be sent down and therefore he was reduced as a clerk. 
That gentleman came to me and asked me what could be done. 
Isaid “I do not know. You must approach the authorities at 
Delhi.” He went to Delhi somehow. Recently I was told he has’ 
got his due place. Now, Sir, can all our erstwhile employees 
make this kind*of pilgrimage to Delhi? It is very difficult for 
them. So, that sound principles, they must accept. 


Then, Sir, I want to mention one or two matters also about 
what they call categorisation. If they say a particular kind of 
work for a particular officer, I can understand. For instance 
the Telephone Department. We had a Telephone Department 
here. In most of our departments, particularly in the technical 
departments, our personnel are indeed superior to the personnel 
under the Government of India, taking a comprehensive view of 
the whole circumstances. There may be some competent ofticers 
there also. In the Telephone Department, I am told that Super- 
visors are appointed there without any previous experience or 
‘qualification. An Intermediate man will be put in as a Super- 
visor and given a few months’ traiaing. Then he becomes a 
Supervisor. Here, in our Telephone Department, all our 
Supervisors were Graduates in Engineering. They are stated to 
have been clubbed with the other officers there. It appears they 
say “ qualification, we do not mind.” Sir, in a country like India 
where competent people are necessary, so that the country may be 
built up, they would not consider qualifications. That seems to 
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be the stand they take. What are we to do with our qualified 
men, men who have equipped themselves well for particular 
kinds of work. The whole country requires them and if quali- 
fication will not be taken into consideration, simply because they 
have appointed incompetent people in certain places, I think it is 
not fair. I therefore earnestly appeal to the Government that 
wherever possible only properly qualified people should be 
utilized, so that their services may be useful for the develop~ 
ment of the country. They do not want our men, and that is the 
way how things are being done. That, I submit, would be quite 
wrong. 


Next Sir, in regard to our Army personnel, I should like to 
make one suggestion Many Officers—most of them young men— 
have been sent out with no pension. I am told that in Hydera- 
bad—I am speaking subject to correction—every Officer in the 
Army has been given a minimum pension of Rs. 150 per mensem 
when he is sent out. That was the arrangement there. I am told 
that some of our Officers who went to Hyderabad recently in con- 
nection with the Police action and who escorted the prisoners 
there, have heen sent out with no pension. But those prisoners 
have been given a minimum pension of Rs. 150. That is the sort 
of arranzement that our Government has been able to secure from 
the Governiment of India. Ther is no use blaming the Govern- 
ment at present. Now, we must all work together and see that 
justice is secured to our Army personnel and other persons that 

are thrown out of employment. We shculd at least see that they 
are provided with some work or other. There are many new 
appdintments made. There are competent and qualified men. 
among them. Government can also induce private firms and big 
plantations or factories to take them for administrative jobs. 
Now, nothing is being done and those people are turned out into 
the streets. It is a most pitiable sight to see. I think Govern- 
mont will see that as far as possible they are provided with jobs 


Sir, Ido not want to take any more time. What can be done 
is the question. Of course, the Government of India should be 
induced to be fair towards us—I do not accuse them of any un- 
fairness. In these matters it isnot the popular side of the 
Government—I mean the Ministers—that bring about the 
trouble but the Officers under them. It is to safeguard the 
interests of subordinate Officers under the big Officers that the 
big Gfficers zo out of the way. The subordinate Officer reports 
to the big Gficer and the big officer reports to the Secretariat. In 
the Secretariat again, we find Officers belonging to that class and 
they create trouble. The reports then goto the Ministers, The 
Ministers may not be able to understand the real facts. I cannot 
for a moment believe that a person like Pandit Nehru or his 
colleagues in the Cabinet would be interested inthis kind of 

action. It must be the Officers. But the Ministers should be 
made aware of the facts and it must be the duty of our 
Ministers to see to all these things, We can only give vent to 
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our feelings inthe matter. This kind of action is not going to 
improve matters and contribute to the progress of the country. 
This will only create discontent. 


Therefore, Sir, our Ministers should see the Ministers there, 
They must have a full account of all that has taken place. Ido 
not think Mr. John has got an account of all that the Government 
of India officers are doing. They must collect materials. If 
necessary, they must interview the Ministers.’ Mr. Nataraja 
Pillai suggested that some big officer should be sent. Who is the 
big officer here who can go and personally contact the big officers 
in Delhi? Our big officers are getting only a few hundreds. 
An officer drawing Rs. 500 at Trivandrum will not have the 
courage to approach an officer drawing Rs. 4000in Delhi. That 
is our difficulty, If the Government want the help of this House, 
let them send a competent deputation. I have no objection. 
I do not think there will be anything wrong in that—a Minister, 
if necessary re-inforced by one or two others, if that will be help- 
ful. Anyway, the matter should be properly attended to. It is 
only a suggestion. But the Ministers make themselves responsi- 
ble, and Sir, the responsibility of Mr. John in this matter is very 
very heavy. There is no use of saying ‘we have done everything’, 
Now, whether we have done everything or not is seen from the 
result ; and what is the result? Our people are weeping. So, 
they must see that everything is done in the matter. 


With these words, Sir, I strongly support this motion. 


Shri N. Rajagopalan Nair: Sir, I also rise to wholeheartedly 
support the motion moved by the Leader of the House. We have 
not only to impress upon the Central Government the necessity 
of providing adequate safeguards but also see that the legitimate 
rights of more than 6000 citizens of this State, are safeguarded. 
On the 1st of April 1950, the federal financial integration was 
effected and as many as 12 departments of this Government went 
under the Central Government. And the Centre had nothing to 
lose but had everything to gain. Our well organised Income-Tax 
and Excise Departments appreciably enhanced their revenues. 
Jt is understood that our Anchal and Telephone Departments 
had a net profit of about 11 lakhs when taken over by the Centre. 
Subsequently, the Trunk Call rates and the rate. for getting a 
connection and the cost of a Post card or a cover and the rates of 
M. O. charges all these were increased remarkably. You know, 
Sir, that an Anchal cover used to cost only one chuckram but the 
cost has been gradually raised and now itis 2 annas. Let alone 
the additional hardship the people will have to suffer on these 
accounts, but what has happened to service personnel?. They 
were made servants of the Government of India from the Ist of 
April 1951. They were asked thefore integration what service 
rules they preferred and they chose that of the Centre. The 
Home Department declared that they were the servants of the 
Government of India from that date, and they were working for 
the Central Government from that very date like their brethren 
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in Mysore, Bombay and Madras and the proceeds of their labour 
clearly went to the Central Treasury. Besides they were made 
to understand that they would be getting the Central Scale of 
Pay from April 1950. Is it not but justice, Six, that equal pay 
should be given for equal work. Is it not justice that for the 
same kind of work that their brethren in Mysore, Madras and 
Bombay are doing they should also be given the same rate of 
salary if not more for the better work that they coulddo? It 
is a well-known and universally accepted dictum that equal pay 
should be given to equal work. The State has very carefully 
washed off its hands by’ 1950. The Centre takes them into 
account only from 1951, and from 1950-1951 they were neither in 
Central Service nor in the State Service. Definitely, they were 
not under us beeause the revenue from their departments went 
to the Central Government treasury. But when we handed 
over these people into the hands of another Government, it was 
done as between equal partners. That is all right. Wecan hand 
over a thing only into some other hand. That hand is absent for 
an year—rather we have tossed them over and they are for an 
year neither there nor here but in the mid air to come down 
and alt into the rough hands of the Centre, I request the Leader 
of the House, and every body concerned to heed to this warning 
that human life is not to be tossed about like this. It is a shame 
for a Government, why, even to an individual to stoop to do like 
this. The reply of the Centre was that this question was not to 
be opened. Why not? Sir, If we are earnest that will be re- 
opened. The key is with us, only, we should take it out. And 
then only can our men get justice. Many of the ex-State person- 
nel, those who have already put. in 18 and 20 years of service, 
and who had passed many departmental tests conducted ‘by this 
Government, they are given a starting salary in the new grades 
into which they have been taken. As a result, promotions. and 
increments of salary of the ex-State personnel are barred for 
many years tocome. This was the consequential result of apply- 
ing the Fundamental Rule 22 (1) which states that a person 
would be treated as a fresh recruit when he is taken to the 
Centre irrespective of the service he has already put in the 
State. As the hon. Member for Mavelikara stated. the scale of 
pay in the Central Service especially the maximum is very glitter- 
ing. But the huge majority of ex-State personnel are not going _ 
to get that. Suppose a person has put in 15 years of service 
here, his age will be on the wrong side of forty and he is. given 
a Starting salary of Rs. 55 in the seale. of Rs. 55-130. He will he 
able to work only for a short period- because he has to retire. at 
55. When he retires he will be no where near the maximum. 
the maximum cannot be reached can these people expect.proemo- 
tions in the grade ? They can’t, why ? Because they begin as fresh 
recruits. So, the first two points that we have to impress upqn 
the Central Government are these: first, they will have to give 
our Officers the enhanced scales of pay from, 1-4-1950; second, 
full weightage should be given to their past services. Unless these 
are assured, neither fairness nor equity is going to be had and 
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justice is not going to be meted out to the ex-State personnel. 
We have also to see what the basic principles followed in these 
absorptions, equations and integrations were. The hon. Member. 
Member for Trivandrum was stating here that it was agreed at a 
Conference of Chief Secretaries of part B States that the result 
of integration should not he less advantageous to the ex-State 
personnel, Again, the Covenant has clearly stated that the 
officials are to be taken‘in their appropriate grades. It is clear 
from this that not only their salary and emoluments have to be 
taken into consideration but their status in the State service, the 
responsibilities which they were shouldering and the prospects 
they would have had if they had continued their service in the 
State—all these things will have tobe considered. But what was 
the net result of this integration so far as it affected the ex-State 
personnel ? 


Sir, with your permission I wish to make this clear with 
special reference to the Income-Tax Department, Sir, our Income 
Tax Department was a well organised one. I was in that 
Department some years ago. The present Chief Minister was in 
charge of the Department then. On the staff there were Com- 
missioners, Income-Tax Officers, auditors and clerks in the scale 
of Rs. 100-125, 45-75, 30-45, etc. When in all the other Depart- 
ments the lowest clerical grade was in the scale of Rs. 20-25 or 
25-30 in this Department it was Rs. 30-45. The minimum qualifi- 
cation fixed was graduation, and appointments were made only 
after a competitive test. These things are significant in this 
context. See how they are equated now. These graduate clerks 
are treated as lower Division clerks in the present set-up and 
made junior to matriculates in that section, The graduate clerks 
who have passed the Income-Tax tests and who have been 
selected after competitive tests are now put along with Matri 
culates and even made junior to them. This is sheer injustice. 
I would try to make it still more clear. How this equation in the 
scales of pay has been worked out. I will give some details, For 
1952-53 thirteen posts of Inspectors were sanctioned for Travan- 
core-Cochin area. Only 12 posts were equated. Two Supervisors’ 
scale of pay have still to be equated. For 9 Head Clerks only 
two have been taken for 62 Upper Division Clerks only 36 have 
been equated. In the matter of Stenographers out of 3 only two 
weré taken. Out of 16 posts of Steno-typists only 2 were graded 
and their service equated. And then, we haveto note very care- 
fully, that for 31 Lower Division Clerks 136 have been absorbed 
into that grade. , It is definitely clear therefore that the number 
of appointments in the higher grade is less than the number 
sanctioned here and that in the lower grades more. In the 
Central set vip only 23% of class III staff are lower Division 
clerks. But here in Travancore there is 77% and in Cochin 61%. 
But if the absorption was fairly done, the surplus would have 
been in the higher grades for which vacancies could have been 
found out outside the State. A clerk in the Commissioner's 
office on Rs. 100-125 is designated as a clerk while he is really 
doing the work of an auditor, Auditors were transferred to these 
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these clerks were sent out from the Commissioner’s 
places ang tears in some other offices. It is a clear indication 
that they are really attending to the functions of an auditor. So, 
these posts have to be equated atleast with that of the Inspectors, 
But this clerk is now only an upper division. clerk. The minimum 
qualifications for these upper division. clerks must be noted in 
this connection. And what is the work of these auditors? It is 
true, they are getting Rs.80 now. The maximum emoluments 
were only so much. But what was the duty they were perform- 
ing? They were in charge of the whole office. Their work was 
examination of accounts. When the officer is absent, this auditor 
is to take charge of the whole office. In fact, the whole work of 
collection and assessment was done by these auditors. But what 
has been done to them? Their status, their responsibilities, 
their position and their duties here were not at all taken into 
account. And they have been taken only as upper division clerks, 
As the learned Member for Trivandrum said, they used to get 
Rs. 80 here and they were given a job which fetches Rs. 80 in the, 
Centre, 

Now, every Income-Tax Office had a head clerk on Rs. 45-75 
But direct recruitments were made to this cadre only from 
commerce graduates. For confirmation in that grade, one had 
to pass Higher Book-keeping and Accountancy Examination, 
That was their position in our Department. But what is their 
position today? They have been made lower division clerks, 
But the work they were doing here clearly corresponds to that 
of the upper division clerks of the Central set up. Now, there 
were Assistant Examiners and Assistant Inspectors in Cochin. 
But these people have been taken over to the category of upper 
division clerks and the other class of clerks & typists goes to 
the category of the lower division clerks. They are not given 
their legitimate place in the Central set up. That is sheer 
injustice. 

Here is ancther instance. There were six officers who were 
temporary. They were all Income-Tax officers who were in 
charge of the whole office. They were liable to be promoted to 
higher grades here. 

Shri Nedumangad R. Kesavan Nair: Do the lower division 
clerks in the Centre possess any technical qualification ? 


Shri N. Rajagopalan Nair: No, nothing. That is not neces+ 
sary. Only matriculation. 


Now. these six officers were equated as Inspectors, inspite 
of the fact that they were Income-Tax officers here. Is it not 
shameful ? When they were doing officer’s work. here, they 
were treated like this. Why was thisdoneso? The answer is 
that vacancies do not exist here in the Travancore-Cochin area. 
Sir, there is no separate Income-Tax Department for the Travan 
core-Cochin area alone. Then, why should they concentrate on 
this area for equating our officers in this area. Why can’t they’ 
find places outside this unit? They are prepared to go even 
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outside the state. Only thing is that they should be treated 
fairly. Then they would have been willing to go outside. 
Because of this kind of equation in the higher grades, the lower 
paid officers, as I said before, were found to be asurplus. Now, 
they are asked to go to Madras and Mysore. The equation was 
not based on correct principles andas a result the lower paid 
staff were in surplus and when they were found to be in surplus, 
they are asked to go outside. Ifthe integration of the services 
was fairly done, the surplus would have been really in the high- 
er grades. And they would have been prepared to go outside 
if only justice had been done to them. 


Sir, this position can be solved only by revising the orders 
of absorption and equation. The State scales of pay is the only 
thing that is taken into consideration now. The status; the offi- 
cial responsibility, the prospects, etc. of the employees should 
all have been taken into consideration for this equation. All 
Departments are suffering from the same kind of injustice. 


In the Anchal Department, the services personnel including 
the Anchal Masters are not given justice. Even the Anchal Mas- 
ters in the then Chief Anchal offices are not equated to the right- 
ful places they ought to get in the Central set up. I have referred 
to promotion, Sir. In the Posts and Telegraph Department 
confirmations were made. The learned Member for Trivandrum 
was saying that when the Europeans were sent out young men 
from the lowest ranks were rocketed to the top. But no young 
men from our area came to the top. But, confirmations were 
going on and that to the detriment of the State’s personnel. 
Those with 3 years Service are confirmed and exstate personnel 
with 15 years are still temporary. Is this not discrimination ? 
The result is that the poor ex-State personnel who are having 
long years of service to their credit are left still as temporary 
employees. Are we not to take care of these people simply 
because they are borne in the cadre of the Central Department ? 
Are we not presiding over their destinies too when we are pas- 
sing ordinances and other things in respect of the people of the 
State? For everything in the matter of promotions and other 
facilities according to the Service Rules, our ex-State personnel 
are definitely at a disadvantage. 


Well, Sir, who brought about this state of affairs? I say it 
is all done by the colleagues of the-very mover of this Resolution, 
There was the Deputy Minister for Communications Shri Kurshed 
Lal who came over to this State some time ago. The State 
authorities were before him. Were they able to plead for the 
safeguarding of the rights of the State’s personnel? Was it 
impossible on their part to do something then? No, surely not. 
If so how did the Mysore people manage to see that their rights 
were not overlooked ? So, it was possible. Only thing was that 
the State authorities were not eager. The ruling party was 
more eager to safeguard their own position and the consequence 
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is that these poor people are left uncared for. Sir, Iam not 
aged enough to give any advice. I say only this. But let them 
talke a bold step. My friends on the othor side should see that 
our privileges are safeguarded. I give them, my; comrades, this 
warning—let them not yield. Let not the silent but eager eyes 
that are cast upon the Treasury Benches from their back benches 
swerve them from their duty. Let those eyes not disturb them 
atleast in this case. - 

Shri K. Bhanu: Sir, in supporting the motion before the 
House, I also wish to say afew words on the condition of the 
Service personnel integrated as a result of the Service integra- 
tion. This integration was necessary for maintaining the unity, 
solidarity and the security of India. A lot of trouble arose in 
the Indian Union on the eve of independence. Now, a series of 
correspondence, controversy. and discussion have been made 
following this integration to set right matters. Many grievances 
have been set forth which need redress. Now, as regards Service 
personnel, I have to make mention of a few facts. First of all, 
it may be borne in mind that these North Indians generally look 
with suspicion and jealousy on the South Indians. I do not know 
why they hold such.an attitude towards us. The Malayalees 

are prudent but they are treated with discrimination. It is 
generally believed that the Madrasees are very intelligent, 
efficient and industrious. This high degree of efficiency may be 
the reason why we are treated with jealousy and suspicion. I 
have come across many service personnel from other Provinces 
of India, the Bengalees, the Punjabis and others. I know per- 
sonally that they all treat the Madrasees with discrimination. It 
is such people who always deprive us of our legitimate rights 
and privileges both in the Services and outside. We are not 
given due right and respect in the Central Services. It will be 
natural and quite fair on their part to treat us as equals, both in 
the Central Services and in the Provinces. We have to fight for 
getting such equality. We had sufficient discussion here about 
our grievances. These grievances should be brought to the 
notice of the Central Government. As our learned Member for 
Trivandrum mentioned here, we are not treated fairly by the 
big officers there in the centre. This is because of the notions 
they hold regarding our people. We are notin any way inferior 
to them. Our personnel both in the Civil service and in the 
Military ranks are equal to them in point of efficiency. I know, 
as a matter of fact, that our military personnal are not in any 
way inferior to the Punjabis or Sikhs who are considered as 
martial races. We are not in any way inferior to them in smart 
ness, efficiency or intellegence. About the Services, wé have to 
maintain our equality with them. It is but natural for us to 
maintain that equality with them We have ,to represent our 
grievances to the Central Government and, get redress in this 
matter of integration of services. With these words, I support 
this motion. _— 
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Shri M.M. Abdul Khader: Irise to congratulate the Gov- 
ernment on having realised at long last after more than two years, 
the responsibility which they owe towards this State, to the 
personnel of the integrated services of this State. When I asked 
the Leader of the House as to what steps were taken at the out- 
set to remedy, to prevent the muddle in which the integration 
of services finds itself today, he said that steps were taken, that 
representations were made before the Central Government at 
the earliest ; but he failed to give usa review of what all steps 
were taken by the Government of his party, how far his repre- 
sentations have been accepted by the Central Government. 
I have before me a report of the States Finances Enquiry Com- 
mittee that gives a lot of details about the integration, about the 
allocation of revenue, about the division of Assets and liabilities 
about the revenue gap and so forth. But iy, does not contain a 
word about the services personnel who have been absorbed to 
the Centre. Sir, we have to impeach this Government for the 
confusion, for the chaos, for the dire plight in which the person- 
nel of the integrated ‘services find themselves today. I should 
put it to them that it was because of their weak, docile policy, 
spiritless attitude when face to face with the Central Govern- 
ment ; it is this that has been responsible for the plight in which 
our service personnel find themselves today. 


Sir, the muddle in which we find the. services integration 
after two and more years proclaim the utter neglect and dere- 
liction of duty of the Ministers of our Government who have 
been on the saddle. How did it happen? ‘he Central Govern- 
ment is our Government. All the same when face to face with 
_ the Central Government these Ministers who are representing 
the interest of the people of the State in respect of matters like 
the future of the personnel of the integrated services, we expect 
of them and the Government a better sense of devotion to the 
interests of this State. Here Sir, we have gota set of Ministers 
who when dealing with Central Ministers would tremble in 
their shoes in order to keep themselves in saddle, in order that 
the. Central Ministers and the Congress High Command may 
keep on patting them and sustaining them. These Ministers are 
surrendering the rights of the people of this State at the altar 
of the Congress High Command and the Central Government. 
The hon: Member from Trivandrum has brought tc the notice 
of this House how the personnel of the Hyderabad Army are 
being granted heavy pensions when thousands of our men have 
been thrown out. Sir, we find that Hyderabad. State had taken 
swords against the Government of India. If that is the attitude 
the Central Government, would adopt towards State that has 
taken. swords against the Central Government: are we not to 
expect them. to give us even-justice ? And if we have failed in 
getting. justice today and if a hostile State such as Hyderabad 
gotit, is it not due to the superiority of the ‘representatives 
ofthe Hyderabad Government and the utter inefficiency utter 
eallousness of our. Ministers, the representatives that we are 
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having in Government today. Sir, what do we find in Kashmir 
today? There we find the head of the State taking cudgels 
against the Government of India. There we have a state the 
future of which is not settled. We have a State which may 
accede to Pakistan ; we have a State which may eventually even 
remain independent rather than joining the Union of, India. 
Look at the attitude the Central Government is adopting 
towards that State and contrast it with their attitude towards 
us. Itis because, Sir, here we are having aset of Ministers 
who are merely looking after themselves, who are merely con- 
cerned with keeping themselves in office by placating at every 
stage, by surrendering at every step before the Central Govérm- 
mentso that their interests, their continuance in power may . 
not be in jeopardy. Here Sir, even after two years we find the 
integration of serviges far from satisfactory and what did this 
Government do all the time ? These people.have been in power 
for the last five or more years. What have these people done 
to see that justice is meted out to our personnel? Have not 
these persons been in power during these‘ two years ? Did not 
they know the very big promises given at the time of integration 
of services ?, Did not they see that these promises have béen 
trampled upon by ihe Central Government and have they 
raised a little finger to protect the interests of these services 
personnel ? 
I must, Sir, refer to the serious irregularities in the integra- 
tion of Posts & Telegraph services. Iam stating these because 
these Ministers, after all, may not be aware of it; They may not, 
after all, have cared to read that memorandum circulated by the 
affected personnel. I have to say all these because of the 
thoroughly negligent attitude which they have been maintaining - 
‘in this matter all through. If they really wanted to foresee 
the difficulties that might arise in respect of this integration they 
could have easily consulted the representatives of the organisa- 
tions of these employees. There is the Post & Telegraph Union; 
there is the inoffensive non-gazetted officers Association’ If the 
Government had only stepped down from “the lofty pedestal of 
false prestige.and had taken these organizations into confidence, 
if they had merely cared ask the representatives of these bodies 
and tried to understand the difficulties and problems which 
would arise out of integration, this Government would not have 
brought all this avoidable havoc and muddle into the State in 
respect of the services integration. 


There are Sir, the qualified lascars in our State. These 
people are E. S. L. C’s and are technically qualified. while in the 
Government of India it is not necessary to have any general 
qualification. These lascars are how being put into the category 
of fourth class thus depriving them of whatever benefits and 
emoluments which they would have gotif they were equated with 
the personnel of the same level in the Indian Union. There is 
also the question of the poor clerks and the linemen. These 
linemen who have been on the seale of 30-3-45 now have gone 
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down to 3§-1-50 evidently losing the three rupeesimcrement. As 
you know here before the integration took place we had the 
B.S. L. C. clerks, we had the tracers and copyists, the Telephone 
operators in the scale of 20-25 and 25-30 and now these clerks 
are put in the scale of 60-170 without any regard for their past 
services. And from this gross disparity you will be pleased to 
find that the technically qualified linemen have been very badly 
served as a result of this integration of personnel. 


There are the first and second grade overseers. They have 
been degraded to the level of mere mechanics and postal “Inspec. 
tors. It is the duty of our Government to see that these people 
are given the higher grade which they deserve. I should also 
draw the attention of the House to the supervisors and sub- 
engineers. Here Sir, before integration took place these persons 
were doing the duties of sub-divisional officers and all these 
persons had to come down as a result of this integration. There 
is another very small thing for which this Government could 
not within these two years finda remedy. That is, the super- 
visors have not even today get the house rent allowance. The 
other persons get it. Only the supervisors are denied this 
allowance. _ 

In this connction, Sir, I should mention how the telephone 
system is taken over by the Central Government. In Calcutta 
and Madras the telephone systems were owned and managed by 
private companies. In the case of the telephone systems taken 
over by the Centre from such agencies, the personnel were pro- 
vided with better terms, greater weightage, greater emoluments 
ete. Is there any more argument, any more reason necessary to 
show that this Government has proved even more inefficient in 
safeguarding the interests of our personnel than these private 
joint stock companies in Madras and Calcutta. 


Therefore, Sir, I wish to impress upon this Government 
at least now at this late stage, to take up_a bold attitude. Let 
them forget the old overlord and serf attitude which! they were 
accustomed to, till this day. Let them boldly try to solve the 
very genuine and real problems of our integrated personnel. I 
support the motion. 


Shri Alexandey Parambithara : Granted that the federal 
integration of services is a consequence resulting from the 
Constitution, we cannot countenance the fact that on that 
account any of our officers or for that matter even officers at 
the Centre should be put to any unnecessary trouble. Very 
sound principles were laid down in this respect at the time of 
the integration. For example, the report of the States Finance 
Enquiry Committee says that the permanent staff wholly (or 
substantially) engaged on work connected with “federal” 
subjects in States on the prescribed date should be taken over 
by the Centre in appropriate grades and upon terms not less 
advantageous than in the service of the States. So also, the 
White Paper on Indian States clearly lays down that the States 
and Provinces are equal partners. ‘It follows that the Central 
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Government should function in States over “the same range of 
subjects and with the same powers asin provinces. It is only in 
this way that the Union 'of India will-gain in strength and -its 
policies gain effectiveness. There is no federation in which the 
Central Government possesses different levels of power and 
authority in the units comprised in it. Such differences in 
jurisdiction from unit to unit are bound to be a source of weak- 
ness and to produce a sense of unfairness among the less 
favoured units which will be fatal to friendly relations and 
orderly progress.” All these sound principles having been laid 
down, in practical work we find that we have come to a stage 
whereby one of the partners to this agreement—may be the 
smaller—has been given a set of untold grievances. Our officers 
are suffering from numerous, hardships all of which could have 
been avoided. I do not subscribe to the view that all this is due to 
the inefficiency or any other defect on the part of the Ministers, 
but one thing should be admitted; thatis, even now it is not too 
late for us to rectify these shortcomings. Many are the grievan- 
ces of our officers, particularly in respect of their salary. The 
salary scales offered by the Central Government are apparently 
more attractive than ours, and that must have been a happy 
feature for many of our officers who desired to go to that service. 
But they are to be confined to the lower grades of salaries, they 
were drawing here and they are being denied the prospects of 
any enhanced salaries. This puts them in the position of great . 
suffering. Added to that, the liability of the Government of 
India service isthere; that is, a man working here now, may be 
transferred’ say, to Coconada or Telengana and there also he 
will have to draw only the present salary he gets. It is certainly 
a very invidious distinction bringing great hardships. These ~ 
things have to be gone into, and our position reinforced in the 
light of the very. sound principles that have been laid down at 
the time when these things were first taken into consideration. 
In this respect, the action taken by the Mysore and. Hyderabad 
Governments is good in itself. They bargained for terms as 
egual partners and they succeeded in seeing that their officers 
got fair treatment from thd Centre. The same thing could be 
done by us also and it is a happy augury that the Chief Minister 
has thought it worth while to take this matter into consideration. 
With the support of all the sections of this House, we are sure 
that these longstanding evils will be remedied. , 


I have to make one special reference, to the Central Excise 
personnel Unlike the other departments integrated, this is 
not a department integrated as such. The Excise Department 
of.ours remains in tact. Only, some sections of it have. been 
taken to the Centre, and our personnel taken over to the 
central service. Their parent service is here; their liens are 
here, and they were on deputation with the Central Government, 
and they were given the right to opt out and go back to their 
parent service. Many of them have expressed their desire to 
come back, and it is only in the fitness of things that they be 
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allowed to come back to their pafent service, Many of them 
who have gone to the central service, many of them who were 
gazetted officers here, have become non-gazetted officers there, 
and they are drawing a salary which they were drawing here dur- 
ing the last ten or twelve or eighteen years. If they had remained 
here they would have got normal promotions which could have 
prought them higher emoluments. If it is being denied to them, 
itis nothing unfair for them to decide to come back and that 
desire of theirs plainly expressed. It has to be plainly res- 
pected in the light of the fact that they have been sent there on 
deputation. That must be given effect to, and those officers 
who are desirous of coming back must be given the chance and 
the right to come back. Of course many of our officers, even 
in the departments wholly integrated, desire to come back, .but 
under the circumstances they cannot; it is not possible for 
them. But wherever possible, these officers should be allowed 
to come back and in the case of the Excise Department, ther® is 
every possibility, every right, and the accepted principle also— 
to come back. The deputation must be taken as deputation and 
they should be allowed to come back to their parent service. 


Chief Minister (Shri A. J. John): Ihave not much to say 
regarding this motion because from the speeches delivered before 
this Assembly, it could be seen that the whole House is unani- 
mous in holding that the position, status and grade of the ex- 
State officers should be improved. Itis not correct to say that 
this Government has not taken any step to improve their posi- 
tion. Government have been consistently placing this matter 
before the Central Government and it may be on account of that, 
that the Central Government decided that the central scales of 
pay should be given at least from the Ist April 1951. 


In this connection, I may say that there are other States—7 
more Part B States—in India, and this decision will apply to all 
the Part B States, andsoI do not know whether it would be 
possible to convince the Government of India to consider that 
question that the pay-scales should be introduced from Ist 
April, 1950 and not from Ist April 1951. However I can say that 
this Government will take all further steps necessary to convince 
the Government of India that it is obligatory to give effect to 
the pay-scales from 1950 onwards to the ex-State officers. 


The hon. Member for Trivandrum was saying that this 
motion was moved by the Chief Minister because the Chief 
Minister found that it would not be possible for this Government 
to make the Government of India convinced that this has to be 
done. It is not so. Last time, some two days back, when this 
position was discussed before the Assembly, the hon. Member 
‘for Trivandrum himself insisted that a discussion should be had 
before this Assembly to consider this question. I agreed, and as 
a result of that agreement, I moved this Imotion. 


I can only say that the Government will take all necessary 
steps with the Government of India, and {will try to get such 
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concessions as are possible for our ex-State service officers, 
With these observations, I resume my seat. . 

Mr. Speaker: The motion having been debated at length, I 
propese to place this motion for the vote of the House. 
~ The motion was put and earried unanimously. 


My. Speaker: Ihope it is the desire of the House that the 
cpinions expressed by all the Members of this House who took 
part in the debate may also be conveyed to the Central Govern- 


ment.

Here we are instituting a 
board which would consist of at least three members from 
this House, and according to Section 3, (2) the majority 
of the members would be non-officials, Six, I cannot conceive 
ofsuch aboard persistently making default in the performance 
of duties, 


Another ground stated in the section isthe opposite of 
this. Whareas the section at one place expects persistent 
default of the duties, italso, at the same time, expects that the 
hoard might exceed or abuse its powers. Such a contingency 
is also very, very remote so far as we can see. 


{ consider, Sir, that this section would give a handle to 
the executive to supersede or abolish a board which is intend- 
ed tocontrol the State aid to industries, by merely alleging 
excess or abuse of powers. And then what this section seeks 
to do after abolishing the board iseven more offensive, The 
section states that in such a contingency, (which itself is very, 
very remote) the board would be abolished and bureaucratic 
control given to an official, I cannot understand how a demo- 
eratic Government could come forward and say that a 
bureaucrat will better exercise powers than a board which 
consists of a majority of non-officials, and some of them mem- 
bers of this House. Therefore, Sir, I move the amendment 
and pressitfor the acceptance of the House,

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Shri M. M. Abdul Khader: I press my Amendment, 


The amendment was put and lost. 
The question that Clause 10 stand part of the Bill was put 
and carried.

Shri M. M, Abdul Khader: Sir, 
I move that in Chapter III, Section II (1) (a) proviso, sub- 
stitute ‘one half’ for ‘the prescribed percentage’. 


The object of the amendment is obvious. It is to put a 
control on the grant of State aid. Otherwise it may lead to 
this, that State aid may be granted recklessly and favourtism 
and such other undue influences would come to play. AndI 
am particularly impelled to bring forward this amendment, 
in the light of the manner in which State aid has been granted 
to industries by this Government in previous years. 


Another factor why I press this amendment is that we have 
seen how shy Government has been fighting about making the 
majority of the members of the board elected from-this House. 
That lends a good deal of suspicion and it also leads us to the 
belief that in the future also, State aid to industries would be 
abused as hitherto. 


Shri E. P. Varghese: Sir, I also support the amendment 
moved by the hon. Member. The proviso to the section says: 
“Provided that no such loan shall exceed the prescribed per- 
centage of the net value of the assets of the industry to which 
itis granted after deducting all encumbrances thereon existing 
at the time when the application for the loan is made such value ~ 
being ascertained by the Director in the prescribed manner.” 
The amendment goes to say that only half the net value of 
the assets shall be advanced as loan. Generally, when the 
loan is advanced, the repyament takes a long time. Meanwhile, 
there maybe de-terioration in the assets of the industry. So, to 
safeguard the loan, it may be necessary thatthe loan should not 
be to the full percentage of the net value of the assets. If the loan | 
is advanced on the full percentage of the net value of the assets, 
there is a chance of Government losing the money thereby 
incurring aloss. It is only a safeguard that is sought by the 
amendment in fixing the amount at half the net value of the 
assets. I think the amendment will commend itself to the House. 
After all, we are lending money to industrial concerns in the 
beginning stage. The loan must be sufficiently secured. Ido 
not think Government ever makes a loan to the extent of the 
net value of the assets; for example the agricultural loans, where 
they do not go up tothe net value of the assets, but a certain 
margin is left for the chance of some loss or deterioration 
happening to the assets. I think some margin should be left 
and loan to the full net value of the assets should not be 
granted.

Shri Kalathil Velayudhan Nair: The proviso says that the 
loan may go up to the net value of the assets.

Minister in charge whether for the different industries enu- 
merated in clause 12, different considerations will weigh with 
the Government in the matter of granting of loans ? 

Shri Kalathil Velayudhan Nair: It may be necessary for 
giving different considerations for different industries. 


Shri A Thanu Pillai: Is the Minister in a position to tell 
the House just the-percentage of the net value of the assets of 
an industry on which loans have been given till now ? 

Shri Kalathil Velayudhan Nair: I am not in a position to say 
that now. 

The amendment was, by leave, withdrawn. 

ShriM, M. Abdul Khader: Sir, I move the following amend- 
ment: 

in Chapter III, Section 11 (1) (a) proviso, after “ repay- 
able within a period not exceeding twenty years”, add ‘in equal 
annual instalments”. 

This is also like the previous amendment intended to 
prevent abuses. Here, Sir, according to the section, loans, are 
made repayable after a very long period which may extend to 
twenty years, and in the case of loans repayable in instalments 
this period may be even much longer, and we do not know what 
would happen after this 20 years, how the company is going to 
progress. Andif we look back into the history of State aid 
granted by this Government, we know how loans even to the 
tune of crores have been later on found to be irrecovarable and 
converted into shares, asin the case of the F. A. C. T. and so 
forth. Therefore, if the loans granted are made repayable in 
annual instalments, it would not be harsh on the industry, while 
at the same time it would make for more prompt repayments 
and would avert losses to the State. Therefore, I move the 
amendment. . 

Shri Kalathil Velayudhan Nair: Sir, I oppose this amend- 
ment. If the repayment is to be in equal instalments, every, 
instalment must be an equal amount, and repayment in equal 
instalments may work hardship on particular industries. For 
instance, in the case of a particular industry, it may be that 
in the first year after payment of the-loan, the industry may 
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not be able to pay the equal instalment as contemplated by the 
amendment. It may be that after two or three years, the com- 
pany may be able torepay the full instalment in certain 
industries, and it may be that more amounts may be repaid in the 
course of one or two years. So, to fix the instalment in the 
Act is not wise, but it may be done in the rules. So, I oppose 
the amendment. 


Shri M. M. Abdul Khader: Ido not press the amendment, 
The amendment was, by leave, withdrawn. 


The question that clause 11 stand part of the Bill was put 
and carried. 


The clause was added to the Bill.

Shri N. Rajagopalan Nair: Sir, I move the following amend- 

ment : : 

In sub-clause (v) to part (a) of Section 12, substitute 
the words “Board of Industries’ instead of ‘Govern- 
ment’. 


The section as it is, reads thus: “State aid may be given by 
the Government or on behalf of the Government, by any autho- 
rity prescribed in that behalf—to 

(v) such other industrial concerns as in the opinion of the 
Government deserve State aid to be given in conformity with the 
provisions of this Act”. 

I want to substitute the words “Board of Industries” 
instead of ‘Government’, Because, if you go to Section 
18, you can know the general spirit of this Bill, By the 
amendment it will come to this. State aid can be given only to 
industries recommended by the Board of Industries. As the clause 
is at present worded, it is not necessary that Government should 
grant aid to all industries for which aid is recommended by this 
Board. So, Government would have full control to see that their 
orders are final. And if the Government is to think that other 
industries are industries which should be aided by this Govern- 
ment without the recommendation coming through the Board, 
that-is not advisable according to the general spirit of this Act. 
In section 13 it is stated—“If the Board at the meeting is of opinion 
that any application should not be granted, that application shall 
be deemed to have been rejected and no further action shall be 
taken on that application”. Then comes “In all other cases the 
Director shall submit to the Government the application and the 
opinion of the Board and ail the connected papers together with 
such remarks, if any, as he has himself to make”. Then the 
Government will pass final orders on that. The spirit of the Bill is 
this, Aid shall be given only to industries recommended by the 
Board. The Government as they think fit, may or may not sanc- 
tion such recommendations. According to this section any other 
industrial concern which according to the opinion of the Board 
does not deserve state aid can be granted aid by Government. 
That is not advisable according to the general spirit of the Act, 
The word “Government’there is against the spirit of the Act. I 
hope this amendment will be accepted by this House. 
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Shri Kalathil Velayudhan Nair: Sir, I oppose the amendment. 
The spirit of the Bill requires that the final decision should vest 
with the Government. If that power is taken away, Government 
will not be able to extend the aid to any industry which in the 
opinion of the Government deserves aid. It will also be more 
reasonable that such power is vested in the Government instead 
of the Board. The final decision is vested in this section with 
Government and therefore it is in keeping with the spirit of the 
Act itself. So, I oppose the amendment. 


Sbri N. Rajagopalan Nair: If the Government finds that one 
industry deserves State aid, will that be considered by that 
Board ? . 

Shri Kalathil Velayudhan Nairv: Yes. If the Government finds 
that any industry deserves aid, the opinion of the Board will be 
taken. Government may or may not grant the aid. All the 
applications will be placed before the Board for consideration. 
But that should not prevent Government from deciding apart 
from the advice given by the Board in regard to a particular 
industry. 

Shri P. S, Nataraja Pillai: May I know from the Member 
whether the words “Subject tothe provisions of this Act’ control 
the whole section. 

Shri Kalathil Velayudhan Naix: That is a matter of inter- 
pretation. 

Shri E. P. Varghese: May I know whether the idea under- 
lying this is that any state-aid would be given to any industry 
without reference to the Board ? 


Shri Kalathil Velayudhan Nair: No. 

Shri E. P. Varghese: Am I to take it that the underlying idea 
is that any aid would be given only after the Board is consulted? 

Shri Kalathi! Velayudhan Nair: That is the normal thing. 
But there is provision which enables Government to give aid to 
any industry independently of the Board. 

Shri A. Thanu Pillai: Where is it? . 

Shri Kalathil Velayudhan Nair: That was the interpretation 
put by the mover of the amendment and that was the reason why 
the amendment was brought in. ; 

Shri A. Thanu Pillai; What is the opinion of the mover of 
the Bill? 

Shri Kalathil Velayudhan Nair: The opinion of the mover of 
the Bill was that the loan can be given only in conformity with 
the provisions of this Act. 

Shri A. Thanu Pillai: In conformity with the provisions, is 
it not incumbent to refer every application to the Board ? 

Shri Kalathil Velayudhan Nair: If that is the interpretation 
of the honourable member, he can have it. 

Shri E. P. Varghese: Does not this clause give the Govern- 
ment the power ? 

Shri Kalathil Velayudhan Nair: Both of them are lawyers. 

They can take their own views of the matter. 
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Shri. E. P. Varghese: The spirit of the Act itself is that there 
must be a Board of Industries and hereafter loans to industries 
should be granted after consultation with the Board. If the 
Government is to advance loans without consulting this Board it 
is enough that a provision is made in the Budget under the Head 
“State Aid to Industries.” If Government wants to act upon the 
spirit of the Act, 1think G overnment-should not try to make a 
provision enabling them to act outside the scope of this Act. 


Shri Kalathil Velayudhan Nair: That will not be against the 
spirit of the legislation but that willonly be in keeping with its 
spirit. | aye 

Shri A. Thanu Pillai: May I know from the hon. Minister 
whether he has read clause 13 of the Bill which reads as follows:— 

“13, (1) Applications for State aid shall be made to the 
Director in such manner and shall contain such 
particulars as may be prescribed. 

(2). The Director shall make such inquiries, if any, as are 
prescribed by the Government and such other in- 
quiries as he thinks are necessary on every such 
application. 

(3) Every application shall thereafter be placed with the 
remarks of the Directortogether with all the con- 
nected papers before the Board at a meeting for its 
opinion. 

- (4) If the Board at the meeting is of opinion that any appli- 
cation should not be granted, that application shall 
be deemed to have been rejected and no further 
action shall be taken on that application. 

(5) In all other cases the Director shall submit to the 
Government the application and the opinion of the 
Board and all the connected papers together with 
such remarks if any, as he has himself to make.” 

From this am I right in saying that all applications will go before 
the Board? . 

Shri Kalathil Velayudhan Nair: They will go to the Board. 
But, here different interpretations are given by hon. Members 
Shri Thanu Pillai and Shri Varghese both of them being eminent 
lawyers.

Shri M. M, Abdul Khader: Sir, I move: 

“In Chapter III, Section 12, proviso, after ‘(a) the company 
is registered in India with a rupee capital”, add

Sir, we consider that thisis an important amendment. The 
money of the people of the State should not be frittered away in 
granting aid to industries sponsored by persons out of this State 
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and by foreigners. There is a special reason for bringing forward 
this amendment because the ideais to make state aid to indus- 
tries as broad-based as possible, that is, to make as many of our 
industries and industrialists beneiit by the provisions of this legis. 
lation. Butunder this Act, as framed, there may arise a situation 
when a company sponsored by a foreigner may get crores as state 
aid while small-scale industries sponsored by the subjects of this 
State would have to languish and without any State aid. So it 
should be laid down by law that industries which are sponsored 
by foreigners should be made entirely out of bounds so far as the 
grant of State aidis concerned. Even if an industry is started 
with its entire directorate composed of Indians, it should be pro- 
vided that a majority of them shall be subjects of the State. 
Then only, Sir, there will be effective control over the industry 
by our Government. It is also necessary in order to make State 
aid as broad as possible that State aid should be given to such 
industries which are owned and controlled by the people of 


this State. . 
Shyi Kalathil Velayudhan Nair: That is why the words “this 
State” were used? 


Shri M. M. Abdul Khader: Yes, of course. I know we are 
legislating only for this Siate. It is quite likely that a company 
may be floated with the requisite capital here which ultimately 
may be transferred over to foreigners. To prevent such contin- 
gency I suggest that the major portion of the shares say, not legs 
than 3/4 shall continue to be owned by the people of the State. 
With these words I commend my amendment for the acceptance 


of the House. 


Shri Kalathil Velayudhan Naix: Sir, I am opposing this 
amendment. According to the Indian Constitution no distinction 
could be made between the subjects of this State and the rest of 
India. No definition has been given to the subject of a state. So 
it is not possible to make any distinction. There is another diffi- 
culty also. The Rare Earths Lid. is a company the majority of 
the directorate of which are not subjects of this State. The 
shares are owned by the Central Government and this Govern- 
ment. If this amendment is accepted it will be impossible to 
give loans to that company. I submit, therefore, that this amend- 
ment cannot be accepted.

In section 2 (e) (2), substitute ‘twenty’ for ‘fifty’, 

The purpose of this amendment is also the same as the previ- 
ous one. According to the Factory Act as you know an industry 
which engages ten or more persons would be classified as a 
factory. In such cases the women working in such factories 
would be entitled to maternity benefit. It would be harsh 
and inequitable to provide under this Act that only women 
labourers working in such plantations which are fifty acres er 
more in extent or in which fifty or more persons are eniployéed, 
alone would be eligible for this maternity benefit. I certainly 
cannot see any reason why they have increased the number of 
persons working in plantations fivefold. This is virtually depri- 
ving the women labourers engaged in plantations of this benefit 
where it is available to women labourers in factories which 
engage ten or more labourers. Sir, as a matter of fact, we all 
know that it is the plantations, the tea, cardamom and other 
plantations that employ a greater number of women labourers 
than the factories. Ihave amended that the minimum number 
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may be twenty because I know that the Minister will certainly 
allege certain peculiar conditions existing in agriculture and 
plantations. It is in recognition of these peculiar conditions that 
I have increased the number, doubled the requisite minimum as 
compared with the factories. I would request Government to 
accept this amendment, in order that the object of this Bill may 
really serve the female labour in plantations, 

Shri Kalathil Velayudhan Nair: I oppose this amendment, 
Tt was only after careful consideration thatthe number was 
fixed as fifty. The Member himself agrees that there is some 
peculiar conditions in plantations. That is why I oppose this 
amendment, .

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The House rose for lunch at 12-30 p.m. and reassembled 
at 2-30 p. m. with Mr. Speaker in the Chair. 


Shri E. P. Varghese:. The amendment before the House 
under Section 5is quite acceptable if Section 5 stood by itself, 
but the forfeiture clause arising from Section 5 is Section 8, 
There, it is made clear that “Ifa woman works in any factory 
or plantation after she has been permitted by her employer to 
absent herself under the provisions of Section 5, she shall forfeit 
her claim” etc. So, if she works after getting the exemption 
under Section 5, the penalty comes into effect, but only if she 
works inany plantation or factory, Therefore, in the light of 
Section 8, there is not much harm in retaining the word 
“ employment.” But it would have been perhaps clearer if 
instead of the word “ employment” ‘a factory, or a plantation’ 
were used. So, when the word “employment” is used in Section 
5, it is a little wide of the mark, and is capable of some reasonable 
criticism. But there is no necessity of any fear of the woman 
forfeiting the benefit of the maternity leave, because, if she is 
engaged in any cottage industry or employed in any work of 
repairs, etc., other than a plantation or factory the penal clause— 
Section 8—would apply. So, there is not much to press in that 
amendment. 
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The amendment was, by leave, withdrawn. 
Shri M. M. Abdul Khader: Sir, I move: 
“Section 5 (3) be recast thus :— 


“The amount of maternity benefit for one half the pres- 
cribed period of twelve weeks shall be paid upon 
giving notice under section 3(1) and the balance 
shall be paid within forty-eight hours of the produc- 
tiun of such proof as the Government may by rules 
prescribe that the woman has been confined’.” 


The. object of this amendment is that.the woman who gives 
notice under Section 5 (1) about four weeks before confinement 
must be given at least half the maternity benefit granted under 
the Act. This amendment is out of necessity, because as every- 
body would grant,a woman very near confinement, would be 
needing some extra money towards medical aid, etc. 

In this connection, Sir, I would tell the Government that this 
is'a principle accepted even by the Central Government in the 
Mines Maternity Benefit Act, which has been modified to include 
an amendment based on this principle in 1950. Section 8, sub- 
section 1 (a) of the Mines Maternity Benefit Act says: “Where 
& woman who is entitled to maternity benefit has given notice 
referred to under sub-section (2) of Section 4, the manager shall, 
within three days, pay to her maternity benefit for ten weeks in 
advance.” So, Sir, this principle having been accepted by the 
Central Government in this Act, I hope the Government would 
not stand by the mere fact that the Law Department lost sight 
of this in drafting this Act. The Law Department obviously 
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might have lost sight of this amendment, because it has been 
made recently by the Central Government. I hope the Govern- 
ment would not oppose, on that score, this amendment which is 
so necessary as a practical measure, in order to make the benefit 
made available by the Act complete and worthwhile. I hope the 
Government would accept this amendment. 
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The amendment was put and lost. 

The question that clause 5 stand part of the Bill was put 
and carried.

The Travancore-Cochin General Sales Tax Act 
(Amendment) Bill. 

Shri Kalathil Velayudhan Nair: With your permission, I 
request that one of the later items of the agenda, namely, the 
Travancore-Cochin General Sales Tax Act (Amendment) Bill 
be taken up now. 

Shri M. M. Abdul Khader: I object to that motion. 

My. Speaker: The request is put tothe Chair. The question 
is whether I have a right to allow that. The hon. Members 
will realise that this isa very important measure. The Bill and 
other relevant papers have been already published. 

Shri M. M. Abdul Khader: .I am not talking about the pro- 
cedure to be adopted. I have only slated my views. 

Myr. Speaker: On the merits of the Bill, it will be conceded 
by all that this Bill is one which ought to be considered. Duty 
on petrol has been enhanced by the neighbouring States. The 
newspapers in the country contain details regarding this matter. 
So, I consider that as requested by the Minister, the House may 
take up the General Sales Tax Act (Amendment) Bill now. 

Shri Kalathil Velayudhan Nair: Sir, I beg to introduce the 
Travancore-Cochin General Sales Tax Act (Amendment) Bill. 

Shri K. Kochukuttaa: I second it. 

Mr. Speaker: The Bill stands introduced. 

Shri Kalathil Velayudhan Nair: Sir, I beg to move that the 
Travancore-Cochin General Sales Tax Act (Amendment) Bill be 
taken into consideration, 

Shri K. Kochukuttan: Isecond it. 
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” Shr P.S. Nataraja Pillai: May Iknow what will be the 
anticipated fall under Sales Tax? 
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[3 p. a] 
‘Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Sir, may I make some 
observations on this question. After discussing the budget and 


the supplementary Demands, we have just passed the Appro- 
priation Bill. After having gone through those figures, we know 
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after all the budget deficit comes to only Rs.2 Lakhs. Large 
amounts provided in the Budget for expenditure are all lump 
sums, without details being worked out even so late as 5 months 
after the financial year. We have repeatedly asked for the 
details of these lump amounts provided in the budget, but 
the Treasury Benches were not able to give them. There are 
now only 7 months more for the financial year to close. 


Shri Kalathil Velayudhan Nair: Iwill now furnish the 
information required by Mr. Nataraja Pillai. The estimated 
decrease will be Rs. 50 lakhs. ; 


Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Sir, in spite of repeated 
efforts from this side of the House to know the Government’s 
actual spending programme, no light has been thrown by 
Government on that aspect of the matter. We know from the 
experience of Travancore-Cochin budgets and the spending 
capacity of the Treasury Bench here, their declaration of annual 
deficit generally transform into ‘surplus’ and that amount is 
seen to be 4 or 5 times more than the deficit anticipated. From 
the year 1949 onwards we find this as a regular feature of our 
budgets. In this connexion I have to say a word. The money 
locked up inthe Treasury becomes useless dead money. On 
the other hand money left with the people is money available 
for production. Unless the Government is capable of spending 
each pie they take out of the ryot, they are committing a finan- 
cial crime in collecting more. Accumulated surpluses are 
not in the interests of the country. If Government tax the 
people and take money, it must be used for ameliorative 
measures and reproduction work. Let us take every aspect of 
administration. In the hospitals, there are no provision for 
adequate treatment, sufficient accommodation, medicine, or 
diet. Every year huge sums are budgetted and allowed to lapse 
inthe P. W. D. Enormous amounts are allowed to lapse under 
Development Departments. Same is the case with . regard to 
educational re-organisation. Our experience has been that 
huge amounts budgetted are allowed to lapse every year, yet 
the Government come to the House with another measure for 
new taxation. Why is this tax imposed? My friend from the 
Treasury Bench said that the fallin the Sales Tax willbe to 
the extent of 50 lakhs this year. That is the anticipation 
according tothem Last year their anticipations were falsified. 
Revised estimate on Sales Tax showed an increase to the extent 
of 48 lakhs orso. If I remember right it is something lik 
half a crore of rupees. 


Mr. Speaker: Their anticipations were falsified. 


Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: So then, my contention is 
this. On the deficit side also their anticipations cannot be 
relied upon. 


Mr. Speaker: Anticipations cannot be realised. 
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Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: After all, estimates are only 
anticipations. We have to proceed upon reasonable anticipa- 
tions. It will be wrong to accept unreasonable anticipations. 
If we act on them it will result in utter failure. Even taking 
them at their word, if they anticipate afall of 50 lakhs why 
do they propose new tax to cover only 28 lakhs. Government 
anticipate fall in revenue to the extent of 50 lakhs while they 
anticipate an additional revenue to the extent of 28 lakhs accord- 
ing to this Bill. Is it fair taxation? It can be easily said 
that itis atax on luxury article. Iwant that proposition to 
be considered by the House. There is an impression that tax- 
ation on petrol isa tax onaluxury. Is thatso? Whatis the 
incidence of that tax ? How do we realise it? Iask, what is 
the amount of petrol consumed for transport of goods by lorry 
services. I can understand petrol consumed by the private car 
owners, and that being taxed higher. But where is the justifica- 
tion, Sir, when there is this slump, as it is called in the country 
to tax more the petrol used for the transport of essential goods. 
If petrol duty is increased, willit not automatically increase 
transport charges on essential goods. What is the proportion of 
petrol consumed between lorries used for transport of essential 
articles in this country and that of the cars used by the car~ 
owning population of this country. I have no objection to 
increase petrol duty 2 or 3 times for petrol used for cars and the 
private car owners being taxed high. But I do have certain 
objection when we increase petrol duty which affect transport of 
essential articles. 

Mr. Speaker: Is not petrol an article of luxury ? 

Shri P. S, Nataraja Pillai: Petrol, as such, is not an article 
ef luxury. It will be, if it is used on luxurious cars owned by 
rich individuals. We arrive atit from the standard of income 
and the national wealth of this country. Men who own cars 
belong to the higher, rich classes‘and not the middle. classes. But 
that is not the case of lorries. There is the transport of fish, 
vegetables and other essential articles. 

CO). and. cacouctiag ; aos lammoour eed geiocl gsa 
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fall inevitably on the consumer of essential articles. 
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Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: I am not going to take into con- 
sideration passenger buses at all. I take my stand for the lorry 
- owners who are transporting articles for consumption to the very 
doors of the Travancore-Cochin public. I do not take up the 
question of bus travel. Goods of the country are transported 
from one end to the other by motor vehicles and it has become 
the order of the day. There may be competition in every 
aspect of life. There is competition in this House between 
myself and Mr. K. K. Chellappan Pillai. The spirit of competi- 
tion is inherent in us. : ; 
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Shri Nedumangad R. Kesavan ‘Nair: Would it be possible for 
Government to make a distinction between luxury owned cars 
and private lorries for purposes of taxation. That is the issue 
now. 


Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: I can very well understand how 
that question comes from an eminent representative of the Bar. 
itis a question for one in the witness box for an answer. In 
answer to that I can very well say, if the proposition is handed 
over to me and Mr. Kesavan Nair, to tackle, we will sit together 
and solve. But it is not a question for me to solve now. Itisa 
complex question. 


Shri J. T. Moraes: Will it not happen that petrol will be 
secured from the blackmarketing agency ? 


Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: That is also possible. That will 
be touching the problem of morality and character and we need 
not go into that and the social evils with which we live. The 
only question is, is the incidence of this taxation clear to the 
Treasury Benches. I pose that question to be answered. Has 
the incidence of taxation worked up. Have they collected the 
relevant data on this matter. Have the Government bestowed 

‘enough thought on this question. Is it a tax whichis being 
imposed on the shoulders that are capable of bearing it. Is that 
the intention of this taxation. If the Government have any data 
onthe matter, I wish to know that. At the moment we are 
confronted with a tax bill of this kind. According to me there is 
no necessity for additional funds. The House is caught by sur- 
prise by this finance bill and the imposition of additional tax on 
petrol. When that is done, we are entitled to know whether this 
is a Bill which places additional taxation on the shoulders of the 
people who are capable of bearing it, or at least on a graduated 
scale. 


Mr. Speaker: In Madras what is the position ? 


Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: I will come to that. On the 
other hand Task, whether this is not a regressive-taxation. J] 
want to draw a distinction. In the field of distribution today 
in Travancore, the motor service is playing a very great part. 
Additional charge on distribution will inevitably fall on the 
lower section of the consuming public. Then the only proper 
course Tean conceive of is to work out its incidence here, 
We will take the case of Madras. The fact that the adjoining 
State has increased duty on petrol should not weigh with us for 
its enhancement here. That seems to be the argument now. 
Essentially Madras Government has a different outlook from 
this Government. That is how I view it. Even if they have 
imposed it, they may or may not have worked out its incidence. 
I do not know about that. Even though they think this to'be a 
regressive tax, that Government will be justified in imposing 
that. It has enforced thorough prohibition throughout the 
State. That makes all the difference — Prohibition improves 
the material condition of the poorer classes. In Travancore 
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conditions are different. The majority of the people here are 
very poor. We have to help adequately the lower classes of 
people here. There is no money to live with. The majority 
of our people are starving as it were. Then why should Gov- 
ernment tax such people. We shpuld take care to tax persons 
who get higher incomes. Responsibility lies there. We have 
not relieved ‘the difficulties of the poor section here by any 
ameliorative measures like prohibition, whereas in Madras 
ample measures of amelioration have been taken so far. The 
. poor man is not allowed to waste a single pie on drink. so that 
the justification on the lines of Madras will not hold good for 
this Government. Our Government need not take shelter under 
that precedent. Madras is distinctive in that. I conceive the 
imposition of this tax there because an unavoidable duty of 
that Government. In spite of the difficulties and financial 
stringency, they are facing the problem and trying to solve them 
after enforcing prohibition. In trying so, they are making 
new taxation proposals which may affect the lower orders as 
well, ~ 


Mr, Speaker: As a fiscal measure, what is the Member's 
opinion ? . 

Shri P. S, Nataraja Pillak: That is a question of relative justi- 
fication. As a fiscal measure, sometimes such demands may 
have'to be met by the people as a whole. When there is a-war 
condition, there may be a necessity to tax the people out of 
existence. Therefore any taxation will only be justified by 
the necessity to which itis to be used. It is not a question of 
fiscal policy always. It is the necessity and the condition of the 
people that determine the taxation policy, At a time ‘of 
stress in England some kinds. of fiscal measures had tv he 
enforced. A tax of 19 shillings or so on a pound of profit was 
in force. The State had to find necessary money for war. The 
consumers were taxed three times the value of goods. The 
question of existence was in the balance and they were taxed 
to that extent. So whatI say, is, any fiscal measure becomes 
justified when when there is a necessity. As I told at the very 
outset of my remarks, there is no justification now to make a 
new demand for money, even if there is fall in revenue in the 
Sales Tax as anticipated by the Treasury Bench. There will 
be sufficient funds available, according. to the system of working 
the budget here. By. that process surplus will be secured. By 
wotking the budget, deficit under Sales-tax will be covered up. 
Therefore there is no necessity for a bill of this nature. 


‘Sir, when Government are proposing a new taxation 
measure, it is for the Treasury Bench, to establish beyond a 
shadow of doubt that this measure of taxation falls on the 
shoulders which are capable of bearing it. I pose this question 
for answer. In the existing circumstances of the country and 
the transport services, Imean not our State transport service, 
J mean the general transport in this country, it having become 
mechanically driven, petrol consuming buses, for taangport of 
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essential goods, whatever the burden of taxation on petrol will 
not inevitably fall on the consuming public? Have the Gove 
ernment taken note of this factor. Ifso, have they devised any 
means by which this can be avoided. There are various ways 
of doing it. My friend Mr. Kesavan Nair is anxious to know 
that. Ido not suggest them. In passing I may tell him though 
Iam not advocating it these are the lines on which it can be 
worked out. I may tell him that vehicle taxation may be 
reduced for lorries. Taxation may be increased for private 
cars. That will go toa great extent to relieve the burden on 
the transport of goods. There are other methods as well. They 
are left to the ingenuity of persons working it out. - I seriously 
contest the position-that it will not be very hard for the poor 
to tax people like this, for I think, the burden will really fall 
on the poor section of Travancore public, 1 mean the consuming 
public. Therefore I would only say that this taxation proposal 
at the present. time is unjustifiable. And even if it is going 
to be worked, it must be so worked as to give relief to the poor 
section of the people. 


There is one other aspect which I want to place before 
the House for their serious consideration. 


That is tax on grams. Sir, an additional revenue of Rs. 8 
lakhs is expected from tax on foodgrains, There is a proposal 
to tax gram, which comes to Rs. 8 lakhs. Why should gram 
be taxed? I may say, Sir, as a Tamilian, iddali is indispensable 
for a Tamilian. If gram means “opan’”’, it is an indispensable 
article of diet, like rice for South Indians, for a Tamilian. I 
have heard that in Northern India, they say that we, people 
from South India are specialists in iddali. We are sometimes 
nicknamed as ‘iddali people., Why should we tax gram now? 
Where is the necessity for it? There is no rhyme or reason for 
this taxation. We have very often emphasised that the multi- 
point salestax, at present in existence here, is working havoc 
in the country. Atone stage of our finances and at one stage 
of our development, I was one of those who held that our 
finances required additional sources of revenue and that Sales- 
tax was one of those sources, Sir, after having worked it and 
found the results as revealed from the budget, I have serious 
doubts whether I was right in having advocated it, and I was 
reiterating my doubt often in this House. I have on the floor 
of this House pleaded that. it is time to review the position, 
and that a single pie should be collected as Sales-tax on food- 
stuffs. We have very often pleaded that articles - of consump- 
tion should be completely exempted from Sales-tax. And now, 
Sir, we find for some reason or other—I do not know exactly 
the reason—in the State of Bombay or some other State, gram 
might have been included for Sales-tax and our Government 
also seem to think now that it is necessary that gram-should 
be subjected to Sales-tax. I think it is unreasonable, unjust 
and hard, and it will cause great hardship to the poor people 

. tohave this tax on articles of diet. Therefore, that also is 
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unjust amd as a whole, as I said, in the begihning, I do not 
think there is any necessity for a Bill of this kind now. 
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Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: May I know the exact posi- 
tion ? . . 
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Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: May I know whether details for 
the provisions made were placed before the House ? 
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Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Even in the matter of provision 
for educational buildings details as to how many buildings are 
going to be constructed etc., have not been furnished. 
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Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai : Has not Madras under consi- 
deration betterment tax on land?

Shri A, Thanu Pillai: Sir, I move: 


“In the proposed Section 8 (2), for ‘two-thirds’, substitute 
* one-half”. 


Sir, as it is, the Government may remove the Commissioner 
from office and shall do so if such recommendation is moved by 
the Council of not less than two-thirds of the sanctioned strength. 
I want to reduce that two-thirds to one-half of the sanctioned 
strength of the Council. Sir, of course, there is a defect in the 
clause as drafted by the Select Committee which defect continues 
in my amendment also. It is stated—‘‘ Not less than two-thirds 
of the sanctioned strength of the Council”. It may be, at a 
particular time, the sanctioned strength of the Council may be 24 
and the Council actually consists of only 20. There is that 
anomaly. It struck me just now. That anomaly continues in my 
amendment also. Subject to that, I say this. No doubt, Govern- 
ment is given the power to make the appointment of the Com- 
missioner. It is for the Council to recommend the removal of the 
Commissioner. We know in our Corporation that there was almost 
continuously some kind of conflict between the Commissioner and 
one section of the Members of the Council on one side and 
another section on the other side. Very often the Health Officer is 
alsoinvolved. We findthat unfortunately our Corporationis a 
field for unholy and unseeming fight. We knowit for a fact. 
Since the Corporation is hereafter to consist of an elected body, 
even though the appointment rests with the Government, still, this 
Commissioner is to work in union with the Corporation with the 
elected Members. Hereafter, there will be only elected members. 
How can we expect a person who is not acceptable to the 
majority of the Corporation at least to discharge his functions 
efficiently? Ifat any time a Commissioner is found to be not 
acceptable to the majority of the members of the Corporation, 
should not there be a provision for sending him out? H out of the 
24,13 say that “we cannot work with this man; he is not above 
board; he is corrupt; he is negligent and takes sides”, should 
they not be given a chance to remove him? If the elected 
members of the Corporation feel like that, what is their chance to 
carry it into effect? This amendment merely seeks to have this 
position accepted. When a majority of the members of the Cor- 
poration feel that they cannot work with a Commissioner ap- 
pointed by the Government, how tan the business of the Cor- 
poration be carried on efficiently when they have not at the same 
time the power to recommend for his removal ? Now, why should 
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there be a majority of two-thirds of the sanctioned strength of 
the Corporation to say that this amendment is not acceptable. 
Suppose a simple majority thought so. Why not accept that 
beeause the other decisions of the Corporation are by the simple 
majority? This Commissioner has to implement all the decisions 
of the majority who say that that man is not wanted, that he is 
negligent and that he is creating unnecessary troubles and so on, 
They merely say ‘‘we do not want this man ; please send another”, 
Should not the Corporation have at least that right? There was 
a lot of discussion in Madras recently bearing on this and on the 
powers of the Council, and on questionslike whether the Executive 
is entirely amenable to the wishes of the Corporation or Municipal 
Council or not. There may be arguments both ways. Here we are 
not concerned with that. My amendmentis very very restricted 
in scope and it is calculated merely to see that the functions of the 
Corporation are carried out smoothly. Why should Government 
say that unless the two-thirds majority feel that the Commissioner 
js not good, he cannot be removed ? I think this amendment is a 
very innocent one, but at the same time, very necessary and that 
it will be accepted by the Minister in charge. Ofcourse, Ihaveno 
hope. No amendment has any chance so long as the Congress is in 
power and the Congress has one Member more than the rest of the 
Members put together. Still, I feel this is my own Corporation. 1 
represent one-half of this Corporation in this Legislature. And the 
elected, representatives may say ‘‘ You were there, what is the 
meaning of this?” Here is a man who creates cliques; he is in league 
with such and such a party and things are not done properly. We 
are helpless. Why do you agree to this ?” Ican only say “Well, 
you are right. The Congress is to be in power and so we have 
to suffer”. Should I give that answer ? 


J hope the Minister will accept this amendment.

Itis my ‘duty as a nominated member representing the 
Anglo-Indian community to request the learned members of this 
‘House that the privilege now being enjoyed by the Anglo-Indians 
in certain parts of this State should be continued at least for a 
period of ten years which is the time prescribed in the Consti- 
tution of India for this community to come up to the standard 
with the rest in India and is fit into the framework of the future 
bright India. Iam glad that gentlemen who took part in the 
Select Committee of the Cochin District Municipalities (Amend- 
ment) Act have been pleased to preserve the privilege of a 
reserved seat the Anglo Indians have enjoyed at Ernakulam and 
Mattancherry. Iam happy that members of the Select Com- 
mittee approved of this privilege being continued for a further 
period of 9 years which is more or less the time fixed in the 
Constitution of India. Iam also grateful to the Government for 
permitting ‘this privilege to the Anglo-Indians of Ernakulam and 
Mattancherry to be continued. Well, Sir. when the Anglo- 
Indians of Ernakulam and Mattancherry are permitted to enjoy 
a privilege, itis my duty as a nominated member to represent 
this community to request this House that the Anglo-Indian 
members of the Quilon Municipality, (to be more correct the 
members of the Anglo-Indian community of an area adjoining 
Quilon called Thangacherry) is also permitted to enjoy the 
privilege of representation in the Quilon Municipal Council. 
T am almost sure that the Select Committee while in session were 
not informed that Thangacherry and suburbs were formerly 
parts of the Madras Presidency but has now been ceded to this 
State and forms a section of the Quilon Municipality. Thanga- 
cherry has an area of about 97 acres and an Anglo-Indian popula- 
tion of almost three thousand members. It is just and equitable 
that the privilege enjoyed by Anglo-Indians in Ernakulam and 
Mattancherry and in other States all over India is also extended 
to the Anglo-Indians of Thangacherry forming part of Quilon 
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Municipality. I humbly request, that this privilege is extended 
to the members of the community residing in a block in and 
around Quilon-Thangacherry. Most unfortunately while mak- 
ing my amendment I have made some mistakes because of my 
lack of knowledge in making amendments and as result of not 
having taken part in legislative proceedings previously. I request 
the Minister concerned not to penalise the community and deprive 
them of privileges which they rightly deserve on account of this 
error. If the chair would kindly permit.me I would like to make 
an oral amendment. 


Mr. Speaker : May I know what exactly is the nature of 
the amendment ? 


Shri Anthonie Andrew Daniel Luiz: “In the Municipality of 
Quilon, one seat shall be reserved for the Anglo-Indian conmuni- 
ty.’ Lhope the chair will allow to make this amendment. 


Mr. Speaker: But Ihave noidea as to the effect of this at 
this stage. 


Shri Anthonie Andrew Daniel Luiz : What I have stated may be 
added as a sub-section.

My. Speaker: Iam sorry I cannot allow that amendment 
because the other members have no notice of it. Nor has the 
amendment been circulated. Further it is beyond the scope of 
the principle of the bill. That is what appears to me on the face 
of it. So atthis stage I am not in a position to allow that. 


Shri Antonie Andrew Daniel Luiz: But the amendment No. 1 
which Ihave already moved will be incomplete if these words 
are not included there, , 


Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Sir, I was a member of the select 
Committee, andI am very sorry my friend has misunderstood 
the scope of this provision. Under Clause 333 of the Constitu- 
tion, power is reserved to nominate a member or members. from 
the Anglo-Indian community. The conception of the Constitu- 
tion does not contemplate reservation for any community other 
than Scheduled Castes. I confess, Sir, as a member of the 
Select Committee, I was a party to the Select Committee repwrt, 
and to a certain extent I feel now that the very liberal .attitude 
taken up by the Committee was not very justified. Sir, it was 
brought to the notice of the Committee that the Anglo-Indian 
Community was enjoying a special seserved seat in the Trichur 
and Mattancherri Municipalities by nomination. That was a 
privilege which that Community was. enjoying in those twa 
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towns for some years past. We thought when we were intro- 
ducing a new principle we need not deny them the privileges 
they were enjoying so far and that we will allow them to have it 
for another transitional period of 9 years which have been fixed 
for the Scheduled Castes. But, Sir, the conception of the Consti- 
. tution is, when we have been granted adult suffrage, no com- 
munity is entitled to ask for reservation, and much more so for 
a Community of the standing and education and economic condi- 
tion of Anglo-Indian community. That community is a come 
munity which ought to set the example and show the mixture of 
the cultures of the East and the West. They should not take 
shelter and still travel or tread the road of separatism in this 
country. They must merge with the population. They have no 
right to claim a separate representation. Their educational 
condition, their economic condition and their social condition 
does not entitle them to claim the privileges which the sub- 
merged Scheduled Castes are entitled to. When the Select 
Committee has made a provision for themin the two distinct 
Municipalities where they were enjoying that privilege so far, 
to continue for the next nine years, the question of Quilon is 
being brought in. Tangacherry weknow. That community will 
be able to secure seats by free election. They ought to become, 
with their education and status, leaders of public opinion and 
get the confidence of the ordinary voter. There is no case for 
reservation and I hope this House will not accept a proposition 
like that. What the Select Committee did was only to allow a 
kind of privilege which they were enjoying so far, to continue 
for a limited number of years. ‘Nothing more than that was 
under discussion; nor did we think anything more than that, 
Now, to turn round and say that they are entitled to reservation 
is surprising. Under Section 338 if the President of India or the 
Governor or Rajpramukh thinks that a representation should be 
given to them, it may be given by nomination, but not by reser- 
vation. Any way it is left to the sweet will and pleasure of the 
Governor or Rajpramukh to nominate or not. That is the pro- 
vision. Therefore, no question of reservation for the Anglo- 
Indian community arises, and if they are given any reservation, 
that will militate against the whole scheme and conception of 
the Bill, I therefore think that my hon. friend will withdraw 
the amendment. 


Shri Anthonie Andrew Daniel Luiz: I wish to say one word, 
Sir, 

Mr. Speaker + You may hear what others have to say 
oli your amendment. Then you can speak. 
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Mr. Speaker: Mr. Luiz, as a special consideration,if you 
have to say anything in justification of your position, you may 
doso. There isno question of right. You may make some 
observations even onthe remarks of the Minister I have no 
objection. 


Shvi Anthonie Andrew Daniel Luiz: Sir, the Member said 
that the Anglo-Indians are not entitled to any reservation, 
Well, I would requestethe Member to refer to section 335 of 
the constitution where itis clearly stated that the Anglo-Indian 
community will have special protection for a period of 10 years 

_in view of their backwardness. Then, again, thereis a resolu- 
tion by the Government of India that the special privilege, etc., 
that were enjoyed by the Anglo-Indians as on the 14th August 
1949 will be continued subject to the provisions of Article 336 
of the Constitution of India. In view of allthis may I state 
that what Mr. Nataraja Pillai said was not correct ? 


Shri P. S, Nataraja Pillai: I would request the Member 
to read the whole clause which he is referring to. It refers 
to the educational concessions so far enjoyed.

Shri 0, C. Nainan: My amendmentis to delete section 3 of 
the Bill. 
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Shri E. P. Varghese: Isupport the amendment. I am one 
for even reducing it further, because the small cause jurisdiction 
is asort of summary jurisdiction. The Munsiffs are given cer- 
tain powers to try cases as summary cases. Even though the 
amount involved is very small, still for those litigants, they are 
big sums. In most of these cases, it is the poor people who have 
got small transactions and who have to recover small amounts 
and also who have got to establish their rights that are involved 
therein. The value involved, so far as the litigants are concern~ 
ed, isa big sum. So, to enhance the small cause jurisdiction 
further, I think, is not quite necessary now, considering the con- 
dition of our country. Of course, elsewhere in Madras State or 
some other States it may be that Munsiffs’ Courts have got small 
cause jurisdiction for larger sums. But that is not the case here. 
Ours is a small State. We have got a large number of courts. Our 
people are literate, and they know law very well. So they want 
to see that justice is done to them even in small cases. Small 
cause jurisdiction is not conducive to the satisfactory administra- 
tion of justice. It is the quality that we want rather than the 
quantity. Ithink there is no necessity to enhance the jurisdic- 
tion any further. Atleast keep itas itis. It is said that the Bill 
is intended to reduce the pendency in courts. The next amend- 
ment seeks to enhance it from Rs. 200 to Rs. 500. Of course, we 
can enhance it further. But we must take the conditions in the 
country into consideration and we must understand the nature 
of the people and the interests that are involved. Here, there 
are not Zamindars and businessmen dealing in lakhs. Here, 
‘people have only very small earnings. So, it is not proper for 
the purpose of reducing the number of cases, to enhance the 
small cause jurisdiction further. Already it has been enhanced. 
My view is that no suit should be tried as small cause. Let 
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every case have a hearing before a court of Law. The litigant 
goes to court to seek redbress and to get his rights established. 
Why should he be denied the ordinary course of trial? Much 
can be said on the other side also. ‘We were having small cause 
suits for along time. What does it matter if it is enhanced a 
little’. It is a question of legal rights and liabilities. 1, there. 
fore contend that it is not proper for us to enhance the small 
cause jurisdiction of Munsiffs’ Courts and further. And'nowadays 
with all these amending Acts, the appellate courts do not enter. 
tain revisions and second appeal unless they are fully satisfied 
that the decision of the lower court is wrong, or perverse 
or opposed to law. The conditions laid down for revision 
by the appellate courts are so many that it is not in the 
interests of the litigant public and in the interests of justice to 
enhance the small cause jurisdiction any further, taking away 
the right of appeal and providing only for a revision. 
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Shri 0. C, Nainan: Ido not press the amendment. 
The amendment was, by leave, withdrawn. 


Shri 'M. M. Abdul Khader: . Sir, I move the following amend- 
ment: ‘‘ Substitute” “Rs. 500” for “ Rs. 200”. 


Sir, this concept of small cause jurisdiction has. been 
introduced into our judicial system to make justice more cheap 
and expeditious, As you know, stamp duty is not levied for 
applications, etc. in small cause suits. They are merely money 
suits, suits on accounts, suits on pronotes, etc. It is such suits 
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that mainly come under the small cause jurisdiction. Suits 
touching upon land and involving complicated land tenures, 
etc. do not form part of the small cause jurisdiction. Therefore, 
if ordinary suits on pronotes, suits on accounts etc. of the value 
up teRs. 500 are tried as small causes, that would go a long 
way in curing the notorious laws delays in the State. And in 
this. cennection, because it has been attacked on the ground 
of giving Munsifis summary jurisdiction, I would cite the 
example of Madras where even suits up to the value of Rs. 2500 
are-tried as small causes.in the City, whiie in Districts, the 
Subordinate Judges have got small cause jurisdiction up to 
Rs.-1000. Even the District Munsiffs have got under the Civil 
Courts Act jurisdiction up to Rs. 300 and this was fixed as 
early as 1938. There also, the Munsiffs have got only a 
maximum jurisdiction up to Rs. 3000. Here, now we are 
increasing the jurisdiction of our Munsiffs from Rs. 2,000 to 
Rs, 3,000. So we are trusting the competency of Munsiffs to 
try suits up toa maximum of Rs. 3,060. Therefore, even if the 
small cause jurisdiction is enhanced to Rs. 500, that is not going 
to lead to any denial of justice, that is not going to lead to any 
abuses. That would, on the other hand, a great deal facilitate 
and cure delays involved in ordinary money suits and pronote 
eases. On these grounds, Sir, I press the amendment. 


Shri T. M, Varghese: I oppose the amendment. 
Mr. Speaker: Do-you press your amendment ? 
Shri M. M. Abdul Khader: Iam not pressing my amend- 
ment. 
The amendment was, by leave; withdrawn. 


The question that Clause 3 stand part of the Bill was put 
and carried.

Shri E. P. Varghese : Sir, I move: 
“ Delete Clause 5 (2) and two provisos to the clause.” 


My purpose in ‘moving this amendment is that appeals 
from. Munsiff’s courts in cases involving over Rs. 2,000 shall 
ie direct to the High Court. That kind of appellate jurisdiction 
was vested in the High Court. There was direct appeals from 
Munsiffs’ courts. Now, the original jurisdiction of the Munsiffs 
has been enhanced to Rs. 3,000. Thatitself I objected to when 
the Bill was introduced. As the clause is, only a second appea] 
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shall lie to the High Court. But itis high time that the work 
tofhe District Judges are reduced. If itis provided that in 
cases involving Rs. 3,000 appeals shall lie direct to the High 
Court, it will reduce considerably the work of the District 
Judges and there will be no necessity for additional Judges. In 
eases where larger interests are involved viz., suits involving 
more than three thousand rupees, it is better that appeals shall 
lie direct to the High Court. Asit is, there will be no work 
in the High Court after an year or two even for the 6 Judges, 
Then there is no necessity for 8 Judges. One or two adhoe 
Judges will be enough to dispose of the present file and make 
it current. 


Shri T. M. Varghese: The underlying principle of the amend- 
ment which has been moved for the acceptance of the House 
is that while not causing any inconvenience to the litigant public 
occasion must be created for the more expeditious disposal of 
cases by the Munsiff’s court, the District Court and the High 
Court. For that purpose the jurisdiction of the Munsiffs’ courts 
has been raised from cases involving Rs. 2000 to those involving 
Rs. 3000. Beyond that limit the original suits shall be tried by 
the District Courts. If appeals lie direct to the High Court, 
practically the work of the District Court will be taken 
away and at the same time there will be an increase of work 
in the High Court. This will cause undesirable delay in the 
disposal of cases in the High Court. For these reasons I oppose 
the amendment. — 


Shri E. P. Varghese: I press the amendment. 


The amendment was put and lost. 


The question that Clause 5 stand part of the Bill was put 
and carried,
